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Ty Davis (Yam) was the overall winner 
at the Loretta Lynn's Two-Day ISDE 
Qualifier in Hurricane Mills, Tennessee, 
June 19-20. He also earned the class win 
in the 250cc Two-Stroke division. Sec- 
ond overall went to 125cc-class winner 
Fred Andrews (Kaw). Andrews was fol- 
lowed by Mike Lafferty (KTM, 250cc 
Two-Stroke), Barry Hawk Jr. (Yam, 
400cc Four-Stroke) and Destry Abbott 
(KTM, 250cc Two-Stroke). Each day also 
counted as separate rounds of the AMA 
Acerbis National Championship Enduro 
Series. On Saturday, Davis scored the 
win over Abbott, Andrews, Hawk and 
Lafferty, while on Sunday, Andrews 
scored the win over Davis, Lafferty, 
Hawk and Luca Trussardi (TM). 


John Hamilton Jr. (Tri) won the 540cc 
class of the AMA Pro Hillclimb National 
Championship round in Hornell, New 
York, on June 20, topping Ted Wilkins 
(Rtx) and Paul Pinsonnault (Hon). The 
800cc class was won by Lou Gerencer 
(H-D) over David Watson (Hon) and 
James Large (H-D). 


Rounds eight and nine of the AMA 
NATC Observed Trials series were held 
in Farrandville, Pennsylvania, on Satur- 
day, June 19, and in Williamsport, Penn- 
sylvania, on Sunday, June 20. Results for 
both days were identical, with Tommy 
Ahvala (G-G) taking the wins over 
Ryon Bell (Mon) and Geoff Aaron 
(Bet). After nine of 11 rounds, Aaron 
and Ahvala are tied for the points lead. 


Troy Bayliss (Duc) won both legs of the 
British Superbike Championship at Sil- 
verstone on June 20. The Australian beat 
John Reynolds (Duc) and Neil Hodg- 
son (Duc) in the first leg and then 
topped Chris Walker (Kaw) and 
Reynolds in race two. After 12 of 24 
races, Bayliss leads Walker in the cham- 
pionship, 218-187. 


Kawasaki issued a press release on June 
18, making it official that it will be tak- 
ing its AMA Superbike road race team 
in-house for the 2000 season. "Our rela- 
tionship with Muzzy Racing has pro- 
duced highly positive results for 
Kawasaki over the years," said Kawasa- 
ki's vice president of motorcycle mar- 
keting and product management, Bob 
Moffit. "The combination of Kawasaki 
technology and Muzzy's racing and tun- 
ing expertise has produced more AMA 
Superbike Championships than for any 
other brand in the history of the Super- 
bike Series. It is with both sadness and 
excitement that we announce this 
important change of direction." Accord- 
ing to the release, Kawasaki will contin- 
ue various other business relationships 
with the Muzzy organization, including 
the sale of engines. 


Georgian road racer Mike Smith will 
race the U.S. round of the World Super- 
bike Championship at Laguna Seca on 
July 11 on a Wet Motor Sports/White 
Endurance-backed Honda RC45, replac- 
ing Frenchman Jean Jeandat on the 
team. Smith may also get the opportuni- 
ty to complete the 1999 World Super- 
bike Series with the team. 


Chaparral Suzuki's defending AMA 
750cc Supersport Champion Rich 
Alexander Jr. was taken to the infield 
medical center immediately following 
the 750cc Supersport final on June 19 at 
New Hampshire International Speed- 
way. Alexander, who did not compete 
in Sunday's 600cc Supersport final, has 
contracted Lyme's Disease, a virus that 
is transmitted by ticks. “I’ve had it for 





three weeks," Alexander said. "Before 
Road America I went mountain-biking 
in the woods by my house and there's a 
very high deer population there. I guess 
that's how I got it - from a deer tick. It's 
an area that has high counts of Lyme's 
Disease. There are so many different 
scenarios with the disease, so I’m going 
to a specialist today (June 21). I’ve had 
various symptoms. I couldn't breathe 
well, my joints hurt and I'm tired. There 
are so many different things going on, I 
just don’t know enough about it. After 
the 750 race, I collapsed and they took 
me to the medical center. My body went 
into total shock. The whole weekend I'd 
only done seven laps at a time, and after 
doing 24 laps in the race, my body just 
shut down.” 


AUS. plan to impose stiff import duties 
beginning this month on certain Euro- 
pean products - which could double the 
price of some European motorcycles - 
has been delayed for a month, according 
to the AMA. U.S. officials sought World 
Trade Organization (WTO) permission 
to impose a 100-percent import duty on 
$202 million worth of products to be 
chosen from a list of 75 European goods. 
The list includes two categories of 
motorcycles: 51 to 250cc, and 251 to 
500cc. The planned tariffs are in retalia- 
tion to the 15-member European Union’s 
longstanding import ban on American 
beef treated with growth hormones. The 
Europeans have failed to lift the ban 
despite a WTO order to do so. The Unit- 
ed States wants to impose $202 million 
in inport duties to equal the amount of 
money it claims its beef industry loses 
each year because of the ban. The new 
tariffs were to go into effect as early as 
June 13, but they were delayed when the 
European Union asked the WTO for 
arbitration, disputing the United States’ 
$202 million figure. Under WTO rules, 
the arbitration must be held, but it also 
must conclude by July 12. 


The Over The Hill Gang held its annual 
event at Mammoth Mountain 
Motocross in Mammoth, California, 
June 19-20. Scott Myers (Yam) had no 
problem taking the Vet Pro-class hon- 
ors, with Terry Fowler (Hon) and 
Craig Davis (Yam) finishing second 
and third, respectively. In Over 38 Pro 
action, Jeff Surwall (Kaw) blew away 
the competition, posting perfect moto 
finishes. Alan Delarge and Mark Siro- 
ta (Yam) rounded out the top three. In 
conjunction with the event, Yamaha 
Motor Corp. raffled off a 2000 YZ250, 
with all proceeds going to Feed The 
Children. Southern Californian Michael 
Fanelli was the lucky winner of the 
new-model motorcycle, while Feed The 
Children received $6800 from raffle- 
ticket sales. 


According to a press release from Lee’s 
Performance Center, Lee Shierts rode 
a Suzuki Hayabusa to a new world 
speed record at Maxton Airport in 
Launnburg, North Carolina, on June 5. 
Shierts recorded a 200-mph run on the 
-9-mile runway, with the East Coast 
Timing Association (ECTA) doing the 
timing.

amaha's David Vuillemin came away with the overall win at the French Grand 

Prix at the St. Jean d'Angely Circuit near Bordeaux, France, June 20. Vuillemin 

came out swinging in the first moto, scoring the win over Honda's Ryan Hughes 
by eight seconds. Finishing third was Vuillemin's teammate Mickael Maschio, followed 
by Honda-mounted Frederic Bolley and Kawasaki's Pit Beirer. 

Beirer's teammate Marnicq Bervoets, who was second to Beirer in the FIM World 
Championship 250cc MX Series standings going into the French GP, failed to score any 
points on the day after injuring his hand in a first-moto, first-turn pileup. Bervoets suf- 
fered two deep lacerations that required stitching by the track doctor. He was forced to 
retire from race one and was unable to take part in the second moto. 

Vuillemin led much of the second moto before Beirer passed him and rode off to 
victory, five seconds clear of the first-moto winner. But Vuillemin's 1-2 was still good 
enough to give him overall honors. Third in the moto went to Bolley, followed by 
Thierry Bethys and Joshua Coppins. Hughes finished 10th. 

Beirer opened up his points lead in the 250cc GP Series with 262, followed by 
Bervoets with 226, Bolley with 216, Vuillemin with 214 and Hughes with 207. 

The eighth round of the FIM World Championship 125cc MX Series in San Marino, 


June 20, was canceled due to rain.

Because of a scheduling conflict, Larry 
Huffman will not be announcing the 
Summercross on July 10. "The date is 
the same weekend as Costa Mesa Speed- 
way's Fair Derby, which draws one of 
the largest crowds of the year, and I 
completely overlooked that date when I 
agreed to take the supercross job," Huff- 
man said. "Brad and Laurie (Oxley, the 
speedway promoters) have treated me 
very well and I don't want to let them 
down. I know that Steve McLaughlin's 
Summercross will be a great event and I 
wish I could be there." 


The West Coast Flat Track Series round 
scheduled for the San Jose Fairgrounds 
Speedway on Saturday, June 26, may 
well be the last motorcycle race to be 
held at the famed facility that hosted so 
many famous AMA Grand National 
miles. Management at the Santa Clara 
County Fairgrounds has asked the City 
of San Jose and County officials to 
approve an undertaking that would 
wipe out the motorsports facility and 
create an amphitheater with adjacent 
parking. That would wipe out the exist- 
ing 1/3-mile sprint car track and take 
out the barn where the Barn Burner 
Series has been run, according to Cycle 
News correspondent Bill Spencer. The 
famed San Jose Mile, last run in 1996, 
has been filled in with dirt, and all the 
fences have been removed. In honor of 
the fact that this could be the last event 
there, invitations have been sent to the 
likes of Joe Leonard, Sam Arena, Larry 
Headrick, Kenny Eggers, Al Rudy and 
many more former racers. 


Castrol Honda's Colin Edwards II has 
slammed race officials and World 
Superbike organizers following his cost- 
ly spill in the opening race at the Ger- 
man round of the World Superbike 
Championship on June 13, according to 
Cycle News contributor Darryl Flack. The 
Texan had control of the race and was 
heading for at least a podium finish 
when he fell on oil that was left unat- 
tended at the first turn. A livid 
Edwards, knowing that he was down a 
possible 25 points and out of contention 
for the 1999 title, threw gravel in the 
direction of the corner marshals, gestic- 
ulated rudely and yelled profanities at 
them long after the incident. Speaking 
on the Australian Ten Network, 
Edwards had scathing comments for the 
race organization. "You know, when 
you got a bunch of dipshits running a 
World Championship event like this, it's 
just... you saw it on TV, you saw what 
happened. They should've stopped it 








straight after they knew the oil was 
there.” Asked what he told one corner 
worker, the 25-year-old said, “I just told 
him he was an idiot for not stopping the 
race, for having five race bikes 
destroyed. The bike I was on was my 
favorite bike, so I had to a race with a 
bike I wasn’t happy with.” Edwards 
was joined by Akira Yanagawa, Noriyu- 
ki Haga and Pier-Francesco Chili in the 
gravel pit, and said there wasn’t much 
talk as he and Yanagawa sat out the 
race. “We were shocked, really. I don’t 
think there was much being said. I don’t 
know, we've got a bunch of idiots run- 
ning this organization and I’m not 
afraid to say so. They are freakin’ idiots. 
How easy was it to see there was oil all 
over the track?” Signaling his intentions 
for the near future, Edwards simply 
said, "I'm ready to go 500 racin’, 
boys - let's go!" 


. Dumped Red Bull Yamaha rider Simon 
. Crafar has declared a burning ambition 
to stand astride a 500cc GP podium 
again following his sacking from the 
team after a string of poor results in 
1999, reports Cycle News contributor Dar- 
ry! Flack. The 1998 British GP winner 
has failed to rekindle his stellar form of 
last year, which was capped off by 
claiming the 500cc lap record in finishing 
second to Mick Doohan at the Australian 
Grand Prix at Phillip Island last October. 
"At the beginning of the season, I 
would've never imagined being in this 
position," Crafar told Barry Sheene dur- 
ing an interview on Australia's Ten Net- 
work. Seeking to build on his strong 
1998 season, Crafar struggled through 
preseason testing on the new 1999 
Yamaha YZR500, in addition to an 
enforced move to Michelin tires after 
spending most of his career on Dunlops. 
Failing to crack the top 10 in the opening 
races and dicing with privateer Honda 
V-twins set off rumors about the likable 
Kiwi's future that further eroded his 
shaky confidence. "Yeah, I heard all the 
gossip and what was actually real, and 
it's being going on since about the third 
race of the year," Crafar said. "I was 
determined to keep going, and how do I 
put it? You can only go so far in a bad 
marriage. You try for so long and then 
you say, "That's it.” So we've come to a 
mutual agreement, and we're both going 
our separate ways. My aim from now on 
is finding a way to get back on that podi- 
um. The package I had with this team, 
Yamaha and the tires wasn't working. I 
know I can do it. I proved that in my 
first year. I’ve just got to get on another 
bike or another team and have a go at 
getting back on the podium.” With con- 





firmed reports that former Honda, 
Yamaha and Suzuki works rider Daryl 
Beattie turned down an offer to take over 
Crafar's ride, it was only a matter of time 
before a decision was made. Still, it's 
been an object lesson in team loyalty and 
personal morale for the ex-Rumi Honda 
and Muzzy Kawasaki World Superbike 
star. "You've got to have the support 
behind you. It's just hard to go to the 
garage and get on the bike and not have 
that support. l've never had that before. 
Racing's a psychological thing, it's about 
confidence and getting out there and 
having a go for that bit more. Hey, I 
haven't done the job. I’m not blaming 
anybody else for what's happened, but 
you've also got to do it with support 
around you, and that's why I have to 
draw the line, and find another way to 
get there." With an eye to remaining in 
the 500cc class, while it stills exists, Cra- 
far was keen to place his performances 
into perspective. “There're guys out there 
who have been racing works bike for a 
long time who have never been on the 
podium. I'm not going to give up, and I 
know I can do it. I'll be on a bike next 
week for a test, but my main aim is to get 
back on a 500cc Grand Prix podium." 


Troy Corser emerged from a two-day 
test session at the Misano Circuit in Italy 
with the fastest lap times - a 1:33.92. Sec- 
ond quickest was Colin Edwards II, the 
Texan lapping at 1:35.03, ahead of his 
teammate Aaron Slight and World 
Superbike Championship points leader 
Carl Fogarty. The fastest of the World 
Supersport riders who tested was 
Spaniard Pere Riba. Recently fired Red 
Bull Yamaha GP rider Simon Crafar also 
took part in the test, lapping at 1:37.0 on 
a Yamaha R7. 


Yuasa and Tucker Rocky Distributing 
have signed on to be the title sponsors 
of Formula USA, with the official title 
now reading: Yuasa Formula USA pre- 
sented by Tucker Rocky Dealers.

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All-new Morini? 
In the year that it’s been possible to buy 
an MV Agusta for the first time in 20 
years, another of Italy’s lost legends is 
following suit and is in the process of 
being reborn: Morini. 

Founded in 1937 by Alfonso Morini 
and based in the same suburb of 
Bologna as Ducati, Moto Morini was 
always - even by Italian standards - a 
small though prestigious family con- 
cern, but with a sporting flair to its 
products. The most famous of these 
was the bike famed as the world’s 
fastest four-stroke single - the 12,000- 
rpm dohc 250cc GP racer with which, 
in 1963, Tarquinio Provini came within 
an ace of wrestling the World Champi- 
onship from the phalanx of four-cylin- 
der Hondas led by Jim Redman. By 
then Morini had established a loyal fol- 
lowing for its small-capacity 125/175cc 
street singles, such as the Settebello and 
Corsaro, and Giacomo Agostini had 
begun his racing career on a Morini, 
attracting the attention of Count Agus- 
ta by winning the 1964 Italian 250cc 
title on one, before switching to the far 
wealthier MV team. By the time he died 
in 1969, Alfonso Morini could be well 
satisfied with a lifetime of two-wheeled 
achievement. 

Moto Morini was taken over on his 
death by Alfonso's daughter Gabriella, 
who wisely diversified the company's 
model line upward by introducing the 
family of bikes powered by the distinc- 
tive Heron-headed 72-degree V-twin 
engine developed by chief engineer 
Franco Lambertini in 1973, first in 350cc 
form with the Strada, then later in 500cc 
and 250cc guise. More than 85,000 of 
these individually designed motorcycles 
were built over the next two decades, 
bringing Morini a loyal following 
around the world. As the first produc- 
tion four-strokes from any manufacturer 
to be fitted with electronic ignition, 
toothed-belt camshaft drive and a six- 
speed gearbox, they also represented an 
engineering benchmark. 

Unfortunately, though profitable, 
Morini's small production volume 
(around 10,000 bikes a year in the com- 
pany's heyday) wasn't capable of gener- 
ating enough capital for the rising costs 
of developing a new range of bikes, and 
after an abortive attempt to produce a 
500cc Turbo version of the V-twin, 
Gabriella Morini sold the company to 
Cagiva in 1987. As die-hard race enthu- 
siasts, the Castiglioni brothers couldn't 


Chronicling a legacy

A company that has now achieved 
a successful start-up of production 
is France's Voxan, with the manu- 
facture of its Roadster 1000 model 
designed by former Bimota stylist 
Sacha Lakic and powered by 
Voxan's own fuel-injected dohc 72- 
degree V-twin eight-valve engine 
now in full flow. 

This was recently marked by 
two high-profile events held in the 
Paris region - one a rally of Voxan's 
new owners held in front of 20,000 
spectators at the massive Coupes 
Moto Legende historic spectacular 
at the banked Montlhery race track 
south of the French capital - and 
the other the presentation of one 


Voxan bike to French President Jacques Chirac, at a ceremony 
at the Elysee Palace at which Chirac (himself a former biker, 
albeit in the distant past) threw a careful leg over the bike that 
may single-handedly recreate the French motorcycle industry. 
It seems the Roadster presented to Le President by Voxan prin- 
cipal Jacques Gardette and sales director Marc Fontan has been 
assigned for evaluation by the Presidential Guard: This may 
have the hoped-for benefit of bringing Voxan an order to equip 
‘the riders carrying out escort duties for Jolly Jacques - but it 


might lead a much harder life, too.

resist the chance to acquire such a his- 
toric marque, particularly after having 
bought its Ducati neighbors just two 
years earlier and especially when it 
came with a prime piece of real estate 
attached, in the form of the Moto Morini 
factory in the midst of a prime Bologna 
residential area. After installing former 
Ducati boss Mario Scandellari to run the 
company, they commissioned their 
newly acquired design guru, Massimo 
Tamburini (who of course has since 
gone on to create the Ducati 916 and 
now the MV Agusta F4 for Cagiva), to 
produce a modern sportbike addition to 
the V-twin Morini family. 

The machine duly arrived in 1988 in 
the form of the fully-faired Dart, closely 
modeled on the Ducati Paso and 125cc 
Cagiva Freccia from the same designer. 
However, though the Excalibur custom 
range continued to sell well, the Dart's 
pushrod air-cooled engine was per- 
ceived as too archaic to appeal to the 
sportbike customer, and although Lam- 
bertini already had its successor up and 
running on the dyno in the form of a

in the Le Mans 24 Hours and Bol d'Or endurance events in 


liquid-cooled 720cc 67-degree V-twin 
‘otto valvole’ of advanced design, the 
rival Ducati faction in the Cagiva 
empire headed by Massimo Bordi 
ensured that all of the Cagiva develop- 
ment budget was directed toward their 
rival 'desmoquattro' design. Starved of 
funds, the new Morini V-twin motor 
died off. Lambertini went off to Piaggio 
to work on scooter engines, and the fac- 
tory was sold for housing redevelop- 
ment (netting a tidy profit for Cagiva, 
which helped refuel Ducati's come- 
back). Morini struggled on for a couple 
of years as Cagiva's notional custom- 
bike division - and then production 
gradually petered out, with no new 
Morinis built since 1992. 

TPG's acquisition of Ducati from 
Cagiva at the end of 1996 brought Mori- 
ni with it, but it is only now, in the wake 
of Ducati's public flotation, that the 
company's new management has found 
a buyer for the marque they ended up 
owning almost by default - and one 
moreover with a family connectión. A 
key member of the the roster of 


RC30 and RC45 Superbikes and the RVF 
TT1 racers that gave rise to them, and 
the succession of V4 street bikes which 
underpinned the evolution of the racing 
line - warts and all.

their time off - or, in the case of one of them, Marc Granie, rac- 
ing in the Isle of Man TT. Voxan may get some unexpectedly 
in-depth test feedback from the presidential Roadster's riders - 
all of which should stand it in good stead for the debut of the 
next model, the Cafe Racer, due to kick off production in July. 
Start-up of the third model already launched, the Scrambler, 
has been deferred to the autumin - by which time Voxan will 
already have launched two further new models at the Paris 
show at the end of September, one a sports tourer and the other 
aimed at the custom market. Export sales are still set to begin in 
2000, with Britain and Germany targeted as the French firm's 
two debut markets. 


Bologna-based motorcycle-industry 
suppliers, Morini Franco Motori was 
founded in 1957 by Alfonso Morini's 
nephew Franco, who, after working 
with his uncle for a couple of years, split 
away to start his own engine-supply 
company in partnership with his col- 
league Vittorio Minarelli. In late '56 the 
two partners split up, but since then 
their two companies have furnished mil- 
lions of two-stroke engines for the huge 
range of Italian scooter and moped man- 
ufacturers. Franco Morini built 80,000 
engines in 1998, principally for use in 
Malaguti and Italjet products, and also 
worked with Bimota as a sub-contractor 
to manufacture the troubled 500 Vdue's 
direct-injection V-twin two-stroke 
engine. 

Like every other engine supplier, 
Morini is also developing a four-stroke 
125/250cc single-cylinder four-valve 
engine range for scooter application - 
under the direction of former Moto 
Morini chief engineer Franco Lamberti- 
ni, who joined the company from Piag- 
gio two years ago. 

Now Lambertini is hard at work 
developing a new range of Morini 
motorcycles, and scooters - the first-ever 
complete two-wheelers that Morini 
Franco Motori has ever built. Having 
decided to become manufacturers in 
their own right rather than merely 
engine suppliers, it made sense for the 
company’s management to use a his- 
toric name that is all but their own - 
hence the deal with Ducati announced 
on April 28. 

“We're hard at work on an all-new 
range of products that we'll launch at 
the Milan show in September," Lamber- 
tini said. "One of these will be a motor- 
cycle which I'm sure Morini enthusiasts 
will deem worthy of the name!" 

Hmmm - not a 67-degree V-twin 
600/750cc sports cruiser, by any chance? 
We'll have to wait till September to find 
out - but with Ducati's 600cc Monster 
being the best-selling motorcycle of any 
kind from any manufacturer in Italy for 
the past two years, don't bet against it. 
However, most probable is a range of 
four-stroke singles, possibly with fuel 
injection, aimed at beating the clamp- 
down on two-stroke personal trans- 
portation vehicles which is now gather-

weighing in at just 281.5 pounds ready to 
race with a gallon of gas - compared to 369.5 
pounds dry for the stock Kawasaki, and a 
projected 319 pounds for the Tigcraft Special 
H street bike. 

The heart of the bike is a twin-cylinder 

version of Tigcraft's trademark large-diame- 
ter tubular-steel perimeter frame, using 
50mm chassis tubes to create a light but 
strong structure scaling in at just over 17 
pounds, with an Aprilia-style carbon-fiber 
subframe comprising the seat. An alloy 
swingarm sourced from a Kawasaki KR1S- 
250 is fitted, mated via Tigcraft's rising-rate 
link to an Ohlins shock. The high-tech 
Swedish hardware may come as a surprise 
on a cost-conscious saver-bike like this, but 
Pearce has done his tallying. 

“The Ohlins is now the cheapest propri- 
etary aftermarket shock, which is why 
they're back-ordered for months!” he says. “We'll sell the 
bare chassis kit and allow a customer to choose his own 
suspension - but if he's smart, he'll go for an Ohlins on 
the rear and Japanese proprietary forks up front." 

That's what Pearce did on the Special K prototype, 
which has 41mm Showa forks off a Honda RS250, whose 
24-degree head angle delivers a 1375mm wheelbase, with 
90mm of trail. The result is clothed in a close derivative 
of the bodywork fitted to the TSR-Honda 250cc GP bikes, 
with, in street guise, a single headlamp sourced from an 
RS250 Aprilia. Pearce says engine tuning will be up to the 
customer, but as a guide to the perhaps unlikely perfor- 
mance that can be extracted from the EX500 Kawasaki 
twin-cylinder engine, Tigcraft's Special K prototype has 
been independently tested to deliver 48 bhp at the rear 
wheel at 9000 rpm in 599cc form, overbored to 81 x 58 
mm (stock bore is 74 mm) via a big-bore kit from EDCO 
in Los Angeles. So Cal also provided the Megacycle cams 


and oversized valves, but the six-speed transmission is 
stock, and the cylinder-head porting barely cleaned up. 

"This has the power-to-weight ratio of a bigger bike, 
but the agility and easy handling of a 250 race replica or a 
Supermono,” claims Pearce. “People who've ridden it 
have come away astonished at the performance, and 
even more when they hear the price.” 

Tigcraft is offering identical replicas of the Special K 
racer - including the big-bore kit and engine tuning - 
from £7800 (about $12,870 - all prices before tax), or a 
street version with untuned/reconditioned motor for 
£5600 (about $9240). The Tigcraft Special K/H/S chassis 
kit starts at £2900 (about $4785), including frame, engine 
mounts, swingarm, carbon subframe, fuel tank and body- 
work, and can be supplied at any level up to a complete 
bike, ready to accept any of the three Japanese parallel- 
twin engines for which it’s designed.

Italjet to go full-size 

Only a rumor, this - but word in Bologna 
is that one of Franco Morini's customers, 
Italjet, is in the process of developing its 
first motorcycle (as opposed to scooter, 
or moped) for a quarter-century. 

Back in the 1970s, Leopoldo Tartari- 
ni's family company not only acted as 
design consultants for the likes of 
Ducati (Tamburini designed the good- 
looking 900 Darmah model, among oth- 
ers), it also produced good-handling, 
well-styled updates of British sportbikes 
such as the Velocette 500 (badged as an 
Indian, in agreement with then-brand 
owner Floyd Clymer) and Royal Enfield 
700 Interceptor, before settling down to 
carve out its own reputation for leading- 
edge scooter products, which it main- 
tains to this day. 

Already, two years ago, sources close 
to the company insisted that Italjet was 
planning a motorcycle comeback, using 
a Japanese engine (rumored to be the 
TRX Yamaha) - but now it seems that 
this time the plans will reach fruition 
and that Italjet will launch a new sports 
cruiser at the Milan show in September, 
possibly built around supplies of the 
Suzuki SV650 V-twin engine. More 
later.... 


History on the blocks 

If Moto Morini's family affair appears to 
be having a happy ending, there are still 
some relics from all the company's yes- 
terdays that are looking for a home, 
having been cataloged for sale by Ducati 
at prices that may well prove a little 
optimistic. These are the various proto- 
types and historic racers acquired by 
Cagiva as part of the company buyout, 
many of which used to line the hallway 
on static display outside Gabriella Mori- 
ni's personal office. These include a sin- 
gle example of the Provini-era 250cc 
four-valve GP racer, a snip at $666,000 
complete with spares (including both 
three- and two-valve heads), or the sole 
500cc Turbo prototype at $110,000, as 
well as various other street models val- 








ued at $27,000 on down, such as a 
supercharged 125 roadster. Also on offer 
are a huge range of parts and memen- 
toes, right down to the framed posters 
and FIM world-record certificates which 
used to line the walls of the Moto Mori- 
ni corporate offices 

Though the collection has been on 
the market for a couple of months, it 
seems Ducati's rather creative book val- 
ues may have deterred any buyers: As 
any used-bike dealer will say, "Make 
Offer!" - to Ducati Museum curator 
Marco Montemaggi at the Bologna fac- 
tory (fax 011-39-051-406580). 


Troubled Jawa still kicking 

Czech bike manufacturer Jawa used to 
be part of the old Communist industrial 
structure in former Czechsovakia, but 
the collapse of the Iron Curtain hasn't 
brought the hoped-for takeover from 
the West - or East, as in Japan. Potential 
partners have been deterred by the huge 
cost of modernizing the company's 
archaic, sprawling old factory in what is 
now the Czech Republic, as well as 
upgrading a product line based on 
thirsty old two-stroke designs unable to 
pass ever-more-stringent emissions 
tests. 

Czech engineers have a fine reputa- 
tion, though, and Jawa has been actively 
seeking a means of exporting its tech- 
nology. Now it seems that the company 
has taken the first steps toward that 
goal, with the announcement that a new 
Jawa factory will be built in Tashkent, 
capital of oil-rich Uzbekistan and one of 
the largest cities in the former USSR's 
Central Asian hinterland. With a pro- 
jected start-up capacity of 10,000 bikes a 
year, this is initially aimed at serving the 
local market previously dependent on 
Japanese imports or the products of the 
old Communist system - but rumors 
persist of a link with Harley-Davidson, 
aimed at offshore production of Mil- 
waukee's finest. Yes, indeed - back in 
the former USSR.... 


Bimota gets its due 
Also just published is the long-awaited 
book that plugs a major gap in motorcy- 








cle publishing - the first-ever history of 
one of the most prestigious names on 
two wheels, entitled "Bimota - 25 Anni 
di Eccelenza." 

Written by Italian Bimota club presi- 
dent Giorgio Sarti and published by 
Giorgio Nada Editore under ISBN #88- 
7911-197-3, this lavishly illustrated, 
beautifully produced work is not only an 
authoritative history of every aspect of 
this small but prestigious marque, it's 
also self-evidently a labor of love. From 
my own personal connection with Bimo- 
ta as factory rider and journalist down 
the years, I’m in a position to give Sarti's 
work an A+ rating - not only for the way 
he's covered every model, major or 
minor, in the Bimota casebook, but also 
for the inclusion of a whole host of 
human detail that allows you to appreci- 
ate their creation all the more. 

All the Bimota creations of co- 
founder Massimo Tamburini, his succes- 
sor Federico Martini and most recently 
Pierluigi Marconi are detailed here, as 
well as the roller-coaster corporate ride 
the company has enjoyed over the past 
quarter-century - up till the recent 
takeover by Francesco Tognon, which 
could make an alternative title for the 
book "Bimota - the First 25 Years." The 
huge amount of technical and archive 
material included in the book makes this 
a master reference work - but what 
comes over so well in reading it, or even 
just looking at the vast array of photos, 
is the continuous ribbon of avant-garde 
engineering that has rightly earned 
Bimota its deserved reputation for lead- 
ing-edge design. 

You don't have to be a Bimota owner 
to appreciate owning this book - nor do 
you need to read Italian, for alongside 
the large amount of text is a huge selec- 
tion of period photos. 

Complimenti, Giorgio! 


More on Tigcraft... 

One name conspicuous by its absence 
from the Tigcráft Special engine roster is 
Yamaha - but Dave Pearce is already 
working on something even more 
unusual involving a donor engine from 
Iwata - a WR400-based Supermono road 
racer! 





"This is the most beautiful commer- 
cially available four-stroke single-cylinder 
engine ever made," says Pearce. "The box 
it came in was hardly bigger than a bis- 
cuit tin, and it's a masterpiece of design 
and packaging. The architecture of other 
trailbike motors obliges you to build a 
250cc GP-sized road racer around them, 
but on the Tigcraft WR we'll be basing 
everything on Yamaha TZ125 propor- 
tions, as well as parts like suspension and 
bodywork, where possible. It's early days 
yet, but we'll have the bike racing by the 
end of the summer, and I'll be very disap- 
pointed if we can't get at least 45 bhp out 
of the engine straight away, which, in a 
bike weighing a probable 198 pounds or 
less, will give pretty good performance. 
But we'll need a small, light 125-size rider 


to make the most of it - and I have a can- ~ 


didate in mind!” 

Guess former 125cc World Champion 
Valentino Rossi, now pushing the 6-foot 
mark, need not apply, then.... 


And still more 
The third string to Tigcraft's busy bow 
is a big-bore kit the British tuning spe- 
cialist has developed to push Suzuki's 
new SV650 V-twin engine out to a full 
750cc capacity. 

“I suspect there were political rea- 
sons Suzuki didn't make it a full 750 at 
birth," says Pearce, "mostly to do with a 
fear it'd be compared with the Ducati 
748 otto valvole, rather than the 750SS 
desmodue, which is its true rival. But it's 
a far better bike in every way than the 
Ducati, and we've had customers asking 
us to make it a full 750 - so we have. Of 
course, the fact the bike comes with 
carbs rather than fuel injection which 
can't be reprogrammed to.let you reap 
the benefit of performance tuning is a 
big help - Ducati really missed the boat 
by stopping their enthusiast customers 
from working on the new 750/900SS 
engine as they have for the past 20 
years, and the Suzuki is now set to take 
over from it - and at much lower cost. 
The big-bore kit is just the first in a 
series of tuning parts we plan to 


develop for what is set to be the cafe- “

When I was asked as an eager, willing 
and enthusiastic member of the adviso- 
ry board committee of the AMA to serve 
on the TRAC safety committee, I accept- 
ed the job because I believed it needed 





someone in its ranks who knew just 
what a modern, high-performance rac- 
ing machine could do in the wrong cir- 
cumstances. 

What I never intended was to be con- 
sidered as some kind of "riders' repre- 
sentative." The issue of track safety 
needed addressing and my input into 
the discussions seemed to fill a void. 

I felt that I was working as a part of a 
collective body trying to solve the prob- 
lems. Instead, I now find myself reluc- 
tantly in the role of riders' representa- 
tive. My racing career and the needs of 
my team and sponsors, particularly 
Suzuki, do not give me time or opportu- 
nity to fill that role. 

Throughout my racing career, my 
commitment to my team and sponsors 
has always been my number-one priori- 
ty. This season it is even more important 
to me, particularly in view of how the 
race program has been put together in 
such a short period of time but with 
spectacular success. I have no desire to 
jeopardize the team's championship 
hopes by outside distractions. 

Nearly 20 years ago, the Grand Prix 
riders discovered they needed their own 
independent riders' representative. The 
job went to a former racer who had the 
experience, knowledge and respect to 
do a very difficult task. Is there anyone 
in today's paddock who fits that 
description? 

In view of everything listed above, I 
would like to give notice that effective 
immediately I wish to remove myself 
from the TRAC safety committee. 

I will give 100 percent support to 
whoever replaces me in that role and 
will continue to play my part in the 
advisory board committee of the AMA.

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 20 


uzzy Kawasaki's Doug 
Chandler ended the longest 
drought of his AMA Super- 


bike career when he won the 76th annual 
Loudon Classic on an overcast Father's 
Day at the slightly altered New Hamp- 
shire International Speedway. 

The last time the father of three won a 
Superbike race was at Laguna Seca in 
April of 1997. The last time he won here 
at Loudon was June 17, 1990. 

"I won here in 1990 when Jett (the old- 

est of his three children) was first born, 
and we're winning again in 1999 when 
he's 9 years old," Chandler said after 
being joined by all three of his children 
on the podium. “It’s a pretty cool feel- 
ing." 
S Cool and surprising. It's no secret that 
the Muzzy Kawasaki team has struggled 
this year. The year began with the loss of 
longtime Chandler crew chief Gary Med- 
ley to the Vance & Hines Ducati team. 
Chandler also gave serious thought to 
leaving before being convinced to stay. 
The team struggled on the tracks where 
they use dual-compound tires - the first 
three races - and had other problems 
after that, including a DNF at Road 
Atlanta that basically ended their cham- 
pionship hopes. Then, last week at Road 
America, team owner Rob Muzzy, absent 
today, found out that Kawasaki was 
going to take the team away from him 
next year. Add to that some internal dis- 
sent over what's perceived as the favor- 
able treatment that Chandler gets over 
Aaron Yates, and the team was reeling. 

None of that mattered today. Chan- 
dler's Muzzy Kawasaki was clearly the 
sweetest-handling machine in the field, 
showing none of the bucking or sliding 
that bedeviled his pursuers. Instead he 
was on rails as he ran down early leader 
Anthony Gobert, passing him on the 14th 
of 39 laps in front of an estimated 30,000 
spectators. Vance & Hines Ducati's Gob- 
ert hung in briefly, soon to be passed by 
teammate Ben Bostrom, who carded a 
frustrated second (6.002 seconds behind 
Chandler) for the fifth time this year.

"I rode really aggressive and real 
hard behind Dougie and I kept look- 
ing for the opportunity and I could 
see that he had a bit of speed on us, 
because he'd just carve me up," 
Bostrom said. 

Gobert ended up third, ending his 
win streak at four. The Australian said 
part of the problem was a new rear-shock 
spring the team fitted for the race. 
Instead of adding grip, it compromised 
steering, and Gobert suffered. 

"The guys put a softer rear spring on 
before the start of the race, hoping that it 
was going to save the tire better, but it 
ended up costing us a lot of steering, so I 
was struggling a lot during the race," 
Gobert said. 

Chandler completed the 39-lap, 62.4- 
mile race in a new record time of 46 min- 
utes, 22.607 seconds at an average speed 
of 80.731 mph. The track layout, while 
remaining the same length, made for a 
quicker pace, and the new average shat- 
tered the previous record of 79.666 mph. 

"The bike was good all weekend long, 
the thing worked really well and I was 
comfortable," Chandler said. ^As long as 
I kept my head, I knew that we had a 
really good chance of winning today. The 
bike just worked perfect." 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin fin- 
ished fourth on a machine he never felt 
comfortable with all weekend. On race 
morning, the team fitted a new engine, 
which turned out to be a mistake. At one 
point he made a run on Gobert, but his 
fellow Aussie gassed it up and pulled 
cleanly away. 

^We really had no bottom end at all," 
Mladin said. “Like worse that what I’m 
sort of accustomed to." 





The 
end result was that his 

championship lead was whittled 
down to five points, 269-264, over the 
Vance & Hines riders who are tied for 
second. Chandler moved into a distant 
fourth. 

Fifth on the day went to Yamaha's 
bruised and battered Jamie Hacking, 
who couldn't atone for a horrible start. 
Hacking had crashed twice on Saturday, 
and he said his right leg was still bother- 
ing him. 

Alone in sixth was American Honda's 
Eric Bostrom, who'd started the race an 
encouraging third before rear grip prob- 
lems sent him backward. 

Then came a stream of riders, five 
running together who'd all fought over 
seventh. Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve 
Crevier ended up with the spot, 
acknowledging that he'd made some 
enemies by holding other riders up. 

Close behind came Harley-Davidson's 
Pascal Picotte, Fast By Ferracci's Larry 
Pegram, Yoshimura Suzuki's Jason Prid- 
more, and Harley's Scott Russell. 

Russell had started the race well, run- 
ning as high as sixth. But a high-side in 
Saturday's practice dictated his rear-tire 
choice, and the softer rear tire meant that 
he'd chew it up as the race wore on, 
which he did, ending up in 11th. 

The race got under way under omi- 
nous clouds on Sunday afternoon, with 
Gobert getting the holeshot from the pole 
position and second fast qualifier Chan- 








dler going with him, along with Eric 
Bostrom and Muzzy Kawasaki's Aaron 
Yates. 

Chandler was briefly in front. Then 
Gobert took it back with a move in the 
downhill turn-six bowl, with Bostrom in 
attack mode along with Yates and 
Mladin. 

Mladin ran wide in turn six on the 
second lap and lost the spot to Ben 
Bostrom, who would continue to move 
forward as the race went on. 

Of the leaders, Yates was the only one 
who wouldn’t see the finish. The Geor- 
gian tried Bostrom with a move on the 
inside of turn 11, then crashed when he 
flicked it back for turn 12, the bike and 
Yates sliding along. Yates blamed the 
crash to a lack of side grip. 

“I came out of there a couple of laps 
earlier and the thing stepped out pretty 
big and I caught it," Yates said. "And 
then that time I just got by Eric (Bostrom) 
and I was just trying to get a good drive 
out of there and the thing came around 
and bounced off the banking and just 
smashed the front around and threw me 
on the ground.” 












Y a'tie's 
also added that he doesn't 
have the same swingarm as his teammate 
Chandler. 

Chandler was using his bike to good 
effect. He kept the pressure on Gobert, 
with the pair being joined by Ben 
Bostrom after he'd passed his brother 
exiting turn six on the ninth lap. 

Ben Bostrom had gotten a bad start 
and ended up running onto the grass on 
the outside of turn one. Ending the first 
lap in sixth, he had to move fast, which 
he did. 

"Everyone was riding so well, I didn't 

know if I was going to catch up to these 
guys, but I got a few lucky breaks," 
Bostrom said. "Mat (Mladin) lost the 
front, Aaron (Yates) crashed. I carved 
through a couple guys and then these 
guys were kind of messing with each 
other and that allowed me to catch back 
up. 
The trio formed up on the 10th lap, 
though Ben would again be held up by a 
lapper and Eric was able to move yet 
again, though only temporarily. 

Bostrom was back in third on lap 13, 
and on lap 14 Chandler made his move 
on Gobert, outbraking him in turn one to 
start the lap. Bostrom would get Gobert 
later in the lap. 

“I just had a good go at him down the 
front and figured that was pretty good 
and just poked it up into one and the 
thing stuck and I put my head down and 
made a go at it," Chandler said. 

Gobert knew he was coming. 

“For me, I was just trying to do 
whatever it took to set the slowest kind of 
pace," Gobert said. “I actually felt the 








pressure. I didn’t know who was 
behind me. I sort of figured that it was 
Doug. I was trying to set the quickest 
pace I could with trying to save the tire, 
and Doug went past me pretty easy 
into turn one and gapped me pretty 
much straight away, so I knew that he 
had some more pace around here than 
what I could do around here. So, I 
wanted to try and just do the best to 
stay with him and hopefully make my 
way in traffic.” 

Gobert was vocal about his disdain 
for the track, and he felt it was made 
more dangerous by oil patches on the 
track. 

"] saw a bit of oil around here and 
there, and a lot of guys crashed in oil last 
year when we out to start,” he said. “It’s 
the same thing, but there was more of it - 
the track was oiled around the whole 
track, so that just sort of put me right off. 
This time, I was just was being cautious. I 
didn’t want to crash. It’s real easy to 
crash here. Once Doug went past there, 
then I pretty much figured that he was 
going to win or beat me because he 
gapped me in the first two turns - he was 
already going.” 

That was it for his win streak. 

The leaders got away from Gobert 
and Chandler edged away from Bostrom. 
The gap was more than a second on lap 
25 and it would grow, accelerating at the 
end. 

“We came up on a lapper situation - 
we came into three and that allowed me 
to get a drive up over the hill and I 
went around the bowl and I was tempt- 
ed to run it up under him, over the hill 
like I did my brother, but I was think- 
ing, ‘Gee, it’s pretty dangerous, you 
know,” Bostrom said. “I was like, ‘This 
is my only chance to win the race. 
Maybe Doug won't be able to pass me 
back.' I was worried I wasn't going to 
get a drive and I didn't want to take us 
both out, for sure. Once I did have him 
there, I knew he probably had the better 
bike, so I just did my best to try to keep 
up and he just kept putting the distance 
on us each lap and I just rode the best I 
could and I just ended up here. There 
comes a point where you just say, 
‘Jesus, I'm not going to win this one. 
The other guy's outriding you, you take 
second.' You go on to the next one and 
see how we do. I'll try to win one of 
these." 

Chandler said that last year he didn't 
mind not winning since he was fighting 
for the championship. 

"This year we're struggling with the 
bike and got the thing going pretty good 
and then we had that DNF at Atlanta, 
and so that took us out of the champi- 
onship," Chandler said. "So at that point 
in the season I felt that all I can do is just 
try to go for the wins, and it's really good 
to get one underneath me." 


As to what it means to the team, 
Chandler said: "It's more a morale boost- 
er than anything else, especially for the 
mechanics. They've been working so 
hard. We had some frustrating races at 
the start of the season. Those guys just 
don't give up and they need some type 
of reward and to be able to give this to 
them, I think it's great. Now we're going

thing and try to give me.a better motor- 
cycle for the next race." 

Gobert was cruising along in third 
when suddenly Mladin caught up with 
about a dozen laps to go. The pair had 
come up on traffic, which had slowed 
Gobert until he took action. Within two 
laps he had nearly a second on Mladin, 
which he stretched to about seven at the 





“I got held up same as what Doug 
was saying: two guys, probably the same 
two," Gobert said. "I didn't want to sort 
of risk stuffing one of them in case I 
tucked the front, so I followed them for a 
long time and then Mat got right on me 
again, and then I just pulled out again on

| was clear from Friday's qualifying that changes to the track, which 





didn't change the 1.6-mile length but did alter the configuration, 

made for a much faster lap. Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler was 
on the provisional pole with a time that was 2.5 seconds under the lap 
record he'd set in 1997. Saturday would be faster. 

After skipping Friday's practice because he wanted to limit his 
exposure to what he feels is a dangerous track (he played golf instead), 
Vance & Hines Ducati's Anthony Gobert blitzed the 35-rider field with 
a lap of 1:10.178 with about seven minutes to go in Saturday's 50- 
minute session. The best lap came at the end of a string of three, each 
progressively faster than the previous one. What made the feat impres- 
sive was that he'd only done 11 laps in Saturday morning's practice ses- 
sion - only one of which was fast - and was still coming to grips with 
the slightly altered layout. 

^| felt good from this morning and literally just wanted to sort of 
ride around and get a good feel of the machine and the race track," 
Gobert said after his second pole of the year, and the one point that 
goes with it. ^I like the layout now. It's a lot safer, it's a lot better for 
myself to be willing to put it on the edge, and that's what I did. Luckily 
enough, we had enough to get the pole." 

He later added: "To be honest, if I had known about the changes, 
how it is, then I would've been here yesterday for sure. I was think- 
ing about not even coming here at all. I just don't think that we 
should be racing here how it is at the moment. The track's really dan- 
gerous. It's a shame'that we do have to race here. We just raced 
somewhere that's beautiful, like Road America. Plenty of runoff and 
stuff. It's really one line; it's a good sort of layout. It'd be good fun if 
we had more runoff. I don't know; I don't want to complain about it. 
I mean, that's why I didn’t-come here yesterday. I'm just here trying 
to get my points and get out of here in one piece. I heard they made 
changes, but I just sort of thought they probably moved the tire wall 
back a foot or something like that. That's generally classed as a 
change." 

Gobert's time - a 1:10.178, which he clocked by riding conservative- 
ly, he said - was just enough to beat Chandler's 1:10.185 but was well 
under Chandler's record of 1:13.033. 

“I was hoping to do a nine, really," Gobert said. "I think if I had 
rode yesterday I could have done possibly a high nine, maybe. Each 
time at a race track, the more laps you do, the quicker you go. But I just 
wanted to know whatever time so I could try to beat that and fortunate- 
ly enough I did beat that time and the other guys really didn't end up 
going that much quicker." 

As to how confident he was going into the race, Gobert said: “I’m 
confident-enough-to-miss-Friday sort-of-thing, you know. And I don't 
want to seem cocky saying that or doing that, but that's basically just 
where I’m at with the bike. I just feel I can get on that bike and do what- 
ever I want on the bike. It's a really rider-friendly machine." 

Chandler held the second spot, scrambling to grab the pole at the 
end but clocking his best with about six minutes left after fitting his sec- 
ond qualifying tire of the session. What it came down to, Chandler said, 
was too much effort. 

“I think I was kind of trying a little too hard and I missed a couple 
of apexes and couldn't seem to put it together," Chandler said. "We 
were close that first one, but there we were, just kind of racing amongst

ourselves, concentrating on what you need to do. And when I came in 
for my second tire, he (Gobert) was just in front of me. I just basically 
over-tried." 

The new track didn't demand any changes of the machine, which 
still needed to be set up for the many downhill corners. 

“I think the biggest thing with the track is having a lot of confidence 
in the front end," Chandler said. "You just don't have no room in case 
you do overshoot something." 

Gobert's teammate Ben Bostrom was a very angry third. The 
defending Superbike National Champion found that he couldn't run a 
qualifying tire on his "A" bike, so he had to switch to the less user- 
friendly “B” bike. 

"The 'A' bike was perfect," Bostrom said. "We were doing mid-10s 
on race tires on that thing." 

Then Bostrom was told that, with the wheelbase and gearing he'd 
chosen for the "A" bike, the qualifying tire wouldn't fit. i 

^] found that out, they said you have to ride this one,” he said. "We 
should've done nines so easy. It was a joke. I went out there and didn't 
ride good because I didn't like the bike. I don't like losing a point and I 
don't like losing to anyone. It's like, it's really hard to get pole positions, 
then when you have one, you should take advantage, not just throw it 
away like we did. Like when you have a chance at pole, you should use 
it. We had it, but we're just not doing it. Little mistakes are killing us. 
I'm kind of bummed." 

As bummed as he was, at least he survived the day unscathed. Not 
so for Yamaha's Jamie Hacking. Hacking crashed twice in turn three, 
once on the 600, which was his fault, and once on the superbike after 
coming together with Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier. 

"Steve, he kind of obviously saw me coming on the track and com- 
ing out of the pits," Hacking began. “He started like pulling to the 
inside and let me come through, just kind of like rushed on into turn 
three and I was coming in there full lock. I got down in there and he 
was on the outside of the track, just right to the apex, and turned right 
in on me. And all I had to do was, there was nowhere else for me in this 
corner, I had to stab the brakes and I threw it in there and just locked 
the front. It shook me up pretty good." 

As he was sliding along, Hacking was hit by Crevier's bike. 

“He ran over leg and over my thumb and kicked me in the head. I 
thought, "Damn, what else?"" Hacking said. 

He retired to his motorhome and got out of his leathers, thinking his 
session was over. Shortly, the team showed up and told him the 
machine was ready for more. 

At the end of the day, he still wasn't sure he had the right package 
for the race. 

“Ws kind of hard, man," Hacking said. “You get it set up one place 
and you've got so many funky different places on the track. You've got 
this, you've got a bump there, you've got a jump here, you've got a 
whoop-de-do here. There's just so many different things. It's like 
you've got to take your good points and set your bike up for there and 
kind of like the bad points, get through them. It's a long race. I’m sure 
we'll be in lappers five laps into it." 

Last year's race winner, Aaron Yates, led off the second row, the 
Muzzy Kawasaki rider just ahead of American Honda's Eric Bostrom 
and Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin. Mladin's Yosh teammate Jason 
Pridmore was eighth fastest. 

Yates said the tight and twisty Loudon track reminded him of his 
roots. 

“It's the kind of riding I kind of grew up doing at home,” Yates said. 
"Riding around, catch a little trail, slinging the thing around back and 
forth, going around trees, trying not to get hurt, try to go fast." 

The third row had the Harleys of Pascal Picotte and Scott Russell 
just in front of the other two Suzuki Steves - Crevier and Rapp.

Vance & Hines Ducati's Anthony Gobert caused more than a 
little anxiety within his team when he didn't show up at Loudon for 
Friday's practice and didn't tell anyone on the team about it..

"It was my way of 
protest. | mean, it's way too- dangerous in some areas for how fast 
our bikes are. It wasn't really a protest. | just didn't want to do too 
many laps around here. The. more laps you do, the more chances 
you've got to crash. Hopefully, | can do whatever it takes to go 
around and around and get out of here in.one piece." What caused 
the anxiety was that he didn't contact anyone on the team. ^I 
spoke to (crew chief) Jim Leonard sort of vaguely about it during 
the week.. No, | didn't really have the number for them at the track 
here. | thought | did, but | couldn't find it. So it was something 
where | didn't mean not to tell them, but that's the way it turned 
out." Leonard said he didn't know Gobert wasn't going to appear 
on Friday. He found out he wasn't going to show up "when he 
didn't show up," Leonard said. Gobert didn't impress in the morn- 
ing session on Saturday, but he qualified on the pole with a new 
lap record. Gobert finished third in this race last year and later 
admitted that; afterward, he smoked marijuana. When the marijua- 
na showed up in a drug test administered by the FIM before the 
World Superbike bike at Laguna Seca last year, Gobert was dis- 
qualified from that race. A subsequent failed test, administered by 
the AMA prior to Mid-Ohio, cost him a three-race suspension. 
What was more surprising was that Gobert considered. not attend- 
ing the race meeting at all, something which would have been in 
clear violation of his. V&H contract. "| spoke to them (the: team) 
during the week and | told them that | was even thinking about not 
coming here," Gobert said. "And they were all, ‘You should come 
here because we want to make the points up.’ | was like, ‘I reckon 
l- could still make the points back as long as we don't have a 
mechanical or anything.” Then | thought it was too risky. If | had a 
mechanical problem and lost the championship by two points, then 
I'd be kind of angry. So | thought, | should come here and ride 
around, When | saw the changes, | thought, ‘Well; it's all right.” It's 
safe enough to let it hang out, so l've been letting it hang out and 
it's put me where | want to be, so | can't complain.” 


New Hampshire International Speedway issued a release 
detailing the changes to the 1.6-mile, 12-turn track. "Turns 1, 8, 
10: The corners were revised to change the angle of braking, thus 
making the area more open. Turn 12: The area was ground and 
repaved to remove the bumps.” And what of the changes to the 
road. course? The opinions were mixed, though mostly negative 
with a hint of optimism that it would improve for the year 2000. 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler was one of a handful of riders 
to tour the track with Jerry Wood, the owner of the Penguin 
Roadracing School. who worked closely with the AMA's TRAC 
committee to make changes, as well as other track officials. 
"They agreed. to. make some. changes for next year and if we 
could get that done, it would be better yet," Chandler said. "Right 
now the biggest thing that concerns everybody is (turn) three: 
They moved that wall so you have a little bit more runoff going in, 
but when they moved that wall back, the outside oval wall comes 
into play as you turn it there, so it's just straight into the flat wall. 
That's got to get moved. That's, | think, the biggest concern right 
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come up with for the weekend and not 
with the engine they'd fitted. 

^We didn't have a very good setup 
all weekend," Mladin said. "I was a little 
bit down with the way the bike was 
working. I just didn't feel comfortable. It 
was weird for this race track and us, we 
normally do pretty good here. I think I 
just stuffed up on that setup. I tried 
there with about 10 or 12 to go, caught 
up to Anthony, but I had nothing for 
him. To tell you the truth, we put a new 
engine in for the warmup this morning. 
It didn't feel very good. Obviously, 
acceleration, I think, is down a little bit, 
but this thing was really, really dull. It 
didn't feel good. You could see it off a 
lot of the turns, especially this turn two, 
the left. It was really bad coming off 
there." 

Yamaha's Hacking had moved past 
Eric Bostrom on the 22nd lap and sepa- 
rated himself in short order. He'd come 
within about four seconds of Mladin but 
knew he was doomed from the start. 

“I had the worst start ever in my life,” 
Hacking said, "I don't know why. I had a 
tough time with the clutch." 

Ending the first lap in ninth place, 
Hacking clearly had his work cut out for 
him. He moved up, using traffic when he 
could. 

“I just waited for the lappers to come 
into play and I picked off as many as I 
could and got as far as I could. I probably 





could've finished better if I got a better 
start." 

Eric Bostrom's start wasn't the prob- 
lem, it was midrace that hurt him. He 
said he wasn't running that hard when 
he caught back up to the leaders. 

"And then, about 12 or 15 laps into it, it 
started sliding and then I started thinking 
about it because I was flicking it in and 
the thing would come around," Bostrom 
said. “I couldn't get the drives that I was 
wanting to get. I was thinking, "What am I 
doing wrong?' I was disappointed. Then, 
when I started going backwards, I started 
thinking about it too much and lost some 
of my concentration. The last several laps I 
got kind of mad at myself because I was 
paying attention to other things and I 
started at least riding better again. I start- 
ed to at least get back into it." : 

Bostrom had nearly eight seconds on 
the raucous fight for seventh, the best 
race on the track. Russell was at the front 
of the pack when it achieved its final 
form, after Hacking got away, but he 
wouldn't last. Tire problems would 
cause him to fade to 11th. 

His teammate Picotte took over the 
spot on lap 24, but he, too, had problems, 
and Crevier took him on lap 27. Crevier 
held it to the end, making the job of pass- 
ing him very difficult. 

“I figured I held a few people up,” 
Crevier admitted. ^I think that there's not 
going to be a lot of positive things said 


now. | mean, everyone was kind of complaining a bit. It's under- 
standable, but 1 think as long as they're willing to work with us. 
This place gets a good crowd and if they keep working at it, | think 
we'll have a decent track." 


Chaparral Suzuki's Tom Kipp, who worked with the AMA's 
TRAC.committee to make the changes at Loudon, resigned from 
his post with TRAC. (Sée "Voices.") Kipp, who'd made three 
trips to Loudon to improve the track, said: "The situation for me 
evolved into a lot of things instead of rider representative and it 
was a real distraction. It's not what I’m here.to do: I'm here as a 
racer and paid by Suzuki to go out and be 100-percent focused on 
my job and. try and win. That situation is really turning into some- 
thing other than what it started out to be. So | thought that out of 
fairness to Suzuki and the rest of my sponsors that | needed to 
step away." The distraction included his being the middleman 
between the riders and the AMA, and it all came to: a head at 
Loudon, where opinion on the track changes was mixed but most- 
ly negative. What the riders don't understand, Kipp said, is that 
"in a lot of ways my hands were tied. These guys here (the riders) 
don't get the full picture, they don't understand.” As for the track 
itself, Kipp said he was "happy with changes that were made. The 
work that they did, yeah, l'm relatively happy with it. There's a 
curb in turn eight that was supposed to be gone that wasn't. All 
the pavement that they laid down wasn't as smooth as it should 
have been. A couple of other things, but in all, | felt that the peo- 
ple from the track did a good job. They did what we had agreed 
on. Now, what we had agreed. on wasn't what we came in here 
asking for. There was a lot of additional things that we wanted to 
see done that we had pretty great resistance trying to get the rest 
of that. stuff- accomplished. The track would probably take the 
stance that they did everything that we asked. In essence that's 
true, but there was a whole lot more that | wanted to see happen 
that they wouldn't agree to do. | think that's an important point. A 
lot of people don't understand that.and they don't understand 
some of the politics that were going on:” The end result, accord- 
ing to Kipp, is that "there was no doubt in my mind that it's a 
safer race track. There's a lot of riders that wouldn't admit to that. 
To say that this race track is more dangerous than it was a year 
ago is: not true. Whether it's safe enough for us to be here or not 
is an entirely different question, and | can't answer that. | have 
mixed feelings about that myself. | thought that the work that we 
did improved the safety aspect of the race track.” 


Vance & Hines’ Ben Bostrom and Anthony Gobert were of a 
different opinion. "It's the same as last year," Ben Bostrom said. 
before correcting himself by saying. "It's not - it's faster now, but 
it's no safer. | don't think it's a safe track. The only one was, turn 
one's far safer now, but the other ones aren't any better. Turn 
three - that one's just dangerous. | can't believe they didn't make 
a change." Bostrom said the changes over the hill in turn six, 
where the track was straightened, weren't an improvement. The 
lack of runoff.. which necessitated the placement of air fence, 
made it risky to push the front end. "It's really dodgy. The track 
needs work. | was out here until about 8 o'clock at night on Thurs- 
day night. | didn't practice, but with Dougie (Chandler) and my 
brother (Eric) and a few guys, | was walking around it and saying 
we need to change this, and those guys had their views. It's pret- 
ty positive, but it's like, it'S weird how you have to argue with 
them to change something:" Gobert added: "The changes are 
good. The track's a lot safer now. It's all right when you're riding 








around by yourself. But when you get into a situation where 
you're trying to race a guy, you've got to really do a desperate 
move to tuck inside. And if you tuck. the front, you.can take both 
guys out or, if not, just yourself. | don't know, it's just pretty dan- 
gerous, really, Last year | was in the third row and | just cruised 
around because we didn't have a very good. setup. This year 
we're on the front row, so hopefully | can get away, hopefully, at 
the front and just sort of run my own race. These guys are always 
hard to beat. l'm not going to ride how | normally do anyway 
because it's not even so much if you crash, but even if you have a 
mechanical problem, there's nowhere to go. Last year we had a 
guy (H-D's Thomas Wilson) who had a front-brake problem and 
went sort of straight into the wall. Like some of the corners, lucky 
it didn't happen at another place on the track. That's probably the 
best place it could've happened around here." 





Yoshimura Suzuki's Jason Pridmore was one of the riders 
who was unequivocal in his disdain for the lack of work. "I'm very 
unhappy, actually," he said. "I mean, we were supposed to come 
here and have it be safer. | was. told that the curbs were going to 
be removed and that they fought to get the trees torn down and 
that they weren't going to leave until the trees got torn down. 
Maybe they were under the assumption that it was going to hap- 
pen when they got back here, but it didn't get done. To me,.now, 
the track is more dangerous than it was before because you're 
going faster through the top there and we still have. the same 
amount of runoff. I'm really unimpressed. We shouldn't be racing 
here.".As to whose fault it was, Pridmore answered, "That's a 
tough question for me to answer. I'm not really sure. | know the 
AMA, Ron (Barrick), and Merrill (Vanderslice) and those guys, the 
TRAC committee, came-and looked at it. But l'm not really sure. | 
have a great deal of respect for Randy (Renfrow) and Tom (Kipp), 
but this track is completely unacceptable.” 


Pridmore's Yoshimura Suzuki teammate Mat Mladin, who won 
here in 1997 and was leading last year when a broken valve 
stopped him, thought there was still work to be done. "A few 
spots are a little better," he said. "I don't think they've done 
enough just yet. But we were out there with them last night; with 
the guys that made decisions on what needs to be changed, and 
they agreed to make a few major changes before next year, This 
year is a little better, but it's still not enough. It's still not good 
enough, but they have tried, you've got to give them that. The 
things that we told them last night, they said they'll have done for 
next year, so the track should be 100 percent. If they do the 
things we said last night, then the track will be good. The only 
problem will be turn two,. which there's not much you can do 
about that but put.some sort of airbag system in there. If they do 
that, then we'll be okay. But the rest of it, if they make. the 
changes next year, it'll be good." 


Would Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin like to take a more active 
role? "I've really given up on the whole thing. If someone wants 
my. opinion, they can come and ask me and I'll tell them. But | 
think most people seem to think that | whinge for no reason. If 
that's what they think, that's what they think. But don't forget, this 
track here's been good to me as far as results. And potential 
results. Last year | should have won this race..| want to come 
here and come Sunday I'll always give it 100 percent no matter 
what race track I'm at: | don't whinge for nothing. | whinge 


because | feel there's a problem. If you go out there, and on some 
——— 








about me. I got the worst start ever. I 
wheelied like three times, it was just a 
horrible start. And I’ve been getting good 
starts on the Suzukis, but that was horri- 
ble. I really, really had like the first 10 to 
15 laps, I wasn’t fluid. I was having prob- 
lems with the tire when (it was) at its best 
grip, I didn’t take advantage of that. I ran 
a 501 Dunlop. It was working good to the 
halfway point and then my chassis setup 
- I started spinning too much. (Larry) 
Pegram, I held him up and held him up 
and then he got away and then I caught 
them up, I started clicking and caught 
them up and then I took Russell and 
Pegram and Picotte, but I really think I 
plugged those guys up and they were 
hot on me and I felt them there the whole 
time.” 

Picotte would settle in a close eighth, 
less than a tenth of a second in front of 
Fast By Ferracci’s Pegram and about two- 
tenths on Yosh’s Pridmore. 

“I was racing with all the old men,” 
Pegram said. “I felt the rookie in the '82 
race or something. I had Pascal and Scott 
and Crevier. I was the only guy under 30 
in the group. We had a pretty good race. 
It seemed like who'd ever get in front out 
of the three of us, we'd catch a lapper 
and all three of us would go by that guy 
when we caught the lapper. I was happy 
with my race. I honestly thought we'd do 
a lot better from the times I was running. 
Everybody just kind of stepped it up a 





little bit because they were all running 
11s as well. I thought if I go out there and 
run mid-11s, I'd finish top-five. I went 
out there and did what ! wanted and still 
finished ninth. I’m happy with how I 
rode, just not happy with the finish.” cm

other. race tracks, you can see there's problems, you don't even 
have to be a racer. But they're trying to fix it and they've said 
today that the race track will be fixed next year.” 


AMA road race manager Ron Barrick was right in the middle of 
the track debate, as he has been since-assuming the job. He 
agreed with rider rep Tom Kipp that. not absolutely everything that 
was agreed had been done. “As an example, the curbing on 
rider's left.at turn eight, where the trees were removed and the 
gravel trap was added, there's a curb there that almost acts as a 
retaining wall for dirt. Because the curbs are quite high here and 
the dirt comes up.to the top of them, someone. decided that they 
shouldn't remove those (because) then they would have all those 
dirt problems washing across the track, should they have rain. So, 
I think that they'll be willing.to remove that curb once some 
method of drainage is conceived to prevent the dirt from just 
washing down’ across the race track." Barrick felt that some of 
the riders' negative reactions were due to their being misinformed 
about what was going to be done. And there were certain things 
which the track said couldn't be done. "and one of those was the 
wall that comes 90 degrees to the edge of tum three, the outside 
of turn three. One story I'd heard some time ago was that 
NASCAR required that there be a certain gap, and anything that 
was bigger than that gap had to have a solid board piece to con- 
nect the temporary barrier to. What we're now going to propose 
is that the gap be shifted to the left, essentially, if you're looking 
at an on-track point. It gives us that room on the outside that we 
need and: then there's a big boulder behind that that would have 
to-go and there'd be a little bit of grading to create a bit of runoff 
there." Barrick wouldn't guarantee that more work would be 
done, but said he would make recommendations to the Bahre 
family, the-track's owners, about barriers that could be used to 
improve safety. One of the track changes involves changing turn 
10. "There was a discussion. about instead of sweeping through 
turn 10 like you do now, you would turn right much harder, stay 
on the speedway itself, then adding some pavement in that area 
to make a proper turn out of it, if you will, and then that would 
lead them right into turn 11. But | just had a talk with Mat Mladin 
20 to 30 minutes ago and he felt that if we could do some more 
protection in the turn-two exit area along the wall there, get rid of 
that turn-three wall problem, and change the course in the turn-10 
area, that the place would be a considerable improvement." As 
for replacing rider rep Tom Kipp. who resigned at Loudon, Barrick 
said they still had Randy Renfrow and Doug Chandler on the advi- 
sory committee but would be looking to add another rider. 





One beneficiary of the track changes was Grant Lopez. The 
Valvoline EMGO Suzuki rider had a-transmission problem that 
caused him to crash in the Formula Xtreme final. The crash came 
in turn eight, one of the areas which had been improved by the 
removal of trees and the moving of a wall - changes made at Tom 
Kipp's insistence. "Had he been on the old line with the old wall. it 
would've been. very serious," Ron Barrick said. As it was, Lopez 
walked away. 





Erion Racing's Kurtis Roberts has been tabbed as an alternate 
rider by Honda for the Suzuka 8 Hours and was due to test the 
RC45 soon after Loudon. Three days of testing were planned, 
June 27-29, for Roberts, who's never ridden an RC45 and never 
raced on Michelin tires. His time at Suzuka has also been limited. 
When he raced the Aprilia RSV250 in the 250cc World Champi- 








onship in 1997, Roberts got in very little track time: "In four hours 
and the race, | think | did a total of 16 laps," Roberts said. As for 
his dirt track career, it's currently on hold. Roberts has been given 
an Expert dirt track license, but not a Grand National Champi- 


onship license. In order to earn that, he has. to earn 50 points in. 


any of the other Pro dirt track classes, the 600cc Nationals, the 
Hot Shoe Nationals, the TTs, or the Harley-Davidson 883s. There 
was also a chance he'd race in Canada. The hurdle now is getting 
Honda to allow him to race. "We were going to do Springfield on 
the 883, but they didn't want me to, and that's understandable. | 
have the 900 (Formula Xtreme title to think about," Roberts said. 
If he does race a 600 or an 883, it would be on Rod Lake 
machines. The 750 would come from the TCR stable. 


Fast By Ferracci's Eraldo Ferracci said that Matt Wait, who was 
injured at Elkhart Lake, will be fit for Mid-Ohio, the next round of 
the series, July 17-18. Ferracci said his injuries were initially exag- 
gerated.- "He has a couple of broken ribs and a chipped number- 
five vertebra," Ferracci said. "There was a little bit of brain 
swelling, but he's fine now. We talk every day." Ferracci said the 
crash came at a time when Wait was just beginning to get up to 
speed on the Ducati at Elkhart Lake after an impressive ride at 
Road Atlanta. "He was again good. He was set to get a little more 
respect." Ferracci said. The FBF team won't be competing at the 
July 11 World Superbike race at Laguna Seca. "I'm going to Italy 
for a couple of weeks," said Ferracci, who has a house in 
Bologna. "There's all kinds of business. I'm going to go pick 
around Ducati.” 5 


Yamaha's Rich Oliver will also be back for Mid-Ohio, according 
to Yamaha's Tom Halverson. Halverson said that Oliver had suc- 
cessful surgery on both breaks in his right arm, one above and 
one below the elbow. A plate was put in the forearm and the 
humerus (upper arm) bone was wired together. “The arm's 
already mobile. I'm pretty confident he'll be back for Mid-Ohio. He 
said he'd be back for World Superbike, but we didn't enter him, " 
Halverson said. Yamaha's Jamie Hacking. will race the World 
Superbike and AMA Pro Honda Oils 600cc Supersport classes at 
Laguna Seca. 


Harley-Davidson's Scott Russell more or less guaranteed a win 
at Loudon after last week's race at Road America. Once he got 
here, he changed his tune. "The bike isn't working as good as | 
had hoped it would," he said. “Last week | felt if we had straight- 
away speed that | could have won the race. | hoped when we 
unloaded here that the bike-was the same - and be that good. But 
racing is never that easy and the bike isn't the same. We've been 
spending a lot of time working on he bike. The team just hasn't 
come together, we haven't gelled. It's taking us longer every 
weekend to get where we need to be. That's: going to have to 
change if:we ever want to win any races. We've got relatively 
inexperienced people working on the team. We're not looking at 
guys. with 10, 12, 15 years' background, we're looking at guys 
with. four, five years or less. It's a struggle every weekend to get 
where. we want to be. l.guess after working with some of the 
teams | have that l'm used to more. We aren't getting the maxi- 
mum track time that we need. The bottom line is that we're 
behind the eight ball, but, still. we're doing pretty good." As for 
his chances in Loudon, Russell said the track was not a Harley- 
style track. “It's a Kawasaki race track, period. We're down on 
speed; we're down on driving off the corners, the steering of the 





; bike is off sometimes. It's going to take time to get it right. | know 
what I can do here; there's no question | can win here. | wanted to 
bring that positive attitude to this race, 'to the team this weekend. 
It's here. If we're going to win on Sunday, we're going to have to 
make some darn big changes. " 


After finishing 23rd, three laps down, in the. MBNA Superbike 
race, Barefoot Performance's David Duprey claimed the 
Showa front forks off of the Yoshimura Suzuki GSX-R750 of 
fourth-place finisher Mat Mladin. Duprey claimed the forks for the 
AMA mandated price of $5500, a bargain for units which were val- 
ued at anywhere from $18,000 to $35,000, depending on who 
you asked. "The AMA came over here," said Reg O'Rourke, 
Mladin's crew chief. "It went over like a lead balloon. We rolled - 
the bike over to tech and they pulled the forks off. The. guy said 
he was just doing it for the financial reward." O'Rourke was one 
of two people who were present when the transaction was made 
who said Duprey's motives were more for profit than competitive- 
ness. Duprey allegedly tried.to immediately sell the forks back to. 
Suzuki, but was rebuffed. 


In winning his first race in over two years, Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Doug Chandler pocketed $10,500 from the $65,000 MBNA 
Superbike purse. Vance & Hines Ducati's Ben Bostrom earned 
$7000 for finishing second, with V&H's Anthony Gobert earning 
$4500 for taking third. The total purse for the 76th annual Loudon 
Classic was $113,000 


Fast By Ferracci's Larry Pegram figures he's through the worst 
part of his season. "I just have trouble getting fast at this place,”

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 20 
44 hat's a real good Father's 
1 Day. It don't get much bet- 
ter,” said Earl Hayden, 
patriarch of the Hayden racing clan, 
after watching his sons Nicky and 
Tommy finish first and third, respective- 
ly, in a thrilling 600cc Supersport race at 
New Hampshire International Speed- 
way. 

Sandwiched in between was new 
father Aaron Yates, the Muzzy Kawasa- 
ki rider who was joined in the winner's 
circle by his first child, his 2 ;-month- 
old son, Ashton. And not far back was 
Tommy Hayden's Yamaha teammate 
Jamie Hacking, the rider who led the 
most laps (eight) before dropping back 
after his rear tire eroded late in the race. 

Any of the top four could have won 
and all led at one point. 

But it was Erion Racing's Nicky Hay- 
den who prevailed, mostly, his rivals 
said, because his CBR600 was set up the 
best when everyone's tires inevitably 
went away late in the race. 

While Yates and Tommy Hayden 
were skating, Nicky Hayden was scoot- 
ing and he took the lead from brother 
Tommy with an aggressive move in 
turn one on the 18th lap. 








Yates also passed Tommy Hayden 
and pressured Nicky to the final turn, 
coming up .299 of a second short at the 
end of the 24-lap, 38.4-mile race run on 
the altered 12-turn circuit. The new lay- 
out, which remains 1.6 miles long, 
makes for faster racing, and Nicky Hay- 
den's time of 29 minutes, 29.392 sec- 
onds, at 78.129 mph, was a new race 
record. 

The more important number is in the 
points. Nicky added seven points to the 
lead he holds over his older brother 
Tommy. After eight of 13 races, Nicky 
heads Tommy, 255-237. Hacking holds 
third with 214. 

Yates and Tommy Hayden went to. 
the front of the 38-rider field right off 
the start, Yates taking the lead into one, 
with Tommy Hayden behind and Jamie 
Hacking right there. 

When the first lap ended, the top 
three of Yates/Hacking/Hayden 
seemed to be getting away, with Nicky 
Hayden mired back in seventh after yet 
another bad start. 

“All year I've just been getting terri- 
ble starts," Hayden said. "It's not so 
much they're bad starts, it's turn one 
and the first few corners. I don't know if 
I get tense or what I do. It's something 
I've got to figure out." 

Yates was second until a missed shift 
on the third lap dropped him back to 
third. 

“I got between second and third 
coming out of there (turn six) and I was 
on it and it wouldn't go," Yates said. "I 
tried just not moving my foot too much 
and shifting on the side of the lever and 
not catching the end of it, and when I 
did, I didn't push it down hard enough 
and it got between the gears and I was 
stomping on it. It was like, ‘Damn!’ That 
was it. So I stepped out of the way and 
Tommy got by and I had to catch back 
acm 
Behind Yates was Nicky Hayden, 





and being back there meant that he had 
to work his way to the front, and he 
made his way up to fourth on the fourth 
lap. Along the way he had to first pass 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier and 
then Valvoline Suzuki's Josh Hayes, and 
it wasn't easy. 

"The first few laps, I got by Crevier 
and he banzaied back by me and really 
slowed us both down," Nicky Hayden 
said. "After that I got rid of him and 
was able to pick off one at a time until I 
got up there." 

By the time Hayden had moved into 
fourth, Hacking was out front, having 
taken the lead by diving under Yates in 
turn one to start the third lap. It looked 
like the Yamahas of Hacking and Hay- 
den were getting away, with Yates soon 
to come under attack from Nicky Hay- 
den. 

“I was just kind of behind Aaron 
and, like I said, for the first half of the 
race I was just holding on," Nicky Hay- 
den said. "I couldn't do nothing with 
him. I figured I would follow him 
(Yates), because I knew he was going to 
charge to catch those guys and we were 
catching them, so I didn't want to try to 
go back by them and screw us both up. I 
figured as long as we're catching them, I 
might as well stay behind them." 

On the ninth lap, Yates and Hayden 
had caught up to the leaders and the 
foursome set off. Hacking led until lap 
11, when Tommy Hayden passed him in 
traffic entering the downhill bowl of 
turn six. One more tour and Yates also 
passed Hacking with Nicky Hayden on 
the move, passing Hacking, in the first 
turn sequence on the 13th lap. Hacking 
would soon discover that he wouldn't 
be able to make a run at the leaders. 

“I got into a couple of massive 
slides," Hacking said. "I almost high- 
sided, and lost a bit of contact with the 
front group each time. I was riding con- 
servatively, not aggressively, at the

time, because I didn't want to crash. I 
still got into a couple of slides after 
that." 

Tommy Hayden was in front, with 
Yates in second until Nicky went under 
Yates in turn six on the 16th lap, soon to 
set out for his brother. 

On lap 18 Nicky went under Tommy 
in turn one, using a bold move that took 
two bends of the turn-one sequence to 
complete. 

"Turn one - I feel really good there, 
it's kind of like a dirt track corner for 
me," Nicky Hayden said. “I got around 
him on the outside but I didn't really 
have enough to make it stick in the 
right. So he kind of stayed with me and 
then, when we went back left, I just got 
in front of him. It was kind of an aggres- 
sive movement, but I mean, there was 
some róom there." 

Getting onto the back stretch, out of 
turn two, Tommy Hayden misshifted, 
and Yates was quickly past. 

"Nick got up beside me and I made a 
mistake and I didn't grab an extra gear 
like I was supposed to and Aaron went 
by, too, and it took me a couple of laps 
to get back rolling," Tommy Hayden 
said. "Turn three, just when Nicky went 
by me, I didn't backshift like I normally 
do there. I tried to grab the clutch like I 
do on a motocross bike and it nearly 
high-sided me. Aaron came by and I 
tried to go right back by him on the 
inside going up the hill and it almost 
high-sided me again." 

By then he was at the rear of the lead 
trio, though the three were within a few 
bike lengths of each other and working 
their way through traffic. 

Nicky stayed in the front, protecting 
his lead, even though Yates was prob- 
ing, especially in the final set of turns 
leading onto the front straight. Yates 
made a bid at the end of the 23rd lap but 
didn't have enough at the end to work 
past. And when Hayden missed a shift

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on the final lap, Yates wasn’t close 
enough to beat him to the first turn. 

“He missed a shift or something and 
I started gaining on him going into the 
turn but I wasn’t close enough to stick it 
under him and, really, the turn really 
ain’t wide enough to make a good pass 
there,” Yates said. “So I thought maybe I 
could make a good pass there, but he 
just kind of picked up the pace a little 
coming down the hill and really got 
through there a little better than I did. 
He just had too much gap on me. I was 
trying hard, sliding the front and the 
back. It was greasy. 

“He had his bike working pretty 
good,” Yates continued. “He could stick 
the front around. If I stuck the front end, 
it would just kind of go. He could run it 
through those turns.” 

"| knew that Aaron was right there," 
Nicky Hayden said. "I thought it was 
going to be Vegas (where Yates beat 
Hayden) all over again. Me and Aaron, 
we've had quite a few dices. I knew he 
wasn't going to give up. l've watched 
him a lot here and I know where he 
likes to pass. 

"I'm really happy because I definitely 
didn't think I was going to pull it off 
today," Hayden said. “Once I did get 
there, I thought, "Man, I'm riding too 
hard. I’m not going to be able to run this 
pace. I'm going to have to let these guys 
go.’ It seemed that once their tires got 
greasy, we were all on Dunlops, but I 
don't know if my bike was just set up a 
little better for when the tires went off. 
But they started fighting a little more 
and mine stayed pretty consistent the 
whole race. The Honda - the thing ran 
great. I’m just happy to win. They were 
pushing the whole way. It seems like 
this whole year it's pretty much been us 
four. I knew, even when I got in the 
lead, they weren't going to let me go." 

Tommy Hayden finished about half a 
second back in third. He admitted that it 
took him a while to recover after he lost 
the lead. 

“I started riding really tense,” Hay- 
den said. "I just wasn't riding really 
good. I got back in the 12s and kind of 
caught up to them, but once I got there 
they didn't make any mistakes. There 
wasn't any way I could get by." 











Yoshimura Suzuki's Crevier ended 
up fifth, the only significant move he 
made coming on the 10th lap when he 
passed Valvoline EMGO Suzuki's 
Hayes. 

“I got behind Hayes and the leaders 
got away a little bit," Crevier said. 
"They had some quick laps in the begin- 
ning, then they got away and I had to 
contend with Hayes," Crevier said. "He 
was riding good, but once I got by him I 
had a clear track and I was able to pull 
away. I watched them and watched 
them and watched them. They had 
about a 3.5, four-second lead, what I 
guesstimate. I was trying to pace off 
them when I was behind Hayes." 

American Honda's Eric Bostrom was 
seventh, a place he'd slotted himself into 
early on and held without travail. 

Then came a string of riders about 
seven riders long with Erion Racing's 
Kurtis Roberts at the front. Flashing 
across the line in quick succession were 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Rapp, Valvo- 
line EMGO Suzuki's John Hopkins, 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Jason Pridmore, 
Parriott Motors Brian Parriott, 4&6 
Cycle's Joseph Gill, and Chaparral 
Suzuki's Tom Kipp. CN

Two in 
a row

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 18 
rant Lopez liked winning his first 
AMA race at Road America last 
weekend so much that he did it 
again. 

For the second week in a row, the 
Valvoline EMGO Suzuki rider topped 
the Lockhart Phillips USA 750cc Super- 
sport race, this win coming on a sunny 
Saturday afternoon at New Hampshire 
International Speedway. As he had a 
week earlier, Lopez took command a 
few laps into the race, then sped away 
to an untroubled win, helped, in part, by 
the crash of series leader Tom Kipp of 
the Chaparral Suzuki team. 

“When Kipp went down, I was able 
to close back up," Lopez said. "I never 
gave up hope because you never know 
about the track; this track is tight." 

Officially, he took the 1éad from Ricci 
Motorsports James Randolph on the 
seventh of 24 laps. Randolph led the 
first five laps before overshooting the 
first turn and riding the banking around 
to the exit of turn two. He was assessed 
a stop-and-go penalty, which put Lopez 
out front for good. 

From there he gradually left 1-800- 
CYCLEGEAR’s Jake Zemke behind to 
take the win by 5.143 seconds. The time 
of 29 minutes, 50.265 seconds, at an 
average speed of 77.218 mph, was a new 
record, at least partly because the newly 
reconfigured track was much faster than 
the old layout, even though the distance 
remained the same at 1.6 miles. 

There wasn’t much to the race in the 
way of meaningful passing. 

From the seventh lap on, the only 
change in the top five came on the 22nd 
of 24 laps when Chaparral Suzuki's 





Damon Buckmaster moved from fifth to 
fourth, passing Valvoline EMGO Suzu- 
ki's John Hopkins. Still, he was well out 
of sight of the podium. The rostrum 
spots went to Zemke and The Edge's 
Jamie Bowman. 

Zemke was slotted behind Lopez 
when Lopez took the lead on seven. 
That early in the race, it appeared as 
though Lopez might be having tire trou- 
bles, which gave Zemke false hope. As it 
turned out, Lopez's tires held out, but 
Zemke faded with tire troubles of his 
own. 
“I was kind of concerned with my 
rear tire because I knew it was going to 
be greasy, being 24 laps and hot today 
and the sun's out, and there's not a lot of 
grip on this track anyway," Zemke said. 
"I was riding the front wheel really hard. 
And, as you could probably see, Grant 
(Lopez) was getting away from me on 
the exits of the corners, but I was usually 
able to make it back up going in. The one 
place he was a lot stronger than me was 
going into turn three. He was just killing 
me on the entrance to three. I know I was 
losing a lot of time to him right there. 
Then he got a little bit of a gap on me. He 
had quite a few moments at the start of 
the race. The thing was breaking loose 
and snapping back and I thought he was 
really going to burn up his tire. I thought 
we were going to be right there at the fin- 
ish - at least that was what the plan was. 
And the way it worked out, he just kind 
of got away a little bit and then traffic - I 
think he was able to get through traffic a 
little bit better than I was." 

Zemke said he never gave up hope. 

"At the same time, once he pulled 
out two seconds on me, I knew it was 
going to be really hard to make up 
unless traffic really, really started to go 
my way." 

It never did. 

Zemke said he didn't know who was 
behind him. It was Bowman, and he was 
far enough back not to be a threat. The 
longer the race went, the more threat- 
ened Bowman became, to the point that 
he was little more than a second in front 
of Buckmaster at the end. 

“Halfway through, they had like a 
second on me, but I faded a little bit,” 
Bowman said. “The tires slid a little bit 
on me. I stayed a little conservative. I 
just stayed conservative. Nobody really 
got in my way." 

Buckmaster took fourth, making for a 
much better day than his teammate 
Kipp had. The championship leader was 
in second place when he crashed behind 
Randolph at the end of the fourth lap. 

“I just basically hit my footpeg on the 
inside curbing of the left-hander before 
the chicane,” Kipp said. "I made a mis- 
take. Randolph had chosen a softer tire 
than I did and he was going pretty 
strong at the beginning. I was just trying 
to keep pressure on him there; just try- 
ing to get him to make a mistake. It was 
on the one part of the track where I 
seemed to be making a lot of time." 

After getting back up, Kipp finished 
a lap down in 22nd. Still, he got a hand- 
ful of points and leads the series by 28 
points, 252-224 over Ricci Motorsports' 
Jimmy Moore after eight of 12 races. 

Moore was seventh today, second in 
a pack of seven behind Randolph who 
all finished within a little more than two 
seconds of each other. Behind him came 
Chaparral Suzuki's Richard Alexander, 
a rider with immense local knowledge; 
Parriott Motors' Brian Parriott, the 
Honda CBR600 rider who was the first 
finisher not aboard a Suzuki GSXR750; 
Hooters Restaurants' Mario DuHamel; 
and 1-800-CYCLEGEAR's Roger Lee 
Hayden, in his third AMA professional 
race meeting. 


Local favorite Charles Chouinard, of 
Parkway Cycles, and 4&6 Cycle's Joseph 
Gill were at the end of the pack. 

Among the nonfinishers was fast 
qualifier Tommy Hayden. The Yamaha 
rider knew he had a problem on the 
warmup lap, then pulled out on the first 
lap with motor problems. CN

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 20 
MA Want believe it, I really can't" 
D King said after winning 
his first-ever AMA profession- 
al race, the red-flag-filled and rider- 
depleted Mazda Trucks 250cc Grand 
Prix at New Hampshire International 
Speedway. 

King, racing in a set of 3-year-old 
black leathers and riding a Performance 
Cycles 1998 Honda RS250, only took 
control of the race on the third start, 
with 15 laps to go. Once there, no one 
could displace him and he rolled to a 
2.830-second victory. King credited his 
victory to some astute tuning choices. 

"| used the same jetting as yester- 
day," King said. "I just knew that if it 
got warmer today, we'd be all set. We 
changed the needles - I went richer on 
my needles to get off the corners better. 
We also retarded the timing to get the 
drive out of the corner. I know that I 
was a little flat on my top speed. I just 
had my head down out there. We had 
the opportunity to take a spot on the 
box and I took advantage of it. I don't 
have any sponsors. I haven't been able 
to afford new leathers. The money goes 
to tires and what the bike needs. We 
have to make do with what we have." 

Today, it was enough to cover the 
field, though it was a field thin on talent. 

Part of the reason was that there 
were a couple of no-shows. The Perfor- 
mance Machines team didn't show up, 
which meant no Roland Sands and no 
Randy Renfrow, though Renfrow, in his 
semiretirement, likely wouldn't have 
ridden here in any event, the track not 
being among the safer ones on the cir- 
cuit. 





Derek King won the

And then there was the problem of . 


Chuck Sorensen. The runaway champi- 
onship leader led the first three laps 
before a red flag brought a halt to pro- 
ceedings on the fifth lap, with scoring 
reverting to the end of the third. When 
the race was restarted, it did so without 
Sorensen. He suffered an electrical prob- 
lem and couldn't get going when the 
flag dropped. The team replaced the 
battery, but that wasn't the culprit, and 
he soon pitted. 

^We don't know yet what it was," 
Sorensen said as he was packing up his 
truck for the cross-country trip home. 
"]t hit on the start of the restart. It was 
fine.until then. We put another battery 
in it and took off almost a lap down. It 
started failing again." 

. Officially, he finished 28th and 
earned three points. After eight of 11 
races, Sorensen still has a commanding 
lead in the championship, 234-185, over 
Quenni King, fourth today on the 
Broward Motorsport Yamaha. Derek 
King is third with 179. 

Because the race was red-flagged, 
there was no time of race or average 
speed. 

Second on the day went to Kids! 
Don't Smoke's Chris Ulrich - the best 
effort of his career. Ulrich led the por- 
tion of the race between the red flags, 
laps four to eight, but that was it. The 
race was stopped on the ninth lap when 
Irishman Eoin Smith high-sided vicious- 
ly in turn 10. He landed on his head and 
was nearly collected by his Yamaha, but 
he was fortunate to avoid it. After an 
initial medical evaluation at the track, 
Smith drove himself to a local hospital. 

"I'm a little disappointed,” Ulrich 
said. "I would like to have won this, but 
Derek rode a real good race. He 
deserved it." 

About 10 seconds back in third came 
Jeff Wood, of the Penguin Racing School 
Woods, on the Yamaha sponsored by 
the school. The young Wood didn't 
have an easy day, moving up from sixth 
on the final start to take over third on 
the final lap. For much of the race he'd 
contested third with Ranson Street Rac- 
ing's Jeff Vos and Yamaha-mounted Ed 
Sorbo. 

“I'm pretty pumped," Wood said. 
"This is my first podium finish in the 
AMA. I suffered a bunch of bad starts 
and today was the same. I rode as hard 
as I could - hard on the brakes and hard 
in the corners. I'm glad I caught up. It 
was a lot of work. I definitely have a lot 
of laps here. We've tried to get it more 
competitive for this stuff." 

On the seventh lap of the final start, 
Wood was six seconds back of Quenni 
King before whittling his way to the 
front. Vos passed him on the 19th lap, 
but he returned the favor two laps later. 








That one he made stick, and he 
swapped third with King three times 
between turns one and three on the final 
lap before taking the spot for good. 

Wood finished more than two sec- 
onds in front of King, with Vos a little 
more than half a second back. 

Then there was a gap to Sorbo, with 
Phillips Precision Ralph Staropoli by 
himself in seventh and Team Cycle 
Depot's Rolando Quintero well behind 
in eighth. CN

Hayden 
on a roll

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 18 
rion Racing’s Nicky Hayden 
Eis two red flags and two 
restarts before claiming his fourth 
Sunoco Race Fuels Formula Xtreme race 
of the season at New Hampshire Inter- 
national Speedway. 

“Once you get into a rhythm, and 
especially if you get a lead, you hate to 
see a red flag,” Hayden said. 

And why not? When the second red 
flag brought a halt to the race on the 
13th of 24 laps - the first start was red- 
flagged on the second lap - Hayden held 
better than a nine-second lead. 

The race was gridded from the run- 
ning order at the end of the 12th lap, 
with Hayden sharing the front row with 





teammate Kurtis Roberts, Valvoline 
EMGO Suzuki's Josh Hayes, and Attack 
Performance's Mark Miller. 

With his nine-second lead down the 
drain, Hayden set out to re-establish his 
dominance, which he did, in short 
order. After passing holeshot artist 
Miller on the third lap of the restart, and 
15th of 24 overall, Hayden edged away, 
finally beating Hayes by 2.963 seconds. 
Because of the red flags, there was no 
average speed or race time. Miller was 
third and Roberts was fourth. 

Hayden said that once he was in the 
lead the second time, he didn't feel he 
needed as comfortable a cushion as he 
had in the first leg. 

"The second time, once I got up to 
about six seconds, I just kind of tried to 
be smart and conserve everything," said 
Hayden, whose lead was never quite 
that big. 

Hayden was the one constant 
between the two 12-lap races, out in 
front both times and on the gas. Second, 
third, and fourth were most of the same 
characters, though the red flag shuffled 
the order. 

Roberts had gotten the jump, with 
Hayden quickly by and flying, leaving 
him to tangle with the rest of the 19- 
rider field for second. The spot was his 
by less than half a second when the red 
flag came out, with Hayes moving 
through the field to third. Miller was a 
couple of seconds back in fourth. 

It was Hayes' teammate Grant Lopez 
who'd caused the red flag with his sec- 
ond crash of the race. Lopez crashed 
after hitting a false neutral in turn nine 
while running well back in the field, the 
result of an earlier turn-10 crash. He was 
able to restart after that one. 

^He (Lopez) had come off the track 
and gone back out and he was still try- 
ing to roll around pretty fast and it was 
like you would come up on him and 
you're thinking, ‘Man, I saw him fall 
earlier,’ and then all of a sudden he was 
back in the game again,” Hayes said. 
“He hit the curb over there coming 
down the hill or whatever, but his bike 
wasn't working too good. It kind of 
spooked me a little bit. I lost a little bit 
of time on it because he crashed and all 
of a sudden there's bikes and people on 
the track." 

After only a short delay, the race 
began for the third time. Miller jumped 
to the front, with Hayden in tow, but 
only for a few laps. Once out front, Hay- 
den wasn't to be headed. 

That left second to Miller, with 
Roberts and Hayes close by, but that 
would soon change. > 

Roberts was into second with a turn- 
six pass on lap 17, with Hayes following 
a lap later. Then Hayes used turn six to 
get Roberts and set out for Hayden, but 
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it was too late and he would have to set- 
tle for second. 

“I was kind of behind Kurtis and 
Mark and they were riding really good 
and I said, "Well, I just need to settle 
down and ride around and see what's 
going to happen, if they've left me an 
opportunity, you know, take it,’ and see 
if I could with it and luckily it worked 
out for me," Hayes said. "I just was 
strong in a couple of spots, they were 
stronger than me in a couple and I just 
found a hole and hopefully I was fast 
enough everywhere else that they 
couldn't go back by me. I was waiting 
around and seeing where I could make 
a move and where I couldn't. I wanted 
to make sure it was safe and make sure 
it would stick. This place is pretty easy 
to get caught out and to hang somebody 
out to dry pretty easy." 

Roberts held on to third until the 
23rd lap, when Miller got him, also in 
turn six, and the podium was set. 

"I was more battling with myself in 
this race, actually," Miller said. "We 





made some changes to the bike right 
before the first stint and it really didn't 
work out too well for us, so we went 
back to the better setup and unfortu- 
nately I couldn't get my head going as 
fast as I was earlier because I was so 
afraid. I made a couple of really bad 
mistakes in the first stint that almost put 
me on my head. It took me a while to 
get back in my rhythm. Near the end, I 
think, my last lap was my fastest lap. If 
we could do it all over again, I'd love 
to." 

Though he finished third, Miller did 
pick up an extra couple of points on the 
championship-leading Roberts. 

"That was definitely a small bonus 
out of this whole thing - I need to finish 
in front of him and hopefully he'll give 
us a race with no points, and maybe 
have a DNF of some sort, and we can be 
right there for the championship," 
Miller said. “I need to beat Kurtis week 
in and week out. I also need to beat 
Nicky here and Josh Hayes and all the 
other guys out here. I’m happy to beat

Kurtis, but I’m a little disappointed in 
myself and how I rode today." 

Roberts maintained a healthy cham- 
pionship lead over Miller, 215-184, after 
seven of 11 races. Hayes is third at 177, 
with Hayden closing in fourth at 169. 

“I just rode smart and took what I 
could get," Roberts said. "Miller was 
second in points, so I knew he wanted to 
pass me. I gave up one point to him in 
the title chase, so we accomplished what 
we came to do. The title will be won on 
consistency and that's what we're shoot- 
ing for." 

Behind the lead four came Street & 
Competition's Des Conboy, a New Jer- 
sey rider who considers Loudon his 
home track. He'd battled Graves Motor- 
sports' Takahito Mori, from whom he 
was able to edge away with about four 
laps to go. Both were on Yamaha R-1s. 

Fastrax Racing’s Suzuki-mounted 
Dean Mizdal was the first 750cc rider, 
finishing seventh in front of the 
Brotz Motorsports’ Yamaha R-1 of Clint 


Brotz. CN

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 20 
e only rider with more than one 
I win in the Progressive Insurance 
Pro Thunder class won again 
today, with Tilley's H-D/Buell's Shawn 
Higbee re-establishing his superiority 
over the field with a resounding win on 
a sunny day at New Hampshire Interna- 

tional Speedway. 

As much as a stroll as it was to Hig- 
bee, it might have been something of a 
race if another race winner hadn't 
crashed early on - Eric Wood, the rider 
with more experience at Loudon than 
any other rider by virtue of his teaching 
the Penguin Roadracing School. Wood, 
however, forgot his own lessons and 
crashed out on the sixth lap while run- 
ning down Higbee. That gave Higbee a 
free pass to the victory, which he gladly 
accepted. 

The margin of victory was a whop- 
ping 33.7 seconds at the end of the 24- 
lap, 38.4-mile race. Higbee, who won 





here on a wet track last year, consider- 
ably lowered his race record. 

Of more concern to the Wisconsin 
rider was his championship stake. Hig- 
bee, by gaining a point for leading the 
most laps - he led them all - and taking 
the win, gained five points on fellow 
Wisconsin resident Shawn Conrad, who 
ended up second on the HMC Racing 
Ducati 748. 

After eight of 12 races, Conrad, who 
has yet to win a race, leads Higbee, 244- 
222. 

“I'm trying to finish in front of 
Shawn. (Conrad) in every race,” Higbee 
said. “Today, I hoped that there would 
be more riders between myself and him 
at the finish. It didn’t happen. This is my 
third win, but I have two bad finishes 
and Conrad has been really consistent. I 
think today proved to myself and my 
sponsor, Don Tilley, that the Buell 
works really well at tight tracks. We still 
need to work on our top speed and 
aerodynamics a bit. We hope to have 
something for the competition when we 
get to the Brainerd (Minnesota) round.” 

Conrad didn’t have much of a race, 
either. Once in second, there wasn’t 
much he could do but watch the lap 
counter wind down. 

"| would have liked to have won 
today, but I didn't try as hard as I 
could," he said. "I had the same feeling 
as Higbee in wanting to put riders 
between us, but I wanted to be the one 
in front so I could add to my champi- 
onship points. I want to win the title, 
and consistent finishes will do that, so 
you've got to ride smart to do that." 

The first of the local riders came 
third, with Thomas Fournier slotting the 
Dunbar EuroSports Ducati into the final 
podium spot. Fournier had some pass- 
ing to do to get up front, but he didn't 
have anything for Conrad once he got 
there. 

"| had a good time," Fournier said. 
"I' m not quite as young and spry as 
these guys. It's great to race with these 
guys. You have to raise your level from 
the club races we do here to compete. 
Today I got a bad start, so I really had to 
work hard for my finish." 

So spread out was the field that only 
four riders finished on the lead lap. 

H-D/Buell of Boston's Chad Healy 
was the last rider to complete all 24, the 
Connecticut rider taking fourth on his 
Buell 1200. 

First among the lappers was Silver- 
man Museum Racing's Jeff Nash and his 
Ducati 944. He was one better than Tri- 
umph-mounted New Yorker Michael 
Gage, another Dunbar EuroSports rider. 

Then came Daytona winner Cory 
Call on the GS Racing Buell 1200. Tom 
Hull and Gavin Slabbert filled out the 
top 10 on Ducati 748s. CN

CATALUNYA, SPAIN, JUNE 20 
f motorcycle Grand Prix racing has 
any function as a promotional tool 
for the sponsors, sales of Repsol 
gasoline will be rocketing in Spain 
this week. Even in the continued 
absence of King Mick, the official factory 
Honda team was completely dominant, 
their three remaining riders finishing 
first, second and third in a crash-strewn 
Catalunyan GP, the second of three 
rounds in Spain. 

Racing in front of a huge crowd of 
83,000 fans, in perfectly sunny condi- 
tions, it was also a fourth successive win 
for the 500cc-class leader by default, 
Alex Criville. This feat put him in select 
company. He is the first rider other than 
Doohan to win four in a row since Eddie 
Lawson in 1986, and only nine riders 
have ever won four or more in a row: 
Agostini, Hailwood, Surtees, Duke, 
Hocking, Spencer, Lawson, Doohan - 
and now Criville. 

After the race, for a second succes- 
sive meeting, the crowd invaded the 
track on the slow-down lap, bringing a 
swift response from the FIM, who 
threatened to withhold homologation 
unless the trackside enclosures can be 
properly secured. 

Criville’s win came after a race with 
two other leaders - first Marlboro Yama- 
ha’s Max Biaggi, who crashed out before 
half-distance while lying third, and 
Tadayuki Okada, who led the Repsol train 
until the last corners of the last lap. Later, 
Criville revealed why he had left his cru- 





cial overtaking move so late - catching up 
almost a second on the last lap. 

“My on-board lap counter was giv- 
ing trouble, so I wasn’t sure what lap I 
was on,” Criville said. “But I decided to 
believe what my team was signaling, 
and I started to push hard in the last 
two laps.” 

Okada was second, with Sete Giber- 
nau third in only his second race on 
Doohan’s vacant V-four, and Tetsuya 
Harada’s Aprilia V-twin fourth. Early

title leader Kenny 

Roberts Jr. could manage no better than 
sixth, beaten back again on the last lap 
by Juan Borja’s Honda. Meanwhile, only 
one of the four Yamahas finished - that 
of Carlos Checa, who rode to a safe and 
steady seventh. All the others had 
crashed out for the same reason, after 
the front wheel had slid away, with 
Norick Abe and Regis Laconi following 
Biaggi's example. 








Pole starter Jurgen van den Goor- 
bergh on the MuZ Weber was eighth 
after a steady race, with fourth place 
down to John Kocinski in ninth place 
covered by less than four seconds.

Biaggi burst off the line, tailed by 
‘Abe and Barros, with Criville lying 
fourth, moving through to second by 
lap three as Abe dropped back. Mean- 
while, Gibernau and Okada moved up 
to join the leading gang. 

Barros was the first to go, falling at 
the downhill hairpin - the slowest cor- 
ner on the track - after eight laps. He 
was not too disappointed. 

“I had a problem with my glove and 
the twist-grip - that's why I fell," he said 
later. “But I am fast again, and my confi- 
dence is back." 

The Brazilian had switched to a 1998 
machine for this meeting after strug- 
gling with the new bike. 

Soon afterward, Criville put a deci- 
sive pass on Biaggi - the classic Catalun- 
yan move under braking at the end of 
the long pit straight. He moved past 
cleanly - only for a clearly inspired 
Gibernau to follow him through one 





corner later, forcing his way inside Biag- 
gi's red Yamaha. 

Biaggi's crash came just over one lap 
later, also over the bumps on the way 
into the downhill hairpin, taking him 
quite by surprise. 

“I thought I could win that race,” he 
said later. “I could stay with the Hondas 
easily, and I was thinking about my 
strategy for later in the race when sud- 
denly I was down." 

This simplified matters somewhat, 
with Okada closing up easily in third, 
and Abe also closing up behind. With 14 
laps remaining, there was still plenty of 
racing left, but the Repsol Armada was 
looking pretty impressive - all the more 
so when Abe slid to earth on the 18th lap, 
another victim of the Yamaha's front- 
wheel vagaries, though the improved 
Japanese rider did blame himself. 

“Td started well, but then I slipped 
back a bit,” he explained. “Then, when 
I'd burned off some fuel, the bike felt 
better and I could catch up again. Then 
I outbraked myself trying to catch 
Criville." 

This left just the three up front, with 
Okada now in the lead, Criville holding 
a watching brief, and Gibernau right in 
the thick of it. The V-four novice was 
riding very impressively, setting the 
fastest lap of the race - fractionally short 
of last year's record - on the seventh 
tour. But his presence up with the lead- 
ers, for the first time in his career, did 
impose a bit of a worry - he might turn 
out to be over his head, and possibly 
take one or even both of his teammates 
down with him if he did crash. This 
looked more likely as he started to 
become more erratic, having trouble 
holding the lines and sliding more than 
the others. But he is a sensible rider, and 
there was a reason. lv.

Surprise, surprise, surprise 





usual were the names at the top of the list. First up was Sete 

Gibernau, in his second race on Mick Doohan's V-four. Then 
came none other than the MuZ, ridden not by the all-European team's 
star rider, Luca Cadalora, but by second-stringer Jurgen van den Goor- 
bergh. And though Max Biaggi managed to slot his Yamaha between 
the two, and though Alex Criville was trying to do something to upset 
the order, van den Goorbergh stayed there for the first class pole posi- 
tion by a Dutch rider since the late Jack Middelburgh, at Spa in 1982. 

“It was one of those laps that you get every so often, when every- 
thing just goes smoothly - no slides, tight corner lines, and everything 
perfect,” the 29-year-old Dutchman said. “All the same, I was surprised 
to be on pole, and surprised that nobody went faster in the last few 
minutes.” 

Pole was a landmark for the MuZ Weber, much improved this year 

‘not only with refinements to the 180-degree “Screamer” single-crank 
engine’s throttle response and power delivery, but also with a new 
chassis, in a new team run by former sidecar-class giant Rolf Biland. 
Frequently one of the fastest bikes in top speed, it is now a much better 
package. But van den Goorbergh’s relative inexperience on a V-four, 
plus the machine's reputation as not yet completely reliable, were a 
comfort for Biaggi, sitting just a quarter of a second down. 

He was still, of course, nursing hand injuries, but two more weeks 
since his second in Italy meant he was significantly better, and, as he 
said, ^I think that riding a motorcycle is the best therapy.” 

Like everybody, Biaggi was battling with poor grip on the bumpy 
and dirty circuit. 

“We need very soft tires to do fast times,” he said. “The race will be 
very difficult for that reason.” 

He was complaining about chatter going into the corners, and trying 
all sorts of minor suspension variations right up until race morning. 

Gibernau ended up third fastest, full of praise for his team in finding 
the settings that allowed him to be top Honda. 

"| am still learning the V-four," he said of the race, “but I will obvi- 
ously go for the best finish I can get." 

Criville, on the far end of the first row, was disappointed at not 


A s usual, qualifying came alive at the end of the final session. Less 


making pole, but quietly confident that his experience would count 
over full race distance. 

"]t has been very difficult to set the bike up - every year it is more 
bumpy here," he said, explaining why he had not been able to replicate 
his former pole time here. "Usually we come here in September, when 
it is cooler." 

Jean-Michel Bayle led row two, in his best showing so far on the 
Modenas after threatening for the front row. In fact, times were desper- 
ately close all the way down to the back end of row four. Van den Goor- 
bergh had an advantage of almost a quarter of a second, but from Biag- 
gi in second to Nobuatsu Aoki (the Suzuki rider back for the first time 
since breaking his wrist at Jerez) was covered by just one second. 

Norick Abe was next, followed by Kenny Roberts Jr., complaining 
that the Suzuki was, quite simply, short of power, and what power was 
there came in so suddenly that it made short work of the tires, and 
hence his corner-speed advantage. 

“We're struggling,” he added tersely. 

Tadayuki Okada finished row two; Alex Barros led row three from 
John Kocinski, Carlos Checa and Regis Laconi. Last weekend’s pole 
man Tetsuya Harada was 13th, leading row four, after he had trouble 
with both his bikes in the final session, completing only a handful of 
laps. Then came Luca Cadalora and the Aoki brothers, Haruchika’s V- 
twin TSR Honda narrowly leading his brother's Suzuki. 

Another battle royal was won in the closing minutes of 250cc quali- 
fying by points leader Tohru Ukawa's Honda, by one-thousandth of a 
second from Valentino Rossi's Aprilia. But Rossi said he had been 
balked by a slower rider on his flying lap and would have been signifi- 
cantly faster, and the top-speed figures bore it out - the Aprilia running 
166 mph in the last session, fully 6.8 mph faster than Ukawa's Honda. 

Speed is not everything, however, as Yamaha rider Shinya Nakano 
proved on the Yamaha. Although only slightly slower than the Honda, 
this put him even further away from the Aprilia - yet he managed to 
place third, only six-hundredths slower. He did fall off in the effort, 
however. 

"^| have a very good chassis, but I have to push very hard. That time 
I pushed too hard,” the ever-smiling rider explained. :

gradually, with Borja heading the pur- 
suit of the V-twin on the remaining 
MoviStar Honda. Surprise pole starter 
van den Goorbergh, riding the MuZ 
smoothly after a good start, had also 
found a comfortable place in the 
group, while Roberts was at the back 
of it. 

As the last laps approached, Roberts 
put on a run and moved into fifth with 
one lap remaining. Could he close down 
the nine-tenths of a second on Harada? 
Not so, and the troubled Suzuki rider 
instead succumbed to Borja on the last 
lap, commenting tersely afterward: 
"That was shitty." 

Checa was seventh, the only Yamaha 
to finish, with van den Goorbergh less 
than a tenth behind him but fending off 
Kocinski's Kanemoto Honda, which was 
catching up from behind. 

"I'm doing everything I can," Kocins- 
ki said. "But we need help from Honda 
to get the handling the way I like it." 

Van den Goorbergh was happy to 
have fulfilled his prediction of finishing 
eighth. 

“I knew I wasn't going for a podium 
finish, and that helped me stay cool," 
the Dutchman said. “I had to work to 
keep concentrated for the second half of 
the race, then in the end I was pushing 
Checa in the hope he might make a mis- 
take. After all the trouble we had at the 
start of the season, the bike ran great. 
Thanks to my team." 

Haruchika Aoki's V-twin TSR 
Honda was locked in battle with broth- 
er Nobuatsu's V-four Suzuki and 
Bayle's three-cylinder Modenas. Nobu- 
atsu left the party with four laps 
remaining, his injured wrist finally cry- 
ing ‘Enough,’ so that he could barely 
hang on to the bars. He limped to a 
brave finish in 11th. Then Bayle crashed 
on the final lap, suffering shoulder 
injuries and leaving a safe 10th to 
Haruchika. 

Jose-Luis Cardoso was a distant 12th, 
heading a close V-twin group from 
Markus Ober and Sebastien Gimbert, 
with only 14 finishers. Aside from the 
crashers, Luca Cadalora led the retire- 
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ments, complaining that his tire choice 
for his MuZ was too far off to be worth 
carrying on. James Whitham was 
stopped for jumping the start on the 
Modenas, and he retired with clutch 
trouble soon after taking the penalty. 
Michael Rutter and Paolo Tessari, on the 
Paton, both retired. 

Criville now has a massive points 
lead of 55 points - bigger after six races 
even than any amassed by Doohan. He 
has 129 points while Roberts clings on to 
second with 74. Gibernau has 72, Okada 
68, Checa 65, and Biaggi and Borja are 
tied with 47 apiece.

It looked as though Rossi was firmly 
in control, as he first stalked fast starter 
Ukawa and then powered past quite 
easily down the main straight to lead on 
lap 10 - and in the end he was. But it 
was only by the narrowest of margins, 
as Ukawa fought back to stay right up 
close and then to challenge him repeat- 
edly on the last lap, trying first the left 
and then the right to finish just a quarter 
of a second behind. 

"Six or seven laps from the end I 
thought it would be better to let Ukawa 
lead," Rossi later explained, "but he 
wouldn't do it. Then I tried as hard as T 
could for.a few laps, but when I looked 
around, he was still there. So on the last 
lap I kept all the doors closed. I knew it 
would be hard for him to pass because I 
was quicker than him in the last three 
corners." 

It was his third win, and Ukawa's 
fourth second place this year, and the 
pair had controlled the race almost from 
the start. Ralf Waldmann had lost his 
chance to be with them, crashing on the 
first lap after a headstrong collision. 
Australian Anthony West also crashed 
out on lap one. 

In fact, Nakano's Chesterfield Yama- 
ha had led off the line, but he was in sec- 
ond after one lap, third a lap after that, 
and fourth behind Marcellino Lucchi's 
Docshop Aprilia one lap later, simply 
short of power, though he added that he 
was not on top form after his tumble in 
practice. Yet another Aprilia was on the 
way - slow starter Franco Battaini, who 
also passed the Japanese Yamaha rider 
on lap four and closed up on Lucchi, 
only for the older rider to move away 
and joint the leading pair. 

Lucchi actually also passed Ukawa 
one lap after Rossi, but Ukawa got by 
him on the corners before the end of the 
lap and remained in front until, six laps 
from the finish, Lucchi noticed steam 
coming from his radiator, or so he 


thought. He was looking down to inves- 
tigate when he ran off the track, finish- 
ing up with a low-speed tumble that put 
him out of the race. 

By now Nakano had got going again 
and was on Battaini's tail. He attacked 
on the final lap, but Battaini managed to 
pass him back to score his first-ever ros- 
trum finish. 

Roberto Rolfo's Vasco Rossi Aprilia 
was next, having outdistanced Jeremy 
McWilliams' Team Optimum Aprilia in 
the closing laps. In fact, McWilliams' 
rear brake was binding, and when he 
pitted after the race, the wheel could 
barely be turned. 

Briton Jay Vincent had been with this

pair, but he pulled out early on, his shift 
lever broken.

Nakano, dropping to third on 85 points. 
Battaini has 62 and the absent defending 
World Champion Loris Capirossi, sus- 
pended from this race for misdemeanors 
at the last race, has 67.

the lap record at Catalunya, immediately started to set competitive times. 
This year's NSR500 has put all riders onto the “Screamer” 180-degree 
engine as used by Doohan last year, while changed weight distribution 
has exacerbated the machine's understeering tendencies - HRC enlarged 
the airbox, which entailed changing the fuel-tank shape, which in turn took 
weight off the front wheel. “We. have returned to last year's bike, and 
feel much more comfortable with it," said Barros. “It has a different 
engine response, which is immediately felt on the suspension. Now we 
are back where we belong." He ended up third in the first timed session. 


Dorna opened celebrations for the half-centenary of GP racing with a 
royal presentation on the same day - June 17 - as the first World Champi- 
onship event 50 years ago. That was the Isle of Man TT. King Juan 
Carlos was the guest at the presentation, attended not.only by FIM 
president Francesco Zerbi and Dorna MD Carmelo Espeleta, but also rid- 
ers Alex Criville, Carlos. Checa, Kenny Roberts; 250cc championship 
leader Tohru Ukawa and 125cc championship leader Masao Azuma, as 
well as former multi-champion Angel Nieto. Spain remains the only coun- 
try to offer old-world royal patronage to its motorcycle GP, with King Juan 
Carlos a regular visitor. 


Is the U.S.A. set to rejoin the GP calendar? It seems possible, with hopes 
revived of a possible return to the Wisconsin venue-of Elkhart Lake. The 
FIM will inspect the'circuit this August, while on the other hand GP rights- 
holders Dorna and the rest of GP racing have been anxious to revive the 
U.S. meeting ever since the last one was held at Laguna Seca in 1994. 





The Catalunyan.GP was held on Father's Day, but 250cc star Ralf 
Waldmann kept mum about the fact that he had become a dad the day 
before practice began. His partner, Astrid, gave birth to a boy, Leo, on 
Thursday, but it was not until Saturday that Ralf owned up. “He is worried 
that people will say that he will slow down," said a friend. 


MuZ surprised everybody by claiming pole position in Catalunya - a small 
team embarrassing. the might of Japan in only their second year in the 
500cc class.. Unlike the Japanese giants, MuZ-Weber have a policy of 
open information, and revealed how they had revised fuel-tank design to 
solve problems encountered by rider Luca Cadalora in previous races, 
when a full tank changed the handling characteristics. Former rider Eskil 
Suter changed the tank design to centralize the mass. This entailed bring- 
ing the base lower and closer to the engine. "We had to use asbestos to 
insulate the fuel and keep it cool," he said. 


The home-made Paton V-four two-stroke GP racer was out for à sec- 
ond of.six planned outings this. season, with former 125cc rider Paolo 
Tessari qualifying 23rd and last. He occupied a similar position at the last 
round at Mugello, crashing out on the first lap. The New Zealand-built 
BSL, however, was missing for a second race - prompting a blast of criti- 
cism from Italian racing veteran Marcellino Lucchi. “I cannot understand 
the selection process that will not give the Paton a regular slot, but allows 
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the BSL into the class,” he said. Paton has been peripherally involved in 


racing for more than 30 years, scoring points in the '60s with their home- 
built twin-cylinder machine. The current V-four now has magnesium 
crankcases to bring it right down to the minimum weight limit.and is still an 
unsponsored expression of the enthusiasm of Giuseppe Paton and his 
son Roberto. The team has six wild-card entries this year. It seems unfair 
to play them off against BSL, however. The innovative three-cylinder New 
Zealand machine was given a year's entry under special circumstances, 
by which they pay their own expenses and do not share in thé IRTA 
money pool. However, continuing teething troubles meant that rider Mark 
Willis was at Catalunya alone. “I thought 1 might get a few laps in on my 
mountain bike - but that's been stolen," he joked grimly. 


Japanese youngster Naoki. Matsudo stepped in to take over the sec- 
ond Chesterfield Yamaha 250: - and fell straight off the machine again, 
twice on the second day alone, as he struggled to match fast teammate 
Nakano, let alone catch the much faster Aprilias. His predecessor Toshi- 
hiko Honma had also crashed heavily in. practice for the last round at 
Mugello, then again in the race as innocent victim of the start-line melee 
triggered by rough rider Loris Capirossi. Matsudo was unconscious for 
some 10 minutes after the Saturday afternoon crash, but was passed as 
fit to race nonetheless, occasioning some disquiet in the paddock. In 
years past, being knocked out would rule you out of the rest of the meet- 
ing. 


Shamed 250cc World Champion Loris Capirossi, suspended from this 
race after a hatful of incidents at the last round, including dangerous riding 
when he collided with Lucchi's Aprilia on the start line and then ignoring 
the black flag of disqualification, was thwarted in his aim of visiting 
refugees in Kosovo on behalf of Amnesty Intemational when his aircraft 
was stopped at the last minute. Capirossi tested last week at Misano, 
and then planned the Kosovo trip to try and change the subject. "At the 
beginning of last week I apologized to Marcellino (Lucchi), to prove |did 
not do it on purpose,” he said. “From now on 1 would like not to talk 
about this matter anymore. Unfortunately, in this world there are more 
serious problems, and so | make my public image available to transmit the 
Amnesty International humanitarian message." Nice try, Loris, but the 
Subject will not go away so easily - and Amnesty might choose a more 
peaceable ambassador than a man twice convicted of dangerous riding by 
crashing into opponents. 


Nobuatsu Aoki made a racing return after breaking two bones in his 
left wrist after colliding with Suzuki teammate Kenny Roberts in. Jerez at 
the start óf the European season - and he rode with a special spring- 
loaded bandage to help him operate the clutch. "It gets better every day, 
but it is hard for me to bend my wrist back to declutch for back-shifts, " 
explained the Japanese rider. "Team physiotherapist Dean Miller has put 
a rubber band into the strapping for my wrist, and that helps a lot.” Coun- 
tryman Noboru Ueda raced with a spring-loaded glove last year after suf- 
fering nerve damage to his left arm.

WINDHAM RULES 


BubDpDs MUD

BUDDS CREEK, MD, JUNE 20 
p l { hen it rains and is just plain 
Ui miserable outside, many peo- 
Í ple like to stay inside and per- 
haps cuddle up to a good book, but not 
Kevin Windham. The Team Honda rider 
from Ethel, Louisiana, instead likes to 
straddle a good motorcycle and go rac- 
ing - and win. Just like he did at the 
Budds Creek 250cc National in Mary- 
land. 

In rainy conditions that left the other- 
wise beautiful, well-prepped Budds 
Creek Motocross Park track a soggy, 
wet mess of soupy mud, Windham put 
on a mud-riding exhibition that left the 
other 39 riders - as well as the 11,000- 
plus spectators who braved the ugly 
conditions - in awe. While everyone else 
was doing everything in their power 
just to complete each lap without look- 
ing like they were riding a motorcycle 
for the first time, Windham was attack- 
ing the track as if he rides the goopy 
stuff every day. 

He was simply flawless in the mud 
as he became the first rider of the series 
to chalk up two wins. 

“It was just one of those days where I 
can honestly say I didn’t make any mis- 
takes,” Windham said. “The key was 
finding the good lines and getting a cou- 
ple of good starts." 

Those two good starts he was talking 

about resulted in a pair of moto wins 
for the Honda rider, which is 
becoming a common happening in 
this year's series. Of the five races 
held thus far, all but one have been 
won with 1-1 results. Ironically, the 
only time that it did not happen is 
when Windham scored his other victory 
at round two in Sacramento, California, 
when he went 3-2. ; 

The only rider-who even came close 
to matching Windham’s mud prowess 
at Budds Creek was his teammate 
Sebastien Tortelli, who actually passed 
Windham late in the first moto. But 
before that lap was even over, Windham 
passed the World champ back just 
before Tortelli flew over the handlebars 

- when he swapped out over a 

: tabletop jump. Tortelli 

remounted quickly enough 

to maintain second place, 

where he would finish out 

the moto. A bad start and 

another fall in the second 

moto relegated Tortelli to fourth 

in the day's overall tally, going 2-9. 

Taking runner-up honors on the 

day was Mike LaRocco on the Factory 

Connection/Jack in the Box Honda. 

LaRocco struggled with his starts a little 

bit but charged hard in both motos. He 

ended up third in the first moto after 

winning a racelong duel with John 

Dowd and fifth in the second moto 

despite stalling his engine once and 
falling over twice. 

"I'm fine with that (finishing second), 
because it was a good, tough race," 
LaRocco said. "It isn't so much the rid- 
ing but the visibility that made things 
difficult. It's tough when you're riding 
blind." 

Third overall went to Team Suzuki's 
Greg Albertyn, who finished sixth in the 
first moto and a strong third in the sec- 
ond moto, while Tortelli took fourth. 


Honda's Kevin Windham became the first 
rider to win two 250cc Nationals this 
season, while proving his versatility as a 
good mud rider. He won both motos, while 
constant rain and drizzle turned the 
Budds Creek track into a gooey mess.

Rounding out the top five overall 
was Yamaha’s John Dowd, who ran 
third for much of the first moto before 
giving way to LaRocco and finishing 
fourth. Dowd gated around 10th in the 
second moto and picked off a few riders 
before finishing sixth. 

After enduring a miserable first 
moto, where he suffered through a bro- 
ken footpeg, a damaged front brake, an 
overheated engine and a couple of 
crashes to finish 16th, Team Suzuki's 
Larry Ward bounced back to finish sec- 
ond in the second moto, giving him sev- 
enth overall. 

“Anything can happen,” said Ward, 
who throughout his career has posted 
top finishes in the mud, but he never 
gets too overly confident in the wet 
stuff. “In the second moto, I followed 
Kevin (Windham) around; then he got a 
big lead. At that point, I just decided to 
be easy on the bike.” 

Eighth overall went to Honda rider 
Jean-Sebastien Roy, who put together 
one of his best rides of his career with a 
fifth-place finish in the first moto. The 
Canadian backed that up with 12th in 
the second moto. 

Team Honda’s Ezra Lusk was 
plagued by bad starts in both motos, 
ending up ninth overall via 11-7 finish- 
es. As a result, Lusk, who had moved 
into the series points lead following his 
double wins the previous week at 
Southwick, slipped back into second, 
handing the top position back to his 
teammate Tortelli. 

Rounding out the top 10 was Team 
Kawasaki's Jeff Emig, followed by Big 
Valley Honda/Great Lake Aviation’s 
Heath Voss, Yamaha Japan’s Takeshi 
Koikeda, Suzuki's Robbie Reynard, 
Kamesports’ Mike Katin, Kawasaki's 
Damon Huffman, Davey Yezek and 
Bruce Stratton, Scott Davis, Yamaha’s 


Jimmy Button (who 
suffered a mechani- 
cal-related DNF in 
the second moto), 
and Austin Squires, 
who completed the 
top 20 overall. 

As mentioned, 
Tortelli moves back 
into the series lead, 
but by only four 
points over Lusk, 
189-185. Albertyn is 
third with 176, fol- 
lowed by LaRocco 
and Windham, who 
are even with 162 
points.

Riders, and espe- 
cially mechanics, 
knew when they 
arrived at the track 
Sunday morning 
that they were in for 
a long day. It had : 
already sprinkled during the night, and 
the day's forecast was not good: More 
rain was on the way. And it really start- 
ed making its presence known during 
the morning qualifying sessions. By the 
time the first 125cc moto got under way, 
the track was a quagmire of brown 
mud, and things didn't get any better by 
the time the gate dropped for the first 
250cc moto. Although the rain did let up 
slightly, a heavy mist would never go 
away. 

One main line had formed around 
the long and hilly track, and 40 riders in 
the 250cc class all wanted to be in it first. 
Apparently, Windham wanted it the 
most. 

Starting from the far outside, Wind- 
ham shot his Honda into the lead, and 


by the second turn, every rider - except 
Windham - was completely covered in 
mud. Some had already tossed their 
goggles, including Damon Huffman. 

"There was a wave of mud," Huff- 
man said of the first turn. "Mud covered 
my goggles and I had to pull them off 
before the second turn." 

Huffman would later pull over for a 
new pair, but the damage was already 
done, as he would spend the rest of the 
moto struggling midpack. 

By the end of the first lap, the riders 
were nearly unidentifiable, their num- 
bers hidden behind the brown goop - 
except for Windham's number-14 
Honda, which was leading the way. But 
not too far behind him was Tortelli, fol- 
lowed by Dowd, LaRocco, Roy and 
Katin. 


The field soon became fairly strung 
out, but Windham could never put more 
than a few seconds between himself and 
Tortelli. As the two riders ran away 
from the rest of the pack, Tortelli inched 
closer to the leader and began threaten- 
ing. Late in the race, Tortelli actually put 
the move on Windham, passing him for 
the lead, but Windham quickly retaliat- 
ed. 

“He blew by me right before we 
caught up to a lapper," Windham said. 
“He went low around the lapper, and I 
didn't have much time to decide, so I 
went to the inside and got him back. It 
just kind of worked out." 

"| made a mistake and went off the 
line and Kevin got me," Tortelli said. 

A turn and a straightaway later, 
however, Tortelli slipped in the mud 
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over a tabletop jump and went tumbling 
over the handlebars. He still had plenty 
of time to pick up his bike, restart it, and 
continue on his way without losing a 
position, but he did lose any chance he 
had of catching Windham, who rode off 
to victory. 

Tortelli held on for second, while 
LaRocco slipped by Dowd for third. A 
ways behind them followed Roy, then 
came Albertyn, Katin and Yamaha’s 
Doug Henry, who started off about 12th.

outside,” Windham said. “Usually that’s 
not the best place, so people were look- 
ing at me kind of funny. Not only that, I 
started in first gear, and it all worked 
out well for me.” 

This time, however, Larry Ward 
locked on to Windham's rear wheel, 
while Tortelli was left behind on the 
concrete starting pad after stalling his 
bike. 

“He was trying to get off the line 
without spinning, letting out the clutch 
slowly, but stalled it,” said Shane Drew, 
Tortelli’s mechanic. 

Tortelli would later lose time again

when he fell in the thick mud and got 
stuck under his bike. He would finish 
ninth. 

Meanwhile, both Windham and 
Ward broke clear of the pack, and then 
Windham broke clear of Ward. The 
Honda rider was clearly in a class of his 
own on the one-lined, mud-infested 
track, as he steadily worked his way up 
to a 30-plus second lead. 

“Motocross - I love it,” Windham 
said. “I’ve had my ups and downs in the 
mud. I’ve ridden it a lot, especially 
when I raced (minis) at Ponca City. It 
always rained there, so you can say I’m 
used to it.” 

Ward rode a smart race in second 
place, playing the take-it-conservative 
card after his miserable first moto. 

“Since I didn’t have a chance at the 
overall, my mechanic (Lee McCullum) 
said to take it easy on the engine,” Ward 
said. “In the first moto, it (the engine) 
overheated, so I shifted early, got off the 
gate really good and went for the good 
finish.” 

Ward finished well clear of his team- 
mate Albertyn, who spent the entire 
moto all alone in third place. His nearest 
competitor was Henry, who climbed up 
from a ninth-place start, followed by 
LaRocco, Lusk, Emig, Tortelli and 
Koikeda. cn

Team Yamaha's Jimmy 
Button struggled in the 
Budds Creek mud and 
could only pick up six 
points on the day. In the 
first moto, Button got off 
to a midpack start but 
couldn't do much with it, 
finishing in 16th place. 
Things started off much 
better.for Button in the 
second. moto and he 
actually had his four- 
stroke . Yamaha. posi- 
tioned in fourth place on 
the first lap before things 
suddenly went quiet. "I 
don't know what hap- 
pened,” Button said. “| 
was going. down a hill and 
it just quit running. We don't know why, but it might be something 
electrical. Possibly something got wet.” 








Another rider who. had a miserable day was Chaparral/Mazda- 
Yamaha's Tim Ferry. Ferry was one of a number of riders who 
went down in a first-turn pileup in the first 250cc moto, “...then | 
got stuck for a whole lap," he said. Ferry recorded a 15th-place 
finish in that moto. Ferry's. hopes of salvaging the day with a 
strong ride in the second: moto ended quickly when he and Mike 
Katin got together in a turn on the first lap, and it took both of 
them many seconds to dig themselves out of the mud. Ferry fin- 
ished one position further back in 26th. 


Actually, it was a terrible day for the Chaparral/Mazda-Yamaha 
team in general. Tim Ferry's teammate Steve Lamson had noth- 
ing go his way, either. While running among the 250cc-class lead- 

| ers in the first moto, Lamson had a rock wedge itself between the 
chain and the countershaft sprocket, resulting in a locked rear 
wheel. He was unable to finish the moto. It-was the second week 
in.a row that a rock decided Lamson's fate. In.his second outing, 
Lamson suffered a couple of falls and officially finished the moto 
in 27th.place. 


Things didn't go particularly well for Team Kawasaki's Jeff Emig. 
either. Miscalculating the time to the first moto, Emig was left to 
ride the first 250cc moto with the same worn-out rear tire that he 
| used in practice, and getting caught up in the aforementioned 
first-turn pileup didn't help his cause any. He would have to. stop: 
for goggles twice in the moto, as well. "But, you know, it was 











actually fun out there," Emig said. The former 250cc National 
champ finished 13th, but the Californian came back to finish 
eighth in the second moto, despite getting off to a midpack start. 


Team Suzuki's Robbie Reynard had an eventful day. "I fell in the 
first turn in the first (250cc) moto," he said, “then. I got close to 
eighth and fell again. | got roosted in a corner and couldn't see. My 
front end came out of a rut and washed out." In the second moto, 
Reynard was running a strong seventh. a few laps from the end 
when his chain came off. He ended up going 10-17 for 13th overall. 


Defending 250cc National Champion Doug Henry, who many 
people were expecting to do well in the muddy conditions, had 
just an “okay” day, going 8-4 for sixth overall. "Yeah, | had an 
okay day,” Henry said. "I spun. off the gate (in the second moto) 
but worked my way through the first couple of laps. ! just tried not 
to fall. That was the big thing today.” 


As reported in last week's: edition of Cycle News, Team Primal 
Impulse/Suzuki/Bill's Pipes’ Michael Brandes suffered bike 
problems while running fourth in the second 125cc moto at South- 
wick. "It would run for a lap and it would kind of crap out," said 
Brandes. "It.was just one of those situations where it made it 
impossible to be able to push the limits on it, safetywise. | didn't 
know if it was going to run completely or not. We pretty much 
concluded that the electrical system was going out.” 


It seems that the upcoming 1999 Budds Creek 250cc U.S. GP 
will take on: a unique format. "The Grand Prix is going to be run in 
conjunction with (a round of) the AMA Fall. Classic Series," 
explained Budds Creek promoter Jonathan Beasley. "The Fall 
Classic is a seven-race series that runs on the East Coast. They 
run a 125cc support class, along. with a 250cc Pro class. and a 
four-stroke National class. We're going to. run that in conjunction 
with the World Championship, where the Fall Classic 125s and 
250s will race Saturday. The four-stroke National motos will imme- 
diately follow each.of the World Championship Grand Prix motos." 


As usual $500 THQ Playstation Championship Motocross 
Holeshot Awards were presented at Budds Creek. Team Yamaha 
of Troy's Casey Johnson received the award for the first 
125cc moto, followed by Kelly Smith, who earned the holeshot 
in moto two. Team Honda's Kevin Windham claimed the 
holeshot award for each of the 250cc motos on the way to his 
commanding 1-1 win. 


U.S. Tobacco presented the Clayton Memorial Foundation with 
a donation of 33 cents for each of the 11,366 spectators on hand 
at Budds Creek, resulting in a total pledge of $3750.78. The Clay- 
ton Memorial Foundation is a nonprofit organization that aids 
injured motorcyclists. 


U.S. Tobacco/Team Rooster also presented the highest-placing 





and second-highest-placing privateers in each class with checks 
for $1000 and $500, respectively. Barry Carsten took top hon- 
ors in the 125cc class with his 6-14, ninth-overall finish, followed 
by Travis Preston, who went 13-9 for 11th overall. Heath 
Voss took the 250cc award with his 9-13, 11th-overall ride, fol- 
lowed by Takeshi Koikeda, who went 13-10 for 12th overall. 


One rider looking forward to the upcoming Budds Creek 250cc 
U.S. GP is longtime Grand Prix contender Tallon Vohland. 
Vohland, who has made quite a name for himself recently on the 
National circuit by keeping two-time and defending champion 
Ricky Carmichael honest on a weekly basis, will wear the World 
Championship number-six plate at the Grand Prix and feels confi- 
dent about his chances against his former European rivals. "In. my 
mind, I'm really hungry," said Vohland. "I felt that, last year, some 
things on the team and the bike weren't that good. | think Honda 
is going to supply me with a good bike for that race and | want to 
prove to those guys that | can win. | think that | can run with 
Tortelli -| know that | can: | know all those GP guys. I've raced 
them for many years. | want to come here to Budds Creek and 
win the Gran Prix. It's.going to be tough - there's a lot of fast rid- 
ers. I'm going to be in there. | can guarantee you that.” 





Yamaha of Troy's Stephane Roncada showed up to race at 
Budds Creek just one week after reaggravating à wrist injury while 
trying to qualify at Southwick. Roncada was one of the riders who 
went down in the first turn of moto one, but the 20-year-old 
Frenchman was still able to charge through the muddy conditions 
to a top-10 overall finish. “A bunch of guys crashed in-the first 
turn.” said Roncada. “There were maybe 10 of us on the ground. 
It took a long time to start the bikes, so | was back there pretty far 
in the beginning. | felt really good, On the first lap | crashed again; 
but | was still feeling really good. 1 was coming back on the riders. 
Then, unfortunately, | had to take off my goggles, so it was really 
hard to make a pass. I'm looking forward to getting a good start 
or the holeshot in the second moto and winning it. | feel really 
good in the mud." And what about the wrist injury? "It's good,” 
said Roncada. "In-the mud, we don't ride that fast, and it is soft." 
Roncada went 14-8 for 10th overall in the 125cc National. 


Longtime National privateer Barry Carsten scored his best- 
ever finish in the first 125cc moto - a sixth. In moto two, the 
Bromley Suzuki/MSR/Dunlop-sponsored Carsten fought: back 
brutal and deteriorating track conditions for 14th. Carsten's com- 
bined overall finish of ninth gave the friendly rider from Bayville, 
New Jersey, top-privateer honors on the day and catapulted him 
from 23rd to 17th.in the point standings. "Yeah, in the first moto ! 
came in sixth, which is the best I’ve ever done." said Carsten. 
“I'm really happy with that.. In the second moto | finished 14th, 
which is just about average for me. We usually come- down here 
(Budds Creek) a couple times a year.and race, since it's kind of 
local for me. And we seem to race here a lot in the mud. | don't 
know if that helped me or not. A good start was everything.”

BUDDS CREEK, MD, JUNE 20 
à. yd hey say "V" is for victory, but on 
a rainy, overcast Father's Day in 
J Maryland, victory was spelled 
V-o-h-l-a-n-d, as FMF/Honda's Tallon 
Vohland used consistent riding to cap- 
ture the overall win at a rain-soaked 
round five of the 1999 AMA/Mazda 
Trucks National Championship 125cc 
MX Series, held at Budds Creek MX 
Park. 

Vohland, who has been forced to play 
second fiddle to Team SplitFire/Pro 
Circuit/Kawasaki's Ricky Carmichael 
for all of the outdoor season, put his 
wet-weather riding skills - honed from 
years of Grand Prix competition in 
Europe - to work, sailing around the 
muddy, puddle-strewn circuit in a flaw- 
less display of mud-riding prowess. 
After starting the first moto in fourth 
place, Vohland steadily and calmly 
climbed through the pack, taking over 
the lead just after the halfway point and 
charging in for the decisive moto win, 
his second of the outdoor series. In moto 
two, Vohland started in fifth place 
before eventually moving past his team- 
mate Brock Sellards and - a few laps 
later - Team Primal Impulse/Suzuki/ 
Bill's Pipes' Buddy Antunez to secure 
third - and the overall victory. Voh- 
land's win, combined with Carmichael's 
lackluster sixth-overall finish, was just 
the break the 27-year-old from Citrus 
Heights, California, was looking for as 
the series approaches the halfway point. 

"I'm very happy," said Vohland. “I 
was really waiting for this. I was a little 
bit bummed about last week (South- 
wick) in the sand - I was really expect- 
ing more out of myself and maybe put 
too much pressure on myself, crashing 
four times in that first moto. I feel like 
I'm riding so good right now. I just tell 
myself that I need to keep my work 








ethic strong. It's going to come around 
for me. This gives me a little bit more 
momentum, a little bit more motivation. 
I'm close in the points again, so I'm just 
going to keep working hard. I'll try to 
keep my discipline working for me. I 
think that the championship could be 
mine." 

Finishing in the runner-up position 
for the second week in a row was Voh- 
land's FMF/Honda teammate Brock Sel- 
lards. Sellards, who has recently put in a 
string of strong moto finishes, briefly 
inherited the lead in the first moto 
before being zapped by Vohland just 
after the halfway mark. Sellards backed 
up his strong first-moto performance 
with a solid fifth in moto two, giving the 
21-year-old from New Philadelphia, 
Ohio, second overall, matching his 
career-best. 

"It's seems like things have gone our 
way for the last couple of weekends," 
said Sellards. “All of us (the 
FMF/Honda team) have been up there. 
Hopefully, it will continue. Maybe we 
can get up there 1-2-3 from now on." 

Filling out the podium in third over- 
all was Antunez. In the first moto, 
Antunez started just inside the top 10 
and rode steadily for a solid fifth-place 
finish. The 26-year-old rider gated better 
in moto two, following KTM/FMF/ 
Thor-backed Kelly Smith through the 
first turn for an impressive second-place 
start before being dropped to fourth at 
the two-thirds mark by the rapidly 
advancing title rivals, Carmichael and 
Vohland. 

“I feel really good about today,” said 
the three-time National Arenacross 
Champion. "My Shift/Primal Impulse/ 
Bill's Pipes' Suzuki really got off the line 
well. I contribute a lot of it to the starts - 
I got two good starts. Good starts defi- 
nitely helped here in the mud." 

Finishing fourth overall was Team 
Yamaha of Troy's Casey Johnson. John- 


son got the holeshot in the first 
moto and, despite an early trip 
over the bars, held on to finish 
a strong third behind Vohland 
and Sellards. Johnson wasn’t 
quite as fortunate in the second 
moto, however, as he was one 
of the many victims of a har- 
rowing first-turn pileup. Mud- 
covered and without goggles, 
Johnson soldiered on to an 11- 
place finish. 

“After that first-turn pileup 
in the second moto, I didn't 
think I was going to be able to 
work my way up at all," said 
Johnson. "The track was one- 
lined and really muddy. I got 
going and worked up to a good 
pace, but I had to ditch my 
goggles. There's always some- 
thing that seems to keep me 
from doing a little better each 
week. I'll keep plugging away 
and I should be up there. Hopefully, I 
can go to Red Bud, get some good starts 
and put my Yamaha up on the podium 
for the first time this year." 

Rounding out the top five overall 
was Primal Impulse/Suzuki/Bill’s 
Pipes' Michael Brandes. Brandes was 
one of a handful of contenders that went 
down together in the first turn of moto 
one, and he charged steadily through 
the pack to finish eighth after being 
counted in 15th at the completion of the 
first lap. Moto two went slightly better 
for the Ukiah, California, native, who 
rode all alone for the better part of the 
moto to finish sixth. Brandes, who 
advanced from fifth to fourth in the 
Series' points, took the day in stride and 
was happy to emerge from the brutal 
conditions unscathed. 

"Today, I was just trying to survive 
out there," explained Brandes. "I didn't 
want to do anything dumb. A lot of the 
guys were real inconsistent. By staying 
consistent, I think I made up some 
points and, hopefully, that will be 
enough to move me back up in the 
standings. It was tough out there. I think 
that second moto was even harder than 
the first one. In the first moto, it wasn't 
quite as slippery. In the second moto, it 
was really one-lined and started to rut 
up more. It was a little bit tougher, but I 
hung in there, rode smart and didn't go 
down like a lot of guys. It was good. I 
made it through and survived the day." 

Two-time and defending 125cc 
National Champion Ricky Carmichael 
was sixth overall with an inconsistent 
22-1 score. Carmichael was just one of 
the many riders who got caught up in 
moto one's first-turn pileup. 

"| just got sandwiched," said 
Carmichael. “I don't know what hap- 
pened, exactly. Everybody kind of just 
closed in and I was in the middle of it 
and crashed. Then, I lost my brakes on 
the third lap and things just went down- 
hill from there." 

Finishing seventh overall was 
FMF/Honda's Danny Smith, who 
matched his career-best of fourth in the 
first moto before being caught in moto 
two's first-turn crash and finishing 16th. 
Eighth overall went to Kelly Smith, fol- 
lowed by Bromley Suzuki/ MSR/Dun- 
lop's Barry Carsten, who earned top-pri- 
vateer honors for his 6-14, ninth-overall 
ride. Next in line was Yamaha of Troy's 
Stephane Roncada, who, despite a lin- 
gering wrist injury, went 14-8 to round 
out the top 10 overall. 

With his outstanding ride at Budds 
Creek, Vohland closes to within 13 
points of Carmichael, 222-209. Sellards 
continues to hold third with 167 points. 
Brandes, who dropped from third to 
fifth at the previous round at Southwick, 











regains one spot, moving into fourth 
with 146 points. Johnson is fifth with 
137 points, followed by Team Split- 
Fire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki's Nick Wey 
in sixth with 131 points. Danny Smith is 
seventh with 106 points, Wey's SplitFire 
teammate Nathan Ramsey is eighth 
with 101 points, and Team Yamaha of 
Troy's Casey Lytle holds ninth with 99 
points. Lytle’s teammate Ernesto Fonse- 
ca rounds out the current top 10 in the 
series with 95 points. 


MOTO 1 


Johnson blasted to the first-moto 
holeshot, followed by Team Planet 
Honda/Pro Grip’s Jason McCormick, 
Danny Smith, Team Moto Planet’s Matt 
Walker and Carsten. Antunez, Vohland 
and Sellards occupied sixth, seventh and 
eighth, respectively. A first-turn pileup 
claimed a large group of riders that 
included Roncada, Brandes, Kelly Smith 
and Carmichael. Before the end of the 
first lap, Johnson would also go down 
and surrender the lead to Walker. 

“We chose not to do a parade lap,” 
explained Johnson. “I was unfamiliar 
with the puddles and the ruts in the 
back. I hit a big puddle that turned out 
to be a little deeper than I thought and I 
went over the bars.” 

Walker temporarily inherited the 
lead on lap one before pulling out of the 
moto with bike trouble, leaving 
McCormick to take over the top spot. 

Just four laps into the moto, tragedy 
also struck McCormick. 

“T had just started getting into the 
pace and, a lap or so before the halfway 
point, my bike seized,” said McCormick. 
“I felt totally comfortable and relaxed 
leading. I have no doubt that I could 
have won that moto." 

With McCormick out of the picture, 
Sellards moved into the lead, only to be 
overtaken by his teammate Vohland just 
after the halfway point. 

"Like everyone else, my front brake 
was gone by the second lap," said Sell- 
ards. “I just tried to stay up there and 
keep some speed up, but it was hard on 
those downhills, they were so slippery. 
Tallon was riding pretty good. I got by 
him early on, but he came back and got 
me." 

Vohland charged to the moto win, 
gaining a full 25 points on Carmichael, 
who finished in 22nd place. 

"| didn't even know I won," said the 
elated Vohland. “It’s unbelievable. I 
thought I got third. I was just out there 
riding around." 

Sellards was strong in second. John- 
son recovered for third and Danny 
Smith finished fourth. Fifth went to 
Antunez, followed by Carsten in sixth. 
Pro Am Racing/TMR's Matt Maximoff

finished seventh, Brandes 
was eighth and Fonseca 
was ninth. Banzai Racing's 
Thomas Hofmaster round- 
ed out the top 10.

Kelly Smith splashed to 
the second-moto holeshot, 
followed by Ramsey, who 
stuffed his front end and 
fell at the bottom of the first 
downhill, dropping him 
well out of the top 10. 
Smith took control of the 
moto and proceeded to put 
in one of his strongest-ever 
performances, leading nine 
of the moto's 12 laps before 
being finally being passed 
by Carmichael. 

"This is the first time 
I've led a moto outdoors," 
said Smith. "I'm pretty 
comfortable with the mud 
and consider myself to be a pretty good 
mud rider. It just took getting a good 
start." 

Antunez scored a great start and ran 
second before surrendering the position 
to the charging freight train of 
Carmichael and Vohland at the two- 
thirds mark. With just three laps to go, 
Carmichael made his move on Smith for 
the lead. 

"| was kind of wondering when he 
(Carmichael) was going to catch up," 
said Smith. "Looking back on the moto, 
I had actually pulled away from the 
pack on a few occasions. I crashed once, 
and they caught back up. I wasn't going 
to stress over it. I just wanted to stay on 
two wheels and get a good finish." 

Carmichael took the moto win over 
Smith, who kept his composure to finish 
a career-best second. 

"That's exactly what I wanted to do,” 
said Carmichael. “I’m really happy to 
have been able to turn a bad day into a 
good one.” 

Vohland crossed the line for third - 
and the overall win. Antunez held on 
for fourth, followed by Sellards in fifth. 
Brandes was sixth, Freestate Cycles/ 
Xtreme’s Kevin Crine was seventh and 
Roncada finished eighth. Ninth went to 
Team Moto-XXX's Travis Preston, fol- 
lowed by TMR/Thor-backed Yamaha 
rider James Povolny in 10th. CN

y the time the Drag Specialties- 
Ie presented AMA Grand National 
Dirt Track Series headed to West 


Virginia Motor Speedway for round five 
of the 21-round Grand National Cham- 
pionship chase, Corbin Racing's Rich 
King was already beginning to question 
his decision to leave his trusty Honda 
RS750s behind and make the switch to 
Harley-Davidson XR750s for the '99 sea- 
son. Through three rounds of racing on 
the big twins, the 36-year-old King had 
yet to find a way to cope with his new 
equipment, which arguably represented 
a step backward in technology from the 
overhead-cammed, four-valve Hondas 
that have carried him into contention for 
the coveted AMA Grand National num- 
ber-one plate in each of the past three 
seasons. 

But 25 clean, dominant laps were all 
it took for the Iowan to change his mind 
and sing the praises of the venerable XR, 
as he claimed his seventh career Grand 
National victory at Mineralwells and left 
the competition wondering if they 
would be able to cope with the "new 
King." 

Simple as it may sound, the win was 
the result of a lot of hard work on the 
part of King and the Corbin Racing/H- 
D of Waterloo/SuperTrapp crew. Tuner 
Sam Wessley rolled a brand-new 
machine out of the barn for King to try 
on the red-clay West Virginia half mile, 
and King was instantly fast aboard the 
bike, winning the third-fastest heat race 
of the night for a direct transfer to the 
main event. When the green light 
flashed for the 18-rider feature, King 
tucked in behind reigning Grand 
National Champion Scott Parker for 
four laps as the field sorted itself out. A 
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low move in turns one and two gave 
King the lead, and from there he set sail, 
leaving Parker, former title holders 
Chris Carr and Jay Springsteen and 
heavy pre-race favorite Kevin Atherton 
in his dust. The game Parker tried to 
retaliate early, only to drop back and fall 
prey to both Carr and Atherton before 
Steve Faraci's checkered flag waved. 
Carr valiantly tried to make up ground 
on King, but he, too, was unsuccessful, 
and King continued to hold court to the 
finish. Simple. 

"God, this feels good," a jubilant 
King said afterward. "I didn't know if 
this day would ever come - me winning 
on a Harley. This win is almost as good 
as my first win. This really gets me 
excited for the rest of the year." 

For the H-D of Sacramento/Phoenix 
Racing/Big Valley Ford-sponsored Carr, 
Mineralwells represented another solid 
podium finish, the kind that adds up 
when the championship title is on the 
line late in the season. The '92 series 
winner, who now calls Fleetwood, 
Pennsylvania, home, diced hard with 
archrival Parker after getting off the line

third. The two old foes went at it tooth 
and nail - which only served to aid King 
in his escape - and Carr was able to get 
the better of Parker after they raced side 
by side down the front straightaway for 
several circuits. The vanquishing move 
came on the outside in turns one and 
two just before the halfway flags were 
shown to the field. After that, Carr and 
his Kenny Tolbert-tuned XR pulled 
away from Parker but had far too little 
too late to reel in King. Carr wound up a 
creditable second, some 16 bike lengths 
behind the winner. 

“Rich was hooked up," Carr said. “I 
am pleased with another podium finish, 
but Rich had it dialed. It took me a 
while to get by Scotty, and if I had done 
that sooner, then I might have gotten 
Rich. I could go good for a while and it 
seemed like I could gain on him, but in 
the end I couldn't seem to make any 
headway. Another day, another podi- 
um. I'll take 21 of those all year.” 

Although he couldn't share in King's 
enthusiasm, Atherton generated at least 
a little excitement of his own. Practically 
left for dead at the starting line, the 











resurgent 28-year-old Michigander kept 
his Tom Cummings Racing Harley- 
Davidson in the hunt, and almost pulled 
off a heart-stopping split of both King 
and Springsteen as the field began to 
sort out through three and four on the 
opening lap. After battling with Spring- 
steen for fourth in the early and middle 
stages of the main, Atherton uncorked 
some fast ones from lap 20 to the finish. 
In those five circuits, he managed to 
come from way behind and suck up 
Parker by squaring it off inside the 
champ in turns one and two to take the 
final podium spot. It didn't come with- 
out a price, however, as Atherton once 
again left the treacherous track with an 
injury after sticking his foot in one of the 
many holes that pocked the surface in 
both sets of corners. 

“I needed that second (place),” 
Atherton said. “Those guys were split- 
tin', and I couldn't get it figured out. It 
was dusty, and I was just in a position 
where Springer got by me and those 
guys all got away. It was so hard to see,

but once they got away from me, I could 
see. Before that, I couldn't. I jammed my 
foot in a hole out there... you know... 
same bullshit. Third sucks, and so does 
second. Rich was gone." 

The Harley-Davidson/HOG /Fick 
Excavating-backed Parker didn't have 
the best of days at Mineralwells, but 
even so, he appeared to be destined for 
the podium for most of the feature. The 
37-year-old Michigander got a monster 
holeshot on his Bill Werner-tuned facto- 
ry beast and looked to be the man. Even 
when King went by for the lead, Parker 
appeared to be in control, far from fran- 
tic in his efforts to stay with the Iowan. 
It just wasn't to be, though, as Parker 
lost touch with King by lap eight while 
he and Carr began to slug it out for sec- 
ond place. Once Carr was gone, Parker 
maintained his same cadence, only to 
get pipped by Atherton in the late 
going. It was no big deal, according to 
the champion, and he should know. 
Nine titles and 92 wins haven't come 
without a host of fourth-place finishes, 
or worse, in each championship drive. 

"They were going faster," Parker 


deadpanned, then smiled. “To be hon- 
est, I really thought that I had Rich cov- 
ered. Then he just started pulling away, 
and I couldn't keep pace. I really felt 
comfortable out there. Rich just kept 
going and going. I ran where I wanted 
to run out there. I couldn't find any lines 
that were better than what I had." 

As for ol' Springer, it was just anoth- 
er day at the office for the 42-year-old 
three-time champion. His Jim Kelly- 
motored, Joe Bisha-prepped Bartels' 
Harley-Davidson XR never faltered 
throughout the feature - heck, even the 
brakes worked right. After battling with 
Atherton early, Springsteen was content 
to go into cruise mode, far ahead of the 
sixth-place battle that included Geo 
Roeder, Kenny Coolbeth and Joe Kopp. 
Springsteen's performance was reminis- 
cent of a Sunday drive, and it literally 
almost was, something the outspoken 
veteran was quick to point out after the 
event, which concluded near the witch- 
ing hour after a frustrating day in which 
the race track had to be prepared twice 
to be made raceable. 

“It was okay," Springsteen said. “But 
we should have started practice at about 
6:30 p.m. instead of being here at 11 a.m. 
and then not getting the track done until 
6 p.m. That's ridiculous. There would 
still have been plenty of time to get the 
fans into the pits early to see us. It's the 
same old thing. Anyway, I put a tooth 
on for the main, because I thought it 
was going to be fast down low. Then I 
saw all those guys going fast around the 
top, and I had to get up there. That just 
flattened her out a little too early is all. It 
was fast, but I didn't quite have enough 
with that tooth on to make it to the end 
of the straightaway." 

King's win gave his points tally a 
serious shot in the arm, and he now 
finds himself in at least a bit more of a 
familiar position in the points race while 
still getting acquainted with his new 
hogs. The as-of-yet-winless Carr leads 
the field with 86, gaining a couple on 
Parker, who has dropped into a tie with 
Springfield Mile winner Atherton on 68 
points. With one win each, King, Spring- 
steen and Will Davis follow, with 65, 54 
and 49, respectively. Young Bryan 
Bigelow is displaying veteranlike con- 
sistency, and he sits seventh, with 44, as 
does road racer/dirt tracker Nicky Hay- 
den, who was off racing the Loudon, 
New Hampshire, round of the MBNA 
Superbike Series. Roeder is ninth, with 
35 points, one ahead of Mike Hacker. 


HEATS 


Saddlemen Racing /Lancaster H- 
D/Dodge Brothers' Kevin Varnes took 
control of the first heat, with Carr, TLC 
Racing's Chris Evans and Team 
Undo/Donahue Harley-Davidson's 
Brett Landes giving chase, but Harley- 
Davidson of Missouri/Dave Burks 
Motorsports' Kenny Coolbeth found the 
high line to his liking and used it to 
square off turn four and dive under 
both Varnes and Carr for the lead. One 
lap later, Varnes caught his foot in one 
of the craters in turn one and nearly got 
sucked off his motorcycle. Almost 
appearing as if he was unsure of 
whether or not to continue, Varnes got 
back on the gas to salvage the transfer 
with a third-place finish. Carr, mean- 
while, had all he could handle with 
Coolbeth, the 1993 Rookie of the Year 
pulling clear and taking the heat-race 
win. 

"| got a little sideways and lit it up 
off the start," the soft-spoken Coolbeth 
said. "It was the first heat, and there was 
still a lot of moisture in the track. But I 
just felt good. Now all I've got to do is 
get a good start in the main and get it 
on."

Heat two might as well have been 
renamed heat 401K, as the soon-to-retire 
Parker, and Morehead - who swears he 
is going to retire, someday - shot away 
from the field and attempted to settle 
things between themselves. Team 1-800- 
FASTHOG’s Mike Hacker kept the age 
level somewhat in balance by running a 
close third, right behind the two veter- 
ans, as the three put several lengths on 
the next-closest man, USC Racing/Lan- 
caster Harley-Davidson's Bryan 
Bigelow: Morehead and Parker got real 
intimate as they pushed through turn 
one on the second lap, with Morehead 
pulling ahead by an elbow and then 
clearing the champ as they hit the back 
stretch. But Parker wasn’t through yet, 
and after getting wild in turns one and 
two on lap three, he gathered it up, ran 
down Morehead and made an attempt 
at the pass on the low side in one and 
two. That try failed, but rolling around 
the top in the same bends on the next 
lap proved to be the recipe for success. 
Parker then honked out to a six-length 
lead by the finish, with Morehead land- 
ing second and Hacker hanging right in 
there for third. 

“He (Morehead) had a good second 
lap and got underneath me and rolled,” 
Parker said. “I was tentative there for a 
lap or two, but I found a couple of lines, 
got hooked up, rolled in on him and 
pulled away a little. The track’s better 
than what we had earlier, but I don’t 
know why they can’t be like that when 
we get here. Why does it always have to 
be like that (poor condition)? Why? That 





shit should be done when we get here.” 

Heat three belonged to Atherton 
from start to finish. No question. The 
Michigander simply outclassed his pur- 
suers, Schaeffer's Harley-Davidson/KK 
Motorcycle Supply's Geo Roeder II, 
Springsteen, Team Powell/Sunoco Race 
Fuels' J.R. Schnabel and Gardner Rac- 
ing/Walters Brothers H-D's Dan Stan- 
ley, the last of these really pushing the 
high line to the extreme in an attempt to 
move up, to no avail. The field simply 
strung out, Atherton moving toward a 
half-straightaway lead while Roeder 
stayed in front of Springer and Schnabel 
fell out of range for a possible transfer 
spot. That's how they finished. Even 
with wasted time in the form of a 
straightawaylong wheelie down the 
back chute, Atherton tripped the clock 
in four minutes, 16.949 seconds - almost 
three seconds faster than Coolbeth's sec- 
ond-fastest heat time. 

“Just havin’ fun,” Atherton said. "I 
was so upset early in the day, thinking 
that this was going to be a piece-of-shit 
race track. Our number-one priority at 
these things should be to have a good 
race track. Luckily they got out the 
water truck and made it into a good 
track - not as good as it should be, but 
good. Still, I like coming here, and I 
think that you'll see an exciting main 
event.” 

King unwittingly offered the fans a 
preview of things to come when he ran 
away with the fourth and final heat race. 
The Iowan barked off the line and set 
sail, with H-D of. Missouri/Burks 





Motorsport's Joe Kopp, DPC Racing/ 
Harley-Davidson of Dallas' Willie 
McCoy giving chase. Eaken Racing's 
Will Davis was forced to scramble to 
make up for a bad start, as was Saddle- 
men Racing/Lancaster H-D/Dodge 
Brothers' Dan Butler. Davis rolled under 
McCoy for third in turns three and four 
on lap two, with McCoy coming back 
and retaking the spot temporarily before 
Davis could make it stick on lap three. 
Meanwhile, Butler appeared to be in 
charge mode. He shot under McCoy in 
three and four on lap four and was 
quickly knocking on Davis' door. Butler 
then skittered underneath Davis going 
into turn one and took the transfer spot 
away. At the finish, it was King, fol- 
lowed by Kopp and Butler. 

"That felt good," King said. "After 
they worked on the track for... it was 
only about four hours, wasn't it? I don't 
know if the track will last all main. I 
think it'll be smooth enough, but I think 
that the guy that wins it will be on the 
bales. I'm just going to get a holeshot 
and not look back. We're gaining on 
‘em. It feels better, but I guess you 
would say that after you win." 

Davis was disappointed to have to 
ride a semi. It would get worse. 


SEMIS 


As usual, the three eight-lap semis 
provided the nontransferring riders 
with three options: Get first, get second 
or get in the truck. Unfortunately for 
KK/DeFrank Autobody/Jeanine Ray- 
burn-backed David Rayburn, he never 
got to exercise any of those, as he 
crashed heavily in turn one. Down for 
several minutes, Rayburn was trans- 
ported to Camden Clark Memorial Hos- 
pital, where he was treated and 
released. Expect him to be back in action 
at the Lima Half Mile. K&N/Progres- 
sive Suspension/White Brothers' Jason 
Sentell was first off the mark and into 
the lead on the restart, followed by 
Schnabel and Mike Varnes. Sentell 
appeared to have the field covered until 
his bike started shedding pieces of its 
exhaust system. Despite the potential 
danger, Sentell was not black-flagged, 
although the snafu allowed both Schn- 
abel and Varnes to close in; setting up 
for a wild last corner. Varnes took to the 
high side of Sentell and Schnabel 
dropped low, the three coming onto the 
front straightaway three wide. Varnes 
took the win. Schnabel was the odd man 
out, along with the rest of the field. 

The second semi featured another 
three-rider battle. Bartels' Harley-David- 
son's Shaun Russell jumped out front, 
but Gardner Racing/Wiebler's Harley- 
Davidson's Davey Camlin was all over 
the Californian. The two traded the lead 
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before Russell took it for good in turn 
one on lap four. Camlin then had the 
misfortune of being jumped by a close- 
following Evans off turn four and down 
the front chute as they went by the 
white flag. Russell won, with Evans 
holding off Camlin for the transfer. 

Davis could have been considered 
the favorite to take the third semi, but 
he once again found himself playing 
catch-up as friendly rivals Bigelow and 
Stylemaster Custom Motorcycles’ Steve 
Beattie decided to hammer on each 
other for the win. Beattie got the 
holeshot and led for two laps before he 
and Bigelow swapped positions about 
three times off turn four in a single lap. 
Davis was catching the front-runners, 
but he couldn’t make headway fast 
enough. Bigelow led the last half of the 
semi, with Beattie claiming second. 
Davis, who had won the Mineralwells 
Half Mile for the past two years in a 
row, found himself one spot out of the 
big show with no chances left. The 18- 
rider field was set. 


H-D SPORTSTER PERFORMANCE 
NATIONAL 


Although there are still several 
events yet to be contested, the run for 
the Harley-Davidson Sportster Perfor- 
mance Series Championship is quickly 
turning into a four-horse race, as the 
same quartet of riders seems to be on or 
near the podium when the checkered 
flag falls on. one of the 12-lap support 
series features. That held true at Miner- 
alwells, where Bartels’ Harley-David- 
son/ Miller Electric’s Shaun Russell, 
DPC Racing's Willie McCoy, Mitchell's 
Modesto H-D/Rogers & Lake Racing’s 
Gary Rogers and Howell’s H-D/Finish 
Line Technologies’ Rob Miller all 
appeared to be capable of claiming vic- 
tory. 

dorama for Miller, the wheels 
came off his main-event bid in the first 
Sportster heat, as he attempted to stave 
off the challenges of Russell. Miller was 
on the gas and coming off turn four 
when he caught a rut in the track and 
was launched into a vicious high-side 
right in front of Russell, bringing out the 
red flag. Dazed, Miller slowly made it to 
his feet and walked off the track under 
his own power, but both his motorcycle 
and his hopes of remaining in the thick 
of the championship chase left the event 
in dire need of repair. 

“That rut bit me quick,” Miller said. 
“I was supposed to come here and not 
do that. I hurt all over, but at least I’m 
not being hospitalized. The way I look 
at it, you can only screw up bad once all 
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season and still get the championship. I 
just used up my one time." 

Upon the restart, Russell wound up 
chasing Mitchell's Modesto H-D rider 
Nate "Gator" Wait to the flag. 

Heat two saw two more of the major 
players dice hard for six laps, as McCoy 
and Rogers pulled away from the rest of 
the pack and flew in formation around 
the semibanked track. Rogers appeared 
to be carrying more speed, and he care- 
fully measured McCoy before diving 
underneath him and taking the lead in 
turn one on the last lap. McCoy tried to 
regain the lead by cutting downtrack 
and running low off of turn four, but 
Rogers would not be denied. 

After the first two heats, the third 
and final six-lapper was anticlimactic. 
Skip Fordyce H-D/Bieffe/Motul's Billy 
Martin ran down Widman H-D/Jim 
Wagner/K&N rider Brian Kromroy on 
lap four and took the lead until the fin- 
ish. Moroney’s H-D/Saddlemen rider 
Jason Fletcher ran second at the wire. 

Wait launched ahead of the 17-rider 
pack at the start of the main, only to 
show the pack the entire left side of his 
motorcycle, as he slewed sideways 
uncontrollably in the middle of turns 
one and two. The Californian managed 
to gather it up, but his bid for the win 
was over, his Harley having thrown its 
chain. 

Russell picked up where Wait left off, 
grabbing the lead and attempting to run 
away, but a pack containing McCoy, 
Martin and Rogers took off with him. 
Rogers first disposed of Martin by get- 
ting underneath him as they rumbled 
off turn two on the second lap, and he 
had the low line working again as he 
picked off McCoy in turn three for the 
second spot on lap four. But McCoy 
repassed Rogers again by lap eight. 

Meanwhile, there was considerable 
dicing going on in the battle for seventh, 
behind TCR’s Paul Bergstrom, as Lan- 
caster H-D’s Randy Texter, Dale’s H- 
D/The Wrench-backed James Hart/ 
Widman H-D’s Tom McGrane Jr. and 
BADDAR Racing’s George Richtmeyer 
ran so close that they could have been 
blanketed. Hart would ultimately claim 
the spot, followed by McGrane and 
Richtmeyer. Lady Expert Michelle DiS- 
alvo wound up 10th on her Mitchell’s 
Modesto-backed 883. Texter dropped to 
12th, behind Real McCoy’s/Sundance 
Racing’s Yuhiko Hirao. ; 

Up front, Russell was well in control 
of the race, as he held a five-length lead. 
The second-placed McCoy closed up the 
gap, cutting it to two lengths by the fin- 
ish, but Russell took the win and, with 
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(Left) Springsteen nearly threw it away after slipping into a hairy slide early in the main 
event. He gathered it up and traded the fourth spot with Atherton a couple times before 
cruising to fifth.

Rogers finishing third, the series points 
lead as well. Russell now leads Rogers, 
76-74. McCoy is third with 63, and 
Miller is fourth, with 44. More impor- 
tant for Russell, the race marked the first 
of what he hopes will be many National 
wins in the class this season. 

“Someone told me I was going to win 
before the race started,” Russell said. “I 
just got a good start and then Gator 
messed up in front of me - that scared 
me. I got out front and felt good, then I 
started making some mistakes and was 
like, "Man, I gotta get it together.’ But I 
can't complain. With help from Bartels’ 
and Miller, and with Jack Bounds and 
Tim Humphries working on the thing, 
all I have to do is just ride it.”

Atherton was probably the even- 
money bet as he used his first pick of 
starting positions to line up third from 
the inside pole on the front row. Roeder 
was lined up to his left, with Carr on the 
bottom. Parker, King and Coolbeth lined 
up to Atherton’s right. When the green 
light flashed, Parker squirted off the line 
and took the point, with Carr falling to 
second and King to third. Springsteen 
and Morehead looked like magnets of 
the same polarity as they launched off 
the second row, Springer propelling for- 
ward with the front trio, while More- 
head shot backward at an alarming rate. 
While it didn’t make him happy, More- 
head’s eventual 16th-place finish was 
easily explained later. 

“I took too much gear off, trying to 
lug it around, and it just wouldn't pull 
it,” Morehead said. “The rider made a 
dumb call, is the best way to put it." 

Up front, King shadowed Parker, 
with Carr doing the same. Atherton was 
already fourth, setting up on the high 
line and powersliding his Tom Cum- 
mings-tuned XR from before the apexes 
in the turns while Parker, King and Carr 
preferred to roll them. Springer chose to 
dive-bomb to the bottom at the 
entrances to turns one and three, and he 
managed to give himself one hell of a 
scare in the early going. 

"I was going all right until I about 
tossed it coming off turn four," Spring- 
steen said. "It reminded me of ice racing 
- it was so far sideways, it was skippin’ 
the front wheel off the ground. It stayed 
hung out there long enough for me to 
think, ‘Uh-oh, this is gonna hurt.'" 

King slipped past Parker on lap four, 
with Carr still running third. Atherton 
rim-rode past an obviously recovered 
Springsteen for fourth one lap later. 
King had three lengths on Parker by lap 





six, with Carr about that far behind 
Parker as well. Atherton appeared to be 
dropping back, and Springsteen retook 
the fourth spot on lap seven. 

Roeder was alone in sixth, and he too 
almost hit the deck after catching a hole 
in what was already a treacherous turn 
one. Worse than that, Roeder says he 
was running practically blind. 

“I couldn't see anything out there,” 
Roeder said. "It (the track conditions) 
was uncalled for. A race like this is what 
ended Carroll Resweber's career. I just 
got up as high as I could, and I'm happy 
with sixth. I just thought Atherton was 
gonna smoke everyone." 

Further behind Roeder, the younger 
generation was battling it out. Behind 
the freight train of seventh- and eight- 
placed H-D of Missouri teammates 
Coolbeth and Kopp, Mike Varnes, Beat- 
tie, Russell, Hacker and Bigelow had 
managed to create a traffic jam in the 
middle of the field as they slugged it out 
for ninth place. That battle continued to 
rage until the five-lap sign before the 
pack strung out, with Hacker and 
Varnes finally coming forward to claim 
the ninth and 10th positions, respective- 
ly. Afterward, both riders were fairly 
analytical about their performances, and 
both felt they could have done better. 

“I wish I'd had a better start,” Hacker 
said. "The first four laps I couldn't see a 
thing, and then I got calmed down and 
started passing people. My bike worked 
good. Me and (tuner) Mike Wheeler are 
really starting to work together good. 
I'm happy about that." 

“I think I needed to use a little more 
throttle control," Bigelow said. "If you 
looked back there, you could see that 
the guy at the front would get sideways, 
and the guy behind him was more side- 
ways, and the guy behind that guy was 
even more sideways. It was so hard to 
pass out there. I just followed Hacker 
around. He showed me some good 
lines. He did my dirty work." 

Carr and Parker ran side by side on 
laps 11 and 12, with Carr finally shoot- 
ing by Parker and taking over second 
place at the halfway flags. 

“He bobbled in turn one, and I finally 
got a run on him off.of two,” Carr said. 
“I just put it off into three where I need- 
ed to be." 

By then, Carr says, King was already 
just about unreachable. Carr put his 
head down anyway, and he gave it his 
best shot. 

Meanwhile, Atherton was still trying 
to get the track figured out. He finally 
did, and then he started coming after 
Parker, catching his former Harley fac- 


tory teammate by lap 20, running in his 
wake from laps 20 to 22, and then mak- 
ing the move for third in turns one and 
two. 

“I seen I was catching him, and I 
picked up some new lines and put my 
head down,” Atherton said. “Third 
sucks. Rich was gone, and that’s good to 
see. He was riding the way that I 
thought only Parker and I did, which 
shows you what he is capable of. I think 
we're going to make a run at it (the 
championship). We’re finishing well 
every week.” 

That left Parker pretty much alone to 
finish the race in fourth place. 

“Kevin was coming under me and 
squaring it off in one and two, and he 
was killing me,” Parker said. “I was 
going high and following those guys up 
there, and I just couldn’t quite hold him 
off. So it happens, and you get over it 
and you get ‘em next week. End of 
story.” 

Yet despite his not being the center of 
the attention, King was the first to see 
the checkered flag, and he celebrated by 
pumping his right fist in the air after he 
crossed the line ahead of Carr, Atherton 
and Parker, with Springsteen still hang- 
ing in there for fifth. 

“I was racing with Parker, but I 
thought that Chris was going to come 
up there and get in the thick of things," 
King said. "Then they started racing 
each other and heated their tires up. 
When I was racing with Parker, I was 
still trying to keep my tire cool. 

“I really owe this to Sam. He's a big 
asset to the team," King continued. 
"Part of our problem was that we had a 
motorcycle that was put together by 
someone else, and we had a setup that 
we thought was close, so we didn't want 
to get away from that. But with the new 
bike, we didn't need that setup. This 
new bike runs hard. I'll tell you, it is a 
lot harder to run eighth or ninth than it 
is to win. Before we got here, I told Sam 
that I would be happy just to run in the 
top five. He told me, ‘Rich, we're going 
there to win.” 

You gotta love it when a plan comes 
together. CN

Briefly... 


Female Pro-Am rider Stephanie Welch was seen attending the Miner- 
alwells Half Mile-- with a cast on her arm. Just 15 points away from turn- 
ing Expert, the 16-year-old crashed at the Indy Mile warmup for the 
upcoming AMA Grand Championships for Amateurs and Pro-Sport riders, 
aggravating an injury that was already there thanks to a crash in Lake 
Mills, Wisconsin, last September. "| had to have surgery,” Welch said. 
"They reattached the main ligament that holds the ball of the shoulder in 
place. They said mine was 75- or 80-percent detached." Welch will be out 
four months. In the meantime, Tom McGrane Jr. will be filling in for 
Welch on her Widman's Harley-Davidson 883. 


Popular low-buck privateer Dale Jenneman thinks that he has his prob- 
Jems. sorted out. Jenneman, who often manages to accomplish a lot with 
the least amount of equipment in the pits, has struggled since making the 
Switch to a single-shock chassis, and he has been tearing his hair out try- 
ing to find the answer why. "We just got behind on technology." the 
Nebraskan said. "We knew that we were making enough horsepower, but 
we couldn't get it to the ground. When we first started with the single- 
shock. there were about 10 different ones available. Now we have the 
same C&J. that everyone else has, and | like it. It already feels better." 
Jenneman struggled again at Mineralwells, however, placing sixth in the 
third semi and missing the show. 


Speaking of missing the show, Will Davis probably had the most heart- 
wrenching time at. Mineralwells. After standing on top of the podium for 
the last two straight years, the North Carolinian found himself without a 
ticket into the main event after placing third in the third semi. "| couldn't 
get off the line all night,” Davis said> "I was fast enough all night. | don't 
know, l' guess | just ain't missed enough meals lately. Maybe if | go hungry 
for three or four days, that'll get me motivated.” 


Earlier in the day, Will Davis was optimistic that he would continue to 
move toward: the top of the series standings despite'not having landed on 
the podium since his win at the Daytona Short Track. "| would have been 
on the box at Hagerstown," Davis said. "But for a flat tire, we've been 
right there. | don't see where we've had any problems. What happened at 
Springfield was because of my own dumb decisions. | feel like we're just 
starting to go racing. and we've got a lot of racing yet to do." 


In case you missed it, Bill Werner is.no longer the.only Harley-Davidson 
factory mechanic in the pits these days, as Craig Lager has been hired 
on to assist Werner and, ultimately, take over wrench duties for the facto- 
ry dirt track racing program. "The reality-of it.is that | am not going to be 
here forever," Werner said last week at the rained-out Plymouth: Short 
Track. "So we've decided to bring someone in that | can show what I've 
learned through the years, all the little tricks, so that when ! do finally 
retire, this program. can keep going forward." While Werner didn't. come 
out and say it, speculation is that Lager has been brought in to do more 
than just assist Werner. With Scott Parker's retirement at the end of the 
season, the possibility exists that both Werner and Lager will each have a 
new rider to work with next season. The 12-time Grand National title-win- 
ning mechanic was even more elusive.as to who those riders might be. 





Holes, holes and more holes: Willie McCoy was one of the first riders 
to realize that the West Virginia Motor Speedway was breaking up in the 
turns when he stuffed his foot in a. hole in the very first practice, forcing 
him to pulling in and grab the ice bag out of his cooler to place on his 


swollen knee. "It's rough out there," McCoy said. "I just put my foot 
down, and the next thing | know. I just. about spun around in a 360. | 
thought it ripped my leg right off." Brett Landes did the same, tweaking 
his left ankle to an unknown extent. “I'm afraid to take my boot off and 
look," Landes said. Kevin Varnes was ultimately forced to pull off the 
track in the main event, as the jamming that he had suffered in-his heat 
race proved to be too painful for him to continue. Varnes was credited 
with a last-place finish in the feature. 





Brett Landes also announced that Team Undo has taken on a new 
crew member. D.J. Foster will be assisting tuner Rick Canode as 
well as taking a greater role in the work on Team Undo's SuperTracker 
equipment. 


Although nobody has officially given’ it the name, the Scott Parker 
farewell tour continued at Mineralwells, with the nine-time champion 
taking part-in the opening ceremonies by parading the: American flag 
around the track on his factory Harley during the singing of the National 
Anthem. 


While the advent of the SuperTrapp SuperTracker series and the loosen- 
ing of the technical rules in the Harley-Davidson Sportster Performance 
Series have opened up. uncharted technical waters for the riders and 
mechanics in dirt track racing, dirt track technology at the Grand 
National level has continued to evolve, if ever so slowly. Almost like. the 
mountain-bike market, the boom of different and unique single-shock sus- 
pension frames that.could be found in the pits over the past two seasons 
has scaled back, with most all of the top riders using. the same C&J. Rac- 
ing Frames unit. According to Bill Werner, suspension setup; not chassis 
setup, holds the keys to success. "Its all in the suspension;" Werner 
said. "| honestly haven't gotten any significant gains out of the motors in 
years. So it's all in the suspension and how it interacts with the degree of 
flex in the chassis, the rigidity of the chassis, and how compliant it is for 
the different tracks. Sometimes you get it right and. you annihilate every- 
body, and sometimes you're off and you get beat." 





But suspension performance itself is rather subjective, according to 
Gardner Racing head wrench Greg Crow, who tunes the bikes ridden by 
Davey Camlin and Dan Stanley. Each rider has a feeling for what feels 
best and what changes work best. "We might change the clamps or take 
some of the preload out of our bikes," Crow said, pointing to the things 
that he looks at first. "With Davey's bike, we have been playing with ride 
heights a lot, because he likes his chassis to be bit lower. Then, when you 
start playing with ride heights, that changes all your angles quite a bit and 
you have to start all over. " 


Ride height seems to be an important factor, according to both Harley- 
Davidson mechanic Kenny Tolbert and Saddlemen Racing's Johnny 
Goad. "Chris (Carn is a low-ride-height guy, but that's because he's got 
short legs," Tolbert said. "Now | would think that a Michael Varnes or a 
Geo Roeder ll would be high-ride-height riders, maybe even use a highboy 
chassis to change the weight arotind for them. Banked tracks make a dif- 
ference, and new tires can make a difference, too." Goad agreed. “I 
change the ride heights a lot,” he said. "If we're on the groove, | like to 
make the swingarms steeper. On a cushion, | set ít so that the ride height 
is lower. And if you. change the tires, then that makes you change the 
stuff all around again." With three brands of tires - Goodyear, Continental 
and Maxxis - seeming to find favor with the teams right now, that can 
make things even more complicated.. "We've tried them all," Goad said. 
"But when it comes time to go racing, we almost always go back to the 
Goodyears. " 
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Alex Criville 
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or the past five years, Spaniard Alex Criv- 
ille (pronounced Cree-vee-yay, with the 
accent on the third syllable which rhymes 
with “pay”) has been the second most 
successful rider in the premier 500cc class 
of Grand Prix racing. If you listen closely 
to the cheers in the background on the 
Grand Prix telecasts from Spain, you can hear the huge 


crowds chanting “Cree-vee-yay! Cree-vee-yay!” He 
comes from a country where GP motorcycle racing out- 
draws Formula One by a huge margin in not only spec- 
tator attendance, but also in television coverage and 
general popularity. His name is a household word, on 
par with the names of Spain's top soccer players, bull- 
fighters and tennis players. 

When you talk about Alex Criville in Spain, it is like 
talking about Mark McGwire or Sammy Sosa in the 
U.S.A. If the quiet and incredibly intense 29-year-old 
from the northern mountain town of Seva (in the semi- 


autonomous Barcelona region) manages to win the 
500cc World Championship, his name will take on an 
almost Jordanesque resonance in the planet's most 
rabid motorcycling nation. 

Criville still lives in his hometown of Seva and is 
accompanied to the Grands Prix by his girlfriend, Ana 
Nogue. The only real trophy of his success is a big, red 
Ferrari that he rarely drives. His hobbies are trials rid- 
ing and horseback riding. In addition to a rigid workout 
schedule, he also frequently trains at the Kenny Roberts 
Training Ranch at the Circuit of Catalunya. 

When he is at the races, he is either in his motorhome 
or in his pit working with crew chief Giles Biggot and 
the rest of his close-knit Repsol Honda team. He is con- 
stantly besieged by the Spanish press corps, but his 
answers to their questions are usually so guarded as to 
make for poor copy. 

Shortly after his win in Mugello, I heard a Spanish 
reporter ask him: "Alex, did you feel going into the last 
lap that this was your race to win and that you felt that 
you had to beat Biaggi at home to show him that you 
were the new ‘jefe’ (‘boss’) in 500? Did you say to your- 





-self when you went into that last corner, ‘Max, if you 


don't leave the door open, I'm going to kick it open?" 

To which he replied, rubbing his chin and looking 
toward the ceiling of the media center, considering the 
question carefully, "Si." 

You can imagine how exciting the story was in the 
Barcelona papers. 

Before you jump to the wrong conclusion about 
Spanish journalism, I add that all of us in the Spanish 
press (myself included; I lived in Spain for 27 years and 
still spend half the year there) are so:in tune with our 
riders, and with what they feel, that we are expected 
and in some way truly "authorized" by the riders them- 
selves to act not as stenographers but as spokesmen for 
the quiet and very serious men who race Grand Prix 
motorcycles under Spanish license. 

There could never be a rider in Spain with the per- 
sonality of a Max Biaggi, because Spain would not have 
it. There could never be a Spanish Valentino Rossi, 
dressing up like Robin Hood or taking The Famous 
Chicken for a ride on the victory lap. The Spanish enjoy 
Biaggi for the Roman that he is, and they love Rossi, the 
paddock brat who is becoming a charming young 
superstar. The Spanish people love to hear the Ameri- 
can riders talk about “backin’ it in," “pushing the front" 
and "spinnin' it up,” and to read Mick Doohan's amus- 
ing opinions of Baiggi, but there is an unwritten code of 
conduct for Spanish riders which requires a severe bear- 
ing and few, carefully chosen words. 

So this interview took a little more time, and a tape 
recorder. 

A question that Criville has been asked repeatedly 
since Mick Doohan's big crash during qualifying for the 
Spanish Grand Prix in early May is how he feels about 
being under the pressure of being the championship 
leader. 

Speaking in Spanish in the quiet of his huge blue- 
grey motorhome in the Mugello paddock following his 
third straight win of the season, Criville smiled, looked 
at the ceiling while rubbing the underside of his chin 
with the first knuckle of his left hand, and said, "That's 
a question that is hard to answer without sounding like 
I am dismissing my rivals, which I am not, but the 
answer is simple. For the last five years, since 1994, I 
have shared a garage with Mick Doohan and because of 
that I have had big pressure from up close. I respect all 
my rivals, and coming into this race I was more worried 
about Kenny Roberts than about Max Biaggi, but today 
it was Biaggi who pushed me. Sure, there is pressure for 
the rider who leads the championship and pressure on 
the rider who leads the works HRC team, but for me, 
the real pressure came from Mick Doohan. Racing is 
really about living with pressure, and if you are a team- 
mate to the best rider in the world, you either accept 
your place as number two or you set your sights on him 
and pressure yourself to beat him. In the beginning, 








when I joined HRC, they called me the third rider 
and I don’t think Mick was worried about me, but 
when I started getting closer to Mick on qualifying 
times and finishing on the podium, the feeling changed. 
By 1996 I was determined to beat him at least once.” 


In 1996 you beat him not once but twice in a row, 

in Austria and the Czech Republic. How did 
Doohan take that? 

(He smiles, glances at the ceiling, exhales sharply 

and says, “Ha estado muy pero muy enfadado.” In 
English: “He was really, but I mean really, angry.”) 
These two races were rough and wild. I had decided that 
there was no use trying to pass Mick early and make a 
break because I had tried that before, so I was deter- 
mined to match his pace and then have a go on the last 
lap. In both races he mixed up the pace a bit, speeding 
up and slowing down, but there was no one else with 
us, so I hung there and waited for the last lap and then 
made my move. It worked in both places and Mick was 
angry. In Brno (Czech Republic), it was so close (.002 of 
a second, the closest 500cc GP finish ever recorded) that 
I wasn't sure I had won until I came into the garage 
under the podium. I didn't manage to beat him again 
that year, but from then on I knew that I could. 


Just knowing that you could, on a given day, beat 

the best rider in the world must have changed the 
way you thought about racing. After all, you come 
from a country that has never produced a 500cc con- 
tender and you come from the classic Spanish school 
of racing, starting with the Solo Moto Criterium for 
80cc street bikes and then running the GPs in the 80, 
125 and 250cc classes. This is the school that everyone 


said was not the right path to 500cc GP. The 500cc - 


class was the domain of Americans and Australians, 
and the Europeans who had worked their way up 
through the smaller classes had been unsuccessful. 

Yeah, it was hard to make the move because all of 

us Europeans were riding in the classic way - late 
on the brakes, big lean angles when we got to the apex, 
and then slowly feeding the power on as the bike came 
up on the exit. The American way was different, giving 
up corner speed to get the bike turned and then spin- 
ning up, using rear-wheel steering. It was very hard to 
change styles. 


You were second in your first full year in 80cc 
and then won the 125cc title in your first year in 
class. But in 250cc, things were more difficult. 
V. dms 80cc, I got in trouble with Derbi for refusing to 
obey team orders in Yugoslavia. They wanted me 
to slow down and let a teammate by because they want- 
ed him to be second in the championship. I was 17 years 
old and running in third place and I just refused to slow 
down. They even told me to come into the pits, but I 
rode my race and finished third in Yugoslavia and took 
second in the championship. The next year I left Derbi 
to ride for JJ-Cobas with a Rotax 125cc engine. Every- 
body expected Jorge Martinez to win again on the 
Derbi, and I don't think anybody thought we'd win the 
championship - not even us. 


Sito Pons says that you were fortunate in that you 

moved up to 500cc in the year of the Big Bang 
engine, which was easier to ride. He says that he 
believes that if he had been able to race that bike 
instead of the 180-degree "screamer," he would have 
had more success. 

I don't think I agree. Right now I'm using the 180- 

degree motor and I also tested Sito's 180 bike back 
at the end of 1991 in Malaysia and I liked it, but it's 
hard to say what it would have been like to race that 
machine. There have been many improvements in the 
power delivery. We can have a different power curve 
for each gear if we want. In 1996 Mick and I were both 


on the “big bang” and the racing was close; then in 1997 . 


I decided to stay with the "big bang" because I was 
, used to it and. Mick went to the “screamer.” I saw that 
_there was some breakage and wasn't sure that it would 


be the best engine for 
me. By the end of 1997, 
the “screamer” looked better than the “big bang” and I 
would have switched in 1998, but because we were 
going to use unleaded fuel, I wasn’t sure what to do 
and I didn’t want to introduce too many changes at 
once. But now that I am on the “screamer,” I feel that it 
is the best motor for me. I love the motor now. 


What has it been like for you to run as Doohan's 

teammate for these five years? 
AS been a very positive experience in all. I learned 

from the best. In the beginning it was all good, but 
then when I started getting closer to Mick's times, it was 
not so comfortable in that garage. It was hard for me 
because in every team there is a number-one rider, and 
that was Mick. I was, in 1996, at a point where I needed 
the full focus of a team, but there was never any doubt 
who the number-one rider was in HRC. Don't get me 
wrong, I had a great motorcycle and a great team, but 
there were little things that Mick seemed to have. There 
is only one number one and that was Mick. But even so, 
I feel it was good for me to stay in that team and try and 
beat him. I was so focused on Mick that I really didn't 
think much about the others, and maybe that helps me 
now. With Mick injured, 1 am getting the benefit of 
more attention from the Japanese engineers. I don't 
know, but it is all different now because I'm sitting in 
the center of the HRC team, looking out at my rivals 
rather than looking across the garage at my rival. 


Now you have won three GPs in a row and you 

lead by 40 points. Everyone is saying you should 
take the title. 
Pe are going to be days and tracks where things 

don't go well and I'll have to adjust to that, but in 
the last three races my bike has worked well and I’ve 
been able to win and with some margin of comfort. In 
Jerez I had a lot of understeer, but I felt I could hold 
Biaggi off and I did. In France, I got a bad start and I 
just took it easy, didn't panic, and saw that I could catch 
and pass Roberts and go on to win. Here, I went into 
the race running a tire that I hadn't practiced much with 
and that made me uneasy. If I had been able to use the 
“D” tire, I think I would have been much faster, but as 
soon as I was told by Michelin that they were with- 
drawing the “D” and putting us on "C," I knew the 
pace was going to be slow and that it would be a matter 
of winning on the last lap. 


What was the problem with the tires? 


I'm not sure. I chose my tires and then when we 

went to get them fitted, we were told that Michelin 
wasn't confident that the "D" would stand the heat. 
They said they were withdrawing the tire for safety rea- 
sons. 


Talking about tires, when I spoke with you on 

Saturday evening, you were annoyed about los- 
ing the pole to Tetsuya Harada on the Aprilia twin. 
You said that you felt that Harada owed that pole to 
Dunlop qualifying tires. 

I'm not trying to take anything away from Tetsuya 

(Harada), but there is no way he could have done 
that time of 1:52.3 on race tires. He put in a good ride 
here and finished fourth and that little bike is getting 
better and will be tough to beat at tighter circuits. They 
say he was using a very soft Dunlop of the 1.85 width 
that Dunlop supply to privateer superbike riders, but I 
still suspect that it might have been on a narrow 250 
tire, but for sure it was a qualifier. Michelin doesn't 
offer us "Q" tires for three-lap qualifying runs. We usu- 
ally look around for a soft race tire for the final minutes 
of the session to put in a good time. I'll use a tire softer 
than the one I plan to race on to qualify on, but Dunlop 
riders have true qualifying tires and we don't. I was 
angry because I felt that our bike was working the best 
of all the fours and that without that qualifying tire, 
Harada would not have been on the pole. 


Doohan never wanted to test much new stuff dur- 
«.-" ing the season and that testing load went to you. 
Now that you are the lead rider, are you still interest- 
ed in testing new parts? 

A No. When we went to Brno (Czech Republic) a cou- 
£ X ple of weeks ago, I tested a truckload of things that 
Honda wanted, and I ended up worn out and I don't 
think anything was really an immediate improvement. 
From now on I'm sticking to what I know, like Mick has 
always done. I understand that Honda needs to test, but 
I won't test in a GP situation anymore. Before, my posi- 
tion in the team wasn't strong enough to say no, but 
now I am taking the same attitude that Mick had. He 
used to send the new parts over to me; now I send them 
over to Tady (Okada) and Sete (Gibernau). 


Let's talk about the championship and your situa- 

tion. Last year you went into Madrid leading the 
championship and you looked capable of winning, 
but you crashed trying to get by Carlos Checa. You 
yourself said you made "a rookie mistake" there. Was 
that mistake caused a bit by impatience? 
Al was impatient, sure. The pace of the race was 

slow and I knew (Luca) Cadalora was back there 
and that he was going quickly on the Yamaha. I knew 
Mick Doohan was out, too, so I guess I should have 
waited a little longer and been more careful, but my real 
problem there was with the front fork. I had gone into 
that race using an electronic front fork that I had never 
used before. They changed my suspension technician 
halfway through the season, and the new guy sold me 
on using a new fork with lots of tubes and pressure 
transfers that activated when the fork bottomed. I 
thought it felt okay in private practice and in qualifying, 
so I used it in the race and that was a big mistake. I 
couldn't feel the front on the braking. That's what hap- 
pens when you are the second rider sometimes. I don't 
know if Mick ever tried the electronic fork; I don't think 
ERI 


Doohan told me that he felt that you should have 

probably won the championship last year, taking 
advantage of his nonfinishes and other problems. 
AUS year was not a good year for me. The death of 

my father in the winter was a blow, because we 
were very close. I had some crashes and I just didn't 
have the motivation and concentration that I needed. 
The opportunities were there, but I didn't take advan- 
tage. I was still very much in the battle for the title 
when I was knocked off on the first corner in Barcelona, 
but last year was not a good year and I agree with Mick. 
I should have won the title, but I wasn't riding and 
thinking well enough last year to take advantage of my 
chances and so I had to work hard to get ready for this 
season. 


Toward the end of last season, Marlboro offered 

you a place as Max Biaggi's teammate on the 
Yamaha team. When you turned that down, you were 
saying no to Marlboro, probably the biggest sponsor 
in the series, and accepting a place as number two 
behind Doohan rather than a potential number-one 
slot with Yamaha. As a result you lost Marlboro as a 
personal sponsor, and you lost a chance to get out of 
Doohan's shadow. 
At always believed in my chances of being World 

Champion in 500 with this team, even with Mick 
here. I have ridden the NSR for seven years. This is my 
eighth year on the bike and I think it is the most com- 
plete GP package. The frame is really about the same as 
in 1992, but the suspension and engine are much better. 
I think I made the right decision. But what really made 
me decide to stay was that they told me I would be rid- 
ing with Max Biaggi. I didn't look forward to that. Mick 
Doohan is a serious person, but he’s a normal person, 
too. I don’t think I would have wanted to work beside a 
person who considers himself a superstar: I think it 
would have been distracting. In this team, the focus is 


completely on racing. 
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Now it looks like your chief rivals for the title are 
1. Max Biaggi and Kenny Roberts. Let's talk about 
them. When Roberts crashed in Paul Ricard, it already 
looked like you had him beaten, but he wasn't giving 
up. Do you think he should have backed off that day 
to take second? 

A, Yes. I was surprised when I saw videos of the race 
£X that Kenny was pushing so hard, because it seemed 
to me that I had the better package that day. When I got 
into second, I was four seconds behind and yet I was 
able to run him down and pass him. I was catching him 
very easily and I was still comfortable on the bike. The 
first time I passed him I ran a little wide and he came 
back, but I made sure the second pass stuck. From my 
point of view, it seemed to me that I had him covered, 
but he must have felt that he could beat me. It was the 
first time we have run together at the front and I guess 
Kenny wanted to see what would happen if he pushed 
me. 


f^ Did you think Roberts would be a contender this 
ear? 

A Yes. Roberts didn't just suddenly get good. He was 
£^ X.good in 1996 on the Yamaha 500 and then he had 
two years on the Modenas, a bike that wasn't competi- 
tive, but he was always fast. When I first saw him on 
the Suzuki, I knew he would be capable of winning 
races this year.

À He rode very well today (at Mugello) and in Jerez. 
£X At other places he's had troubles and he's crashed a 
lot getting used to a new bike. He went so well on the 
Honda last year and this year the Yamaha is very fast. 
Max has a different style from mine. Kenny has been 
more consistent, at least until Mugello, but at tracks 
where Max and Carlos (Checa) get the Yamahas to 
work, they will be running at the front. 


“y You came up from the smaller 

,^ classes and when you came to 500, 
you also rode like a 250cc rider. How 
did you make the change? 

A Part of it is what the bike 
ŻA teaches you. You learn what 
you can do with thé power of a 
500, but also I worked to 
change my style. I learned 
from Mick and I learned to 
feel comfortable sliding 
the bike at the Kenny 
Roberts Training Ranch. 


(Tell us about the 

ranch and what 
it's like to train 
there. 

A When I'm racing 
£X. with Kenny and 
with Sete, it's like 
racing with friends. 
There's no pressure 
there and we're just 
friends having a 
good time on bikes 
together, and I 
learned a new way 
to ride. I had never 
done dirt track and I 
could see right away 
when I watched big 
Kenny and Junior and 
Jimmy Filice that they 
were doing some 
things that I hadn't 
done before. There's no 
question about it. Dirt 
track skills help a 500cc 
rider and riding at the 
ranch has helped me. A 
few times I have gone 
there to ride the Rotax 
600s and you never know 
just how much something 
really helps you, but after 
working with those bikes, 
I felt more comfortable and 
more aggressive on the 500 
Honda.

f «I think American fans have a hard time under- 
(standing just what it means to be a Spaniard 
leading the 500cc championship. No American motor- 
cycle racer has ever had the fame or the pressure in his 
homeland that you enjoy and suffer in Spain. 

A In Spain we have a Grand Prix tradition. Spanish 
£ Xriders have won over 200 races (202 prior to the GP 
of Catalunya) and we have seen our riders win titles in 
all classes except the big one. Now that I am leading, I 
feel a responsibility to the fans and my country. This is 
not just about me winning, it is about changing the way 
Spain and Spanish riders have been thought of in GP 
racing. When I was a little boy, I read about the English 
and the Italian 500cc champions, and when I was start- 
ing to race, it was the Americans and the Australians. I 
learned to race on small bikes and when I got on a 500 I 
had to start over again and unlearn everything about 
racing. On a small bike, you carry as much speed as you 
can in the corners, but on a 500, you need to use the exit 
of the corner to get the best possible drive to make the 
best speed on the straight. 

Before, no Spanish rider ever had an offer of a works 
500, and no Spanish rider ever had the training that it 
takes to ride a 500. I got my 500 ride from Sito Pons and 
then two years later Honda HRC offered me a place in 
the works team with Doohan. My first win in 500 was 
luck, and I didn't let it fill my head with dreams. I knew 
I won in Assen in 1992 because (Wayne) Rainey and 
(Wayne) Gardner weren't there, and because Doohan 
crashed in practice and because (Eddie) Lawson and 
(Kevin) Schwantz crashed together at the beginning of 
the race. But I was proud because I beat (John) Kocinski, 
(Alex) Barros and (Juan) Garriga that day. 

Eight years later I have learned to ride a 500. I’m still 
learning. You never stop learning on one of these bikes. 
But I learned the things that Spanish riders never knew 
before. I have done lots of dirt track riding on the little 
XR100s and even on the 600 Rotax 

bikes at the Roberts Ranch, and I 

have spent more time sitting on 
Mick Doohan's rear wheel than 
anyone. I train very hard off 
the bike as well. The fact 
that it helps so much to 
be from a dirt track 
background like

the Americans and the Australians hasn't really 
changed, but now we Spanish riders train on dirt too, 
we do not have that big disadvantage anymore. 

Sure, there is a lot of pressure, but that pressure can 

help if you can keep yourself under control. I have a 
reputation of being "frio" (cold), and I am, but when I 
have over 100,000 people in the stands cheering for me, 
waving the flags of Spain and Catalunya, and holding 
up signs to encourage me, I feel it and it gives me ener- 
gy and stimulates me. There is a lot of constant pressure 
for me because everybody knows me and recognizes 
me on the street and sometimes the fans and the media 
pressure overwhelm me, but these people and my coun- 
try are giving me energy and I use that energy, I hope, 
to ride my best. 
(Y You are 29 now, the same age that Doohan was 
\/ when he won his first 500 title. What have been 
your biggest disappointments and biggest satisfac- 
tions so far in your career? 

A I was disappointed last year in Barcelona when I 
£^ X was taken out on the first corner and, of course, in 
Assen in 1997 when I injured my hand. But maybe the 
biggest disappointment was in Jerez in 1996 when we 
had the track invasion during the race and I came into 
the Nieto corner on the last lap to find the crowd on the 
track. The race should have been red-flagged instantly. I 
almost hit a man and had to dodge between fans and I 
lost my concentration... and Mick is "gato viejo" ("an 
old cat" - meaning “wise”) and he beat me up the inside 
and I panicked and high-sided on the final corner. 

My biggest satisfaction really hasn't happened yet. 
When I won the 125cc title, I was just a teenager and 
didn't really realize what it all meant yet. Now I am 
feeling the satisfaction of winning races and leading the 
championship and, more than anything else, of having 
the upper hand over my rivals and controlling the pace. 


£^ XWhen Doohan comes back, do you believe that he 
a y n - . 

\/ will ride to any kind of team orders to help you 
win the title? 

A We've never had team orders in this team (he 
4 Xglances at the ceiling and smiles) and Mick is a 
rider who races to win. I know when Mick Doohan 
comes. back, he'll be out to try and win and to show that 
he is the best rider, but I’m not going to make it easy for 
him. He wouldn't want me to. cn

hat's 8.5 seconds? Hardly any- 

thing, unless you're talking 

about the final 8.5 seconds of 
an NCAA basketball game. Think about 
what you can do in 8.5 seconds. Ride a 
bull? Finish a quarter-mile on a pro- 
stock drag bike? 

AII I had to do was make up 8.5 sec- 
onds a lap over 2.52 miles and I would 
be in business. Get on the brakes a little 
later, get on the gas a little earlier. Piece 
of cake. Brake, gas, brake, gas. Got it. 

Naturally, I was dreaming. There 
was no way in hell I could go 8.5 sec- 
onds a lap quicker than what I was cur- 
rently doing - well, unless I followed the 
advice of former AMA Grand National 
Champion Gary Nixon, one of the crazi- 
est motorcycle racers in the history of 
the sport. 

Nixon, rather matter-of-factly, told 
me in simple terms how to go quicker 
around Road Atlanta after what was my 
first and only qualifying session ever on 
a road race bike during the recent April- 
ia Cup Challenge Series race. Nixon 
asked me how things were going. I 
shrugged my shoulders, indicating that 
I wasn't setting the world on fire. Hey, 
Nixon, I'm barely getting my spark 
plugs hot. 

"You scaring yourself when you go 
into corners?" Nixon quizzed. 

“No,” I responded. 

“Scare yourself,” he said. 

Alrighty then - some solid advice 
from a former champion. Boy, this 








should be easy. I won't hold any of this 
against Nixon. I figure he just didn't 
realize how easily I scare. I also figured 
there was a lot of scaring to be done in 
order to find 8.5 seconds - a whole lotta 
scarin'. 

But I'm getting ahead of myself. You 
see, this fear thing didn't just hit me 
when I first zipped up my leathers that 
first day at Road Atlanta. No, l'd been 
scared for weeks. In fact, l'd been scared 
since the day I reluctantly said yes to the 
offer from Zero Gravity's head cheese 
Glenn Cook and public-relations guru 
Brad Dixon to compete in the first-ever 
Aprilia Cup Challenge race held on 
these shores. I must admit, his initial 
offer was a little bit misleading. I went 
from signing up for what I thought 
would be a friendly little race against 
my journalistic peers to competing 
against some really fast racers - some of 
whom were 15 years old. I remember 
what life was like at 15. Needless to say, 
I didn't want any part of a 15-year-old 
on a race track. 

As it turns out, I wasn't fooling many 
people with my outward macho act of 
trying to make them believe that I was 
actually looking forward to the race. On 
the exterior, I was a confident old racer 
ready to do battle. On the inside, I was 
looking for a way out - an impossible 
task, because I had to be at Road Atlanta 
anyway in order to cover the AMA 
Superbike National. 

Therein lay some of my fears. I 
would not only be competing in a road 
race for the first time (not many believe 
this, given my background, but it's true. 
I cross my heart and hope to... Okay, 





scout's honor. I’ve raced motocross and 
dirt track, but never a road race) but I 
would be doing so in front of Doug 
Chandler, Mat Mladin, Ben Bostrom, 
Miguel DuHamel, Anthony Gobert, 
Tom Kipp... well, you get the picture. I 
watch and report on the activities of 
these guys on a weekly basis. I know 
them well enough to know that they 
wouldn’t be above making fun of me if I 
screwed up. After all, we make fun of 
them when they do. 

With no way out, I opted in. 

The next thing I know, I’m throwing 
my leg over the coolest little road racer 
on the planet and my heart is pounding 
so hard I was afraid the zipper would 
bust open on my leathers. 

Then I started riding. 

All at once, I had to learn the circuit 
and figure out the motorcycle (a two- 
stroke) - all with some style in case 
someone I knew was watching. Tough 
stuff, this road racing. What I lacked in 
uni I definitely made up for in slow- 


T knew I was going slow when I 
could not only recognize some faces of 
those standing along the pit wall, I 
could read their lips... 

"Boy, Carruthers is slow." 

And just in case I wasn't having a 
hard enough time getting up to speed, 
my little Aprilia wasn't cooperating. As 
any realtor will tell you, the three most 
important aspects of real estate are loca- 
tion, location, location. As any self- 
respecting two-stroke tuner will tell 
you, the three most important aspects of 
two-stroke tuning are jetting, jetting, jet- 
ting. 












And I had a jetting problem. 
In fact, the jetting on the little 
Aprilia RS250 was richer than 
Terry Vance. It was fine until it 
got hot; then it would barely 
run down Road Atlanta's long 

back straight. The fact that it 

didn't seem to do it on the front 
straight didn't help me much in 
the excuse department, and the Zero 

Gravity crew sort of gave me that uh- 
huh-yeah-sure-we-understand-that- 
yours-is-the-only-bike-under-the- 

awning-that-doesn't-run-right look. 
By Friday afternoon's qualifying, 
however, the bike was tuned to 

perfection. My trusty crew (hey, I 

was a factory rider - well, except for: 
the part of having to schlep my own 
wheels down to Dunlop for my one 
free set of tires) had rejetted the bike, 
and it was lean and mean, crisp and 

responsive, reaching its top speed of 117 
mph without hesitation - despite my 
poor drives out of the all-important turn 
seven that leads onto Road Atlanta's 
ultralong back straight. 

The bike even had numbers on it for 
qualifying - the number 72, chosen by 
yours truly for absolutely no reason 
whatsoever. I was later told by Larry 
Pegram that 1 was an embarrassment to 
his number. He was shut up pretty 
quickly when his coach (and mine), 
Kevin Schwantz, reminded him that his 
efforts thus far weren't much better than 
mine. 

So with the bike running to perfec- 
tion, I went out for my 15-minute quali- 
fying session and came back in with the 
28th-fastest qualifying time, putting me 
on the inside of row seven - 8.5 seconds 
behind the fastest qualifier, Mike Him- 
melsbach. Hey, at least there were two 
rows of slower guys behind me. 

I was a bit disappointed, having 
missed my goal of a 1:44 lap time by a 
whopping 2.5 seconds. Going faster was 
suddenly becoming harder than I 
thought. My learning curve was begin- 
ning to taper off, and I could no longer 
rip off laps two or three seconds faster 
than in previous sessions. I definitely 
needed to heed Nixon's advice - at least 
just a little bit. I still hadn't scared 
myself, and it was getting to the point 
where I'd have to. 

Obtaining my goal of a 1:44 would 
have put me on row six and a lot closer 
to the middle of the pack. But I took 
solace in the fact that had I gone just a 
blink of an eye quicker, I would have 
been ahead of the three guys who were 
quicker than me on row seven. You've 
got to look for motivation from some- 
where, right? 

I knew that I was going faster each 
and every time around the track, and 
my lap times proved it. I just needed 
more track time. A month or two would 
suffice. 

Instead, I would have to gain my 
needed speed at dinner, in bed and at 
breakfast. All I had was a 7:30 a.m. prac- 
tice scheduled for Saturday, followed by 
an agonizing 6 ‘hour wait until my + 
race. 

To pass the time, I did a lot of talking 
and a lot of listening. 

One of the things that surprised me 
most about the experience - and it really 
shouldn't have - was just how helpful, 
people were. I had sit-down sessions 


with World Champion Schwantz and 
former AMA Superbike Champion 
Thomas Stevens, not to mention help 
from Jason Pridmore, Tom Kipp, Randy 
Renfrow and anyone else with whom I 
even brought up the subject. These guys 
actually seemed pretty excited to see me 
so far over my head. 

Although I ended up a tad over- 
loaded with information, I must say that 
everything they told me worked. If only 
I could remember to do it all. Mind you, 
there was plenty that I was doing 
wrong, but a few things stood out more 
than others - a fact I noticed when I con- 
centrated on fixing what ailed me. I had 
started out rushing corners on a motor- 
cycle on which carrying cornering speed 
is everything. And I also had a bad habit 
of staring at the race track six to eight 
inches in front of my front wheel. Once I 
calmed down, got off the brakes a bit 
easier and looked up the race track fur- 
ther, things instantly had gotten better. 
And faster. 

I went from being passed more than 
a collection plate at church to actually 
passing a few people myself. But that 
was still going to be problem number 
one when it came to the race. I had an 
uncanny ability to catch someone, only 
to slow to their speed until I absolutely, 
positively found a place that I could 
pass without threatening either myself 
or them. It didn’t take me long to realize 
that the majority of the others on the 
race track didn’t seem to be as polite as 
me. This in spite of my constant 
reminders to as many of them who 
would listen that I would absolutely, 
positively never spell their names cor- 
rectly again if they so much as even 
came close to ramming me off the track. 

I was particularly worried about the 
15-year-olds, though I probably 
shouldn’t have been. I was pitted with 
Anthony Gobert’s younger brother, 
Alex - he of the 15-year-old variety of 
racer. Instead of being a punk kid with 
an attitude, young Mr. Gobert was noth- 
ing but a gentleman, showing genuine 
concern of this old editor making it 
through the weekend unscathed. He 
even paid me a compliment when he 
stated, “None of the journos at home 
could do what you're doing." Well, I 
guess that was a compliment. 

Prior to going out in Saturday morn- 
ing's qualifying session, I figured that 
practicing a start would be a good idea. 
Starting from pit road, I gave the Aprilia 
some stick, dumped the clutch and 
about stalled. Whew, glad I got that 
over with - the race should be a piece of 
cake. 

Following that session (I got going a 
bit quicker - I was definitely ready to 
race), I went out to get some advice on 
my starting technique. The man who set 
me straight was Renfrow, a longtime 
two-stroke racer. What he told me was 
so valuable, I can't even share it with 
you - just in case I come out of retire- 
ment for one more of these. Another 
piece of advice was to cheat, though that 
didn't come from Renfrow. An 
unnamed racer told me to roll like a son- 
of-a-gun at the start. Now, that I could 
do. 

AII hell broke loose about one hour 
before the start of my race when I 
encountered a serious case of PRS - Pre- 
Race Syndrome. At least that's what 
Stevens called it. All I knew is that I 
wanted to vomit and my hands were 

" shaking like an alcoholic after a five-day 
binge. No matter how many people told 
me to calm down, I couldn't. I was 
hosed, but I knew it. 

The next thing I knew, I was leaving 
pit lane on my warmup lap (after get- 
ting perhaps the most solid piece of 


advice of the entire weekend, from team 
owner Vance: “Paul, if you get hurt, I’m 
going to kick your butt.”). I couldn’t 
even think straight. 

Then I arrived back at the grid. It was 
at this point that I realized just how far 
back the seventh row of the grid actual- 
ly was. I needed binoculars to see the 
front row, a telescope to see the lights 
that would tell me when to start cheat- 
ing. This didn't do much for my confi- 
dence, and my math from the night 
before was shot to hell. You see, I did 
some simple calculations with my lap 
times vs. the lap times of the fast guys. I 
didn't want to be lapped and I didn't 
want my 15 minutes of fame to include 
three 15-year-olds giving me the finger 
as I blocked their path into the chicane 
on the final lap. What my calculations 
didn't include was the fact that these 
guys were starting in the next county 
and I was already giving up valuable 
time. Boy, I really did need to cheat. 

But I couldn't even do that right. I 
started to creep, per my instructions, but 
I did so too early. I was still rolling as 
the AMA official to my right side started 
writing down my number. Figuring 
they already thought of me as the Mat 
Mladin of journalists, I decided to stop - 
then go as the lights flashed to green. I 
still got a decent start, passing riders at 
least two rows ahead of me. 

All was rosy in Carruthersland until 





we arrived at turn one. At this point I 
felt like a kid who'd just stuck a stick 
into a beehive. Riders were everywhere, 
and they all seemed to be attacking. I 
tiptoed through turns one to five and 
realized by the time I arrived at turn six 
that everything I’d learned over the past 
few days was forgotten. My heart rate 
was so high, I wasn't even breathing, 
and I found myself using the back brake 
- something I’ve never done on a street 
bike. 

I calmed myself, settled into a pace 
that was too slow and wasn't overly 
concerned about my race pace until two 
riders stuffed me in consecutive corners. 
Okay, this is war. I suddenly started to 
do everything right (or as close to right 
as I was capable of), and I was going 
forward - catching those two bastards 
who had stuffed me. I ended up run- 
ning them both down and beating them 
both, though the three of us had a great 
battle. 

Suddenly, I was passing with reck- 
less abandon and it felt good. I even 
managed to pass a guy on the brakes 
going into turn one - right where I knew 
my old man was watching from. And I 
passed a guy coming down the hill into 
the final corner, a place that had me 
spooked for the previous two days. I 
was Valentino Rossi. Before I knew it, 
the white flag came out and despite one 
desperate attempt to pass from one of

my combatants, I held him off to the 
flag. Top 20, no problem, I thought to 
myself as I circulated on the cool-off lap. 

Much to my chagrin, the results came 
in and I was listed as being 26th. But I 
was still happy. After all, I had done my 
best laps, bettering my goal of doing a 
1:44 by half a second and actually dip- 
ping into the 43s. I had one of my jour- 
nalist peers ahead of me, and one 
behind - and I was okay with that. 

And I didn't need a butt-kickin’ from 
Terry Vance. And I didn't get lapped. 
I'd also taken a little of Nixon's advice 
and had scared myself once or twice. 

The next day I found out that I had 
been bumped up to 25th. One of the top 
guys had cheated. The next week, how- 
ever, I found out I was still 26th. It turns 
out he didn't cheat after all. By that 
point it didn't matter. I'd told every- 
body I was 25th and I wasn't changing 
my story. 

Since then, I’ve officially announced 
my retirement from the sport of road 
racing - just like my buddy Renfrow.

I've never much been a fan of the Harley-Davidson 883 Sportster. 

I'm here to tell you right now that spec-class racing with the 
Aprilia RS250 would work. It would make for great racing for young 
and old, and because of the complexities of going fast on a little two- 
stroke, I believe it would ultimately make for better racers. 

With that said, let's look at the package itself. 

The Aprilia RS250 is a race bike. Plain and simple. Although it's 
sold in other parts of the world as a street bike, it makes its way to 
America only as a race bike. Therefore, it carries little in the way of 
street-bike amenities - which for racing purposes is a good thing. One 
look at the bike and you know you're in for a good time. Things like a 
steering damper, fiberglass bodywork, aluminum frame and a braced 
swingarm make the bike look the part, and integrated together, they 
make it feel the part when you ride it. It's a 250cc GP bike, albeit a bit 
slower. Chassiswise, it fits the bill and is race ready right off the show- 
room floor. It's only a case of point-and-go with the Aprilia, and the 
faster you go, the better it seems to like it. 

Other than throwing Dunlop tires at it, changing the gearing one 
tooth on the front, and altering the jetting, mine was ready to race. I 
never touched the suspension settings from the time I arrived at Road 
Atlanta - and that's usually the first thing that gets messed with on a 
street bike. 

What the Suzuki RGV-based, 249cc liquid-cooled V-twin lacks in 
outright power, it makes up for in cornering speed that has to be tried 
to be believed. Naturally, it makes the majority of its 60 hp up high - 
from 10,500 to 12,000 or so rpm - but it produces usable power from 
8000 on up. It also has a nifty little red light that glows - via a prepro-

grammed rev setting - 
on the tach, telling you 
it’s time to bang another 
upshift. Trust me, the 
light’s on a lot. In all my 
time on the bike, I can 
honestly report having 
never missed a shift or 
hit a false neutral in the 
bike's six-speed gearbox 
- and for all the mistakes 
I made over the course 
of the Road Atlanta 
weekend, that's saying 
something for the pack- 
age. 
With no engine modifications allowed to run in the Aprilia Cup 
Challenge, it really is all up to the rider (and a bit of proper jetting). 
This year's series features four races, but Aprilia is hoping for a full- 
blown series in 2000. With a brand-new Aprilia RS250 costing just a bit 
over $8000, there's not many cheaper ways of going competitive road 
racing. If that's too much, you can also pick up a used '98-model April- 
ja for less. 

Young or old, if you've ever thought of going road racing - with 
dreams of being the next Biaggi or of just being a guy having a good 
time - do yourself a favor and give the little Aprilia a try. You'll be glad

MAGGIORA, ITALY, JUNE. 13 
V T 1 have never led the World 250cc 
i Motocross Championships - never 
in my career,” a very happy Pit 
Beirer said after sweeping two first- 
place moto wins under the carpet to win 
his first overall victory of the year. And 
in doing so, he is now the man atop the 
series points standings. 

The Winfield Kawasaki rider, who 
has finished second three times in this 
year’s series, is now up 231 points and 
leads his fellow Kawasaki teammate 
Marnicq Bervoets by five points. 

The Italian 250cc Grand Prix, which 
was played out on the undulating Mag- 
giora track, got off on the right foot for 
American Ryan Hughes. Saturday's 
qualification was - for just about the first 
time this year - a good one for Hughes, 
as he qualified in third place behind 
Beirer and Bervoets. So now it was time 
for the Californian to impress, having 
earned a prime position on the start 
gate. However, Hughes has not gated 
up front in a long time, and, on the one- 
line Maggiora track, getting a good, 
clean start is critical. 

“I don't usually go any good in quali- 
fying," Hughes said. "Here, it went 
okay. I like this track, although they 
could do something with the corners. It 
will be just one line tomorrow. You 
know, I've watched the Motocross des 
Nations video (when the U.S. team won 
on this very track in 1986) about 1000 
times, but I guess that was a long time 
ago. Still, it gave me some motivation - 
(there are) a lot of jumps, and everyone 
knows Americans can jump." 

Going into Sunday's first moto, many 
looked at Hughes as the early favorite, 
as he had looked flashy on Saturday and 
his time proved he indeed liked the 
track. (Not to mention that he has a 
huge Italian following, since he now 
lives in Italy this year.) It all meant noth- 
ing, though, as Hughes again got off to a 
terrible start. 

"I don't know what I'm doing 
wrong," Hughes said. "Maybe I'm try- 
ing too hard. I also got caught up with 
(Frederic) Bolley going into the first cor- 
ner - that put me back in about 10th 
place." 

Up front, it was French rider Mickael 
Maschio who led, followed by Beirer, 
Brian Jorgensen, Bervoets, Philippe 
Dupasquier, David Vuillemin, Mark 
Jones, Josh Coppins, Frederic Vialle and 
Hughes. 

Maschio's lead was short-lived, as 
Beirer pushed past on the second lap. 
Then the French rider found himself in 
even more trouble when he became 
entangled in a banner. Maschio looked 
like he was gift-wrapped, as he tried to 
remove the banner, which had not only 
wrapped around his front and back 
wheel but also his neck. 

“I think Beirer must have hit it and 
when I arrived at a jump, the banner 
was across the track," Maschio said. "I 
tried to get it out, but I could not." 

Vuillemin was caught in the accident, 
too, hitting his fellow French rider and 
‘damaging his own bike. 

“I hit Maschio and he bent my front 
brake,” Vuillemin said. “From then on, I 
did not have very good front brakes. On 
the downhills, it was more difficult than it 
should've been, but that's racing, I guess." 




















Hughes moved into sixth place on 
lap four and was soon behind the strug- 
gling Vuillemin. 

"I saw Vuillemin up ahead,” Hughes 
said. “I knew I had the endurance to 
catch the guys up front. When I got to 
Vuillemin, he just moved over.” 

Vuillemin, as it turned out, was in 
even more trouble, as his bike began 
misfiring. 

"| did not know what it was," 
Vuillemin said. "I would get into the 
corners and the bike would just rev real- 
ly hard. I had to let Hughes through." 

Jorgensen, who had been in third 
place, was soon in big trouble, too, as he 
lost control of his machine on one of the 
treacherous downhills. Hughes, who 
was just behind Jorgensen, saw the 
crash unfold. 

^Man, he went down hard," Hughes 
said. "He got out of shape and just 
crashed into the ground. I thought he 
would never get up." 

Jorgensen remembered nothing of 
the crash. 

“I just hurt all over,” Jorgensen said. 
“ don't remember a thing. All I know is, 
I have pain all over my body." 

With Jorgensen out of the way and 
Vuillemin losing ground at an alarming 
rate, Hughes cruised to a consistent 
third place. 

Beirer was a clear winner over 
Bervoets, the two Kawasaki pilots tak- 
ing their qualification form into the race. 
Beirer was more than happy with his 
result. 

"I knew I was the fastest today," 
Beirer said. "When I'm getting to the 
front, I just have myself to worry about. 
Maschio got by me early; then I got him 
back again quickly. From there it was 
easy." 

The second moto saw another Yama- 
ha rider giving Beirer a hard time. 
Vuillemin was out of the start like a

rocket, pushing past the first corner in 
front of Beirer, Belometti, Colin Dug- 
more, Vialle, Jones, Christian Stevanini, 
Pierrick Paget, Dupasquier and Mas- 
chio, and then Hughes, who once again 
suffered a bad start in 11th place. Fred- 
eric Bolley, who had crashed in the first 
corner of the first moto, made a-repeat 
performance. 

With an open track, Vuillemin 
looked brilliant. He built up a quick lead 
over Beirer, while Hughes moved up 
but was finding it a tough task. By lap 
five he was in seventh place, behind 
Maschio. 

“It was so hard to get by riders,” 
Hughes said. “There was just one line. I

tried to tell the officials to work on the 
corners, make some more lines - they 
don't listen."

Vuillemin, showing no signs of the 
shoulder injury he suffered a week earli- 
er in a French Championship round, 
never looked back. Even with his front 
brake overheating, he still went on to 
win by 12 seconds over Beirer, Belomet- 
ti, Dugmore and Hughes. 

“My brakes started overheating with 
a few laps to go,” Vuillemin said, “(but) 
it did not cause too much problem. I had 
such a big lead, I did not have to go 
hard on the downhills.” 

Hughes’ fatigue, due to a bout of the 
flu, had ruined his second-moto charge. 

“I had the flu last week and took 
some stuff for it,” Hughes said. “Near 
the end, I was very weak. Third overall 
is what I wanted, though. I’ve made 
some points on Bolley and Bervoets, 
and that’s important for the champi- 
onship.” 

Beirer was the happy man, though, 
as he now leads the championship, and 
with his confidence at a season high, it 
is looking very likely he will be the 
World Champion come September. 

“I have just started," Beirer said. "I 
felt I am getting better. On this track, I 
rode consistent, finished with a win, and 
lead the points table. I can't complain 
about that." CN

t seems it’s either win or bust for 
I Johansson this year on the fac- 
tory KTM. 

The Swede followed up his zero 
score from Czecho by scoring his second 
GP win in the last three events to scorch 
back up the standings to fourth, follow- 
ing the German GP at Teutschenthal. 

A strange choice of gate cost points 
leader Andrea Bartolini dearly, and he 
saw his points lead cut to 35, while the 
German round of the World 500cc MX 
Series was the first MX GP in any class 
this year in which not a single American 
scored any points. ; 

No one denies that the start in 
Teutschenthal heavily favors the inside 
gate. Indeed, the only rider in either race 
not to choose the gate closest to the 
inside - which was still available - was 
pole setter Andrea Bartolini. 

"| couldn't believe it when I saw he 
had gone for gate three and left me the 
inside," grinned Johansson after race 
one. "I was even more astounded when 
he did it again in race two." 

In race one, Bartolini made a perfect 
start and had half a bike length's advan- 
tage over Johansson halfway down the 
straight, but P.J. knew that was not 
enough. 

^| just kept the gas on long enough to 
push him out, and then turned tight to 
lead down the next straight," Johansson 
said.

Whatever the case was, the series 
leader went down, several other riders 
hit him, and his teammate Puzar, who 
had shot out of the gate the fastest, was 
pushed way out wide. 

Van Doorn and Chris Burnham held 
the lead along the valley, but neither 
was at the front for long. Riding with 
two broken ribs, Burnham soon had to 
ease his pace, while Van Doorn pulled 
off the track before turn two. 

“I knew when I landed off the first 
jump that my hand was not strong 
enough to carry on," Van Doorn said. 

Johansson swept to the front again, 
but he couldn’t hold it there. 

“Demaria and Smets were too fast for 
me in that race,” Johansson said. 

Still, it was good enough for the 
overall win once Smets took the lead. 
Smets had relentlessly worn down 
Demaria for a deserved win, while Bar- 
tolini struggled.

COLUMBUS, OHIO, JUNE 10-13 
ith each passing event, NHRA 
W^ Stock Bike racing is becom- 
ing more and more competitive. 
Case in point: Antron Brown's victory at 
the Pontiac Excitement Nationals in 
Columbus. 

Brown downed two-wheel legend 
Dave Schultz in the final to claim his 
second win of the season, but in all hon- 
esty, the title could just as easily have 
gone to Schultz, or points leader Angelle 
Seeling, or defending champ Matt 
Hines, or any one of a half-dozen other 
riders who have dramatically improved 
their programs for the 1999 season. 

Brown's second NHRA Pro Stock 
Bike win came much harder than his 
first, and to hear the 23-year-old second- 
year phenom tell it, he wouldn't have it 
any other way. Brown, who rides the 
Team 23 Suzuki owned by Philadelphia 
Eagles cornerback Troy Vincent, won 
his first national-event title in April at 
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the Castrol Nationals in Dallas after all 
four of his opponents red-lighted. This 
time, he had no such luck, and he was 
forced to win each round by using a 
combination of quick starting-line reac- 
tions, solid tuning calls by crew chief 
Mark Peiser, and sheer determination. 

“The best part about this win is that 
nobody red-lighted against me and 
nobody broke - we won this one because 
we had the best bike, so now I don’t have 
to hear about all that anymore,” Brown 
said shortly after downing Schultz’s 
Sunoco Suzuki in a close final, 7.35 to 
7.37. “My first win was kind of a fluke. I 
mean, a win is a win, but how many 
times do you get four red-lights against 
you? That never happens. This time, our 
whole team stayed focused, and we were 
able to win a lot of close runs.” 

From the start of the event, it looked 
like Matt Hines would be a guaranteed 
finalist after the reigning NHRA champ 
unloaded a 7.28 in qualifying on his 
Vance & Hines Eagle One Suzuki. Just 
one week after winning the Fram Route

66 Nationals in Chicago, Hines qualified 
six-hundredths of a second ahead of 
Team Winston's Angelle Seeling and 
cruised through the first two rounds of 
eliminations unscathed with wins over 
Rob Short (on the field's only Kawasaki) 
and former NHRA Sportsman Motor- 
cycle Series champion Craig Treble with 
runs of 7.30 and 7.32, respectively. 

So confident were Hines and his 
father/crew chief, Byron, that they 
passed on an opportunity to test in 
Chicago the previous week and even sat 
out the final qualifying session when it 
became apparent that no one could 
touch their 7.28 blast. 

^We hurt an engine in Chicago and 
we didn't want to risk hurting another 
one by testing," Hines said. "When I 
made that 7.28 run, I could tell it was an 
awesome run. I expected maybe a low 
7.30, but the .28 surprised me. The bike 
is working perfectly now, and we have a 
combination that works well in hot 
weather.” 

One thing that Hines didn’t plan on 








was the riding error that cost him a 
semifinal-race. win against Schultz. 
Hines double-clutched the bike on the 
starting line and slowed to a 7.43 while 
Schultz cruised into his first final of the 
season with a 7.37. 

Seeling, who along with Hines was a 
co-favorite for the title, watched her 
chances to extend her lead in the points 
evaporate in the semis against Brown, 
who got off to a quick start and held off 
the fast-closing Team Winston Suzuki, 
7.382 to Seeling’s quicker-but-losing 7.377. 

“T knew I left on Angelle a little, but 
at the finish line, it was too close to tell,” 
Brown recalled. “I thought I was ahead, 
but my bike hit a little bit of a bump 
near the finish line and it moved me 
over to the right. When we went across 
the finish line, we were looking over at 
each other, but I don’t think either of us 
knew who won until the win light came 
on in my lane.” 

Schultz, who shocked the Pro Stock 
Bike fraternity by announcing an 
engine-leasing program with the Vance 
& Hines team earlier in the weekend, 
backed up his semifinal finish in Chica- 
go with another strong showing in 
Columbus. Pro Stock Bike’s all-time 
winningest rider, who has been winless 
since the 1997 Gatornationals, qualified 
solidly in the fourth spot with a 7.37 and 
remained consistent in eliminations 
with runs of 7.37, 7.38, and 7.37 in his 
wins over Brian Ayers, Fred Camarena 
and Hines, respectively. 

“I started my career with Vance & 
Hines, and we had a lot of good years 
together,” said Schultz, who was tabbed 
to ride the Vance & Hines factory bike 
after Terry Vance retired in 1987 and has 
since become the sport’s winningest Pro 
Stock Bike racer, with 42 national-event 
titles. “My own engines weren't horrible 
by any means, but I am happy to get on 
Byron’s engine-leasing program and to 
have the same equipment that everyone 
else has. I can live with that, because the 
part of racing that I enjoy the most is all 
the tuning and tweaking that has to be 
done to these bikes. That’s one area where 
I feel my experience will be a plus.” 

Schultz aborted three of his qualify- 
ing runs when the bike made hard 
moves toward the retaining wall, but he 
fixed the problem in eliminations by 
replacing an out-of-balance rear tire. In 
the final against Brown, Schultz ran 
another 7.37, but it wasn’t enough, as 
Brown gained a sizable lead at the start 
and made it hold up for the win. 

“I knew I left ahead of Dave, because 
when I popped the clutch, I didn't see 
him," Brown said. "By the time I got to 
half track and plugged the bike into fifth 
gear, I said to myself, ‘I got him,’ 
because I knew he wasn't close enough 
to come around me. I was so excited I 
almost didn't get the bike stopped. 

^Winning our second race proves 
that our team has arrived," Brown con- 
tinued. "And to beat Dave in the final is 
even more special. He was a big part of 
my learning curve last year; he's the guy 
who taught me how to be a racer,.and 
I'm glad to see him back in the final. 
Right now, the variety and competition 
in this class is awesome. There are a lot 
of teams that can win right now, and 
that helps to keep the fans interested. 
It’s a win-win situation for us, and for 
NHRA. I think we showed that it’s not 
just Matt and Angelle anymore.” CN

KING'S LYNN, ENGLAND, JUNE 13 
merica's quartet of Josh Larsen, 
we Mike Faria, Jim Sisemore and 


"N Bart Bast crashed out of the 
World Championship qualifying 
process in the Overseas Final held at 
King's Lynn in England on June 13. 
None of them mustered enough points 
to finish in the top eight and progress to 
the Intercontinental Final to be held at 
Poole, also in England, next month. 

It was a hugely disappointing after- 
noon for the Americans, with only 
Larsen showing any real sign of being 
able to compete with the top British and 
Australian racers in the 16-man field. 
He began the afternoon well with a 
good second place, behind defending 
event champion Jason Lyons in heat 
two, and followed that up with a third 
placing in a breathtaking heat seven 
that saw him, Sean Wilson and Scott 
Nicholls battle for supremacy over the 
first couple of laps. The latter squeezed 

_ through the narrowest possible gap to 
hit fresh air on the fourth bend, leaving 
Larsen and Wilson to fight tooth and 
nail for second place, with the English- 
man just getting his nose in front on the 
third lap. 

Larsen's third outing, though, was to 
cost him dearly, for from the outside 
grid in heat 12, he could make no 
impression on the other three riders, 
and trailed in last. That left him with 
just three points at the interval stage, 
and he gained some hope of qualifica- 
tion with another fine second place, this 

- time behind Carl Stonehewer in heat 13. 
However, by the time his last ride came 
around, it was obvious that nothing less 
than a victory would be sufficient to 
give him any chance of progressing 
through to the next round. 

Sadly for him, in heat 18, he came 
face to face with a certain Mark Loram, 
who had raced to four brilliant wins in 
his races thus far and never looked like- 
ly to lose out in this one either, as he 
shot into the lead as the tapes rose. 
Loram went on to take the checkered 
flag, thus clinching a well-deserved 
meeting victory to go with his recent

successes in both the Swedish Grand 
Prix and the British Final. 

It really was Loram's afternoon from 
start to finish, from the moment he came 


out on top in a breathtaking opening — 


ride against Nicholls (who was to ulti- 
mately claim the runner-up spot in the 
meeting) and Paul Hurry. 

While those three were dicing for the 
lead, Faria could only watch from afar, 
trailing in behind the British trio by 
some distance. Faria, though, deserved 
more for his efforts than his final two- 
point tally, as he was always in the thick 
of the action, but his borrowed bike 
seemed to lack the necessary power 
required to compete with the top guns 
in this meeting. 

Sisemore's moment of glory.came in 
heat eight, when he popped out of the 
start to claim second place, behind Paul 
Hurry but ahead of Australia's Frank 
Smart and fellow American Bast, who 
led Smart for the first two laps but could 
not repel his hard challenge on the 
third, and the charging Aussie very 
nearly caught Sisemore on the line for 
the second spot. Sisemore held on, 
though. Unfortunately, those two points 
were his only ones of the meeting, and it 
has to be said that his efforts were ham- 
pered by carburetor problems that 
plagued him all afternoon. Bast was 
another disappointment, very rarely 
showing the sort of speed required to 
compete at this level. 

With Loram looking untouchable 
from the outset, the main interest was 
concerning who would join him on the 
rostrum, and who would qualify and 





pem 


who would miss out. As it transpired, 
there were no real shocks in either 
department. Nicholls, having had to 
give second best to Loram in his open- 
ing ride, recorded four straight wins 
from then on to finish second, while 
defending champion Lyons won the 
final race of the meeting to claim third 
spot overall. Fellow Australian - and 
former World number three - Todd 
Wiltshire recorded three heat wins in his 
11-point tally to finish fourth, and the 
most entertaining rider on view, Stone- 
hewer, placed fifth despite recording a 
similar 11-point score. 

The remaining three qualifying 
places went to former World Champion 
Gary Havelock, Sheffield's Sean Wilson 
and Paul Hurry of Oxford. 

The only real hard-luck story of the 
meeting was that of Eastbourne's Dean 
Barker, who seized an engine while 
leading heat 16. A win there, to go along 
with the one he recorded seven heats 
earlier, might well have seen him claim 
a qualifying place, but it just wasn't to 
be for the man who has made a remark- 
able recovery from a serious arm injury 
he sustained a couple of years back. 

Despite the huge disappointment in 
the American side of the pits after the 
meeting, Sisemore and Faria in particu- 
lar enjoyed the experience and both 
indicated that they would love the 
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chance to compete regularly in Britain. 
Faria has already done so, of course. 

"I'd love to come back to England 
and race here again," Faria said after- 
ward. “I’ve always been available to do 
so, but the truth is, l've never been 
approached by any club since my last 
spell in the UK. I still think I could do a 
good job. The message is: Come and get 
me!” : 

Sisemore, too, believes it would 
improve his racing dramatically if he 
could get a regular spot in the British 
Elite League. 

"I'd love to ride over here," he said. 
"Today was awesome, and just to be 
part of it was something I'll remember 
for a long time. Yes, I'd like to come 
back over, so T'Il just sit by the phone, T 
guess, and wait and see if it rings!” cm

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ISLE OF MAN, JUNE 4-11 

Ithough the people who run the 
As would never admit it, the 

Isle of Man TT is now surely run- 
ning out of steam. Like the history of the 
event itself, most of the people running 
the TT appear to have their minds long 
in the past, when the TT was the thing in 
motorcycle racing. Now, it is only a 
poor relation to its once glorious past. 

The race program is simply outdated. 

The organizers seem obsessed with 
Vintage parades. There were another 
two this year, and while the powers that 
be seem intent on looking for any excuse 
to curtail or cancel a practice session, or 
reduce a race distance, you can bet that 
a vintage parade will continue come hell 
or high water. This year's parades were 
a particular joke. 

There were a number of exotic 
Honda Grand Prix machines from the 
1960s, yet the riders - including the likes 
of Jim Redman and Luigi Taveri - were 
only able to run them for five miles in 











case the machines were damaged. If 
you're having a parade on a 38-mile cir- 
cuit, what's the point in allowing this 
sort of farce to be part of it? 

In media terms, the TT also seems to 
be dipping. The only British magazine 
dedicated to motorcycle racing did not 
send a single correspondent to cover the 
event. On a wider scale, TV coverage 
was also severely affected. British satel- 
lite-TV company BSKYB has run daily 
bulletins from the Isle in recent years 
but declined the offer to show any 
footage at all this year. Apparently there 
may be some highlights on Eurosport (a 
pan-European satellite channel) at the 
end of the month. In this day of TV 
sports rule, this has to give the organiz- 
ers some concern that their event is no 
longer reaching a wider audience than 
the 20,000 brave souls who travel to the 
Isle itself. 

Through all this, the undoubted dan- 
ger of racing on a near-40-mile road cir- 
cuit lined with trees, walls and tele- 
graph poles continues to be the main 
liability of the event. The fact that the TT 
is allowed to continue in this day and

age is amazing in itself. There were four 
deaths during practice and race week 
this year. This is a continuing trend that 
can only continue to do harm to the 
event, and more importantly to the 
sport of motorcycle racing itself. 

The TT is a historic event and per- 
haps should always have a place on the 
calendar, but at what price? Perhaps 
now is the time to consider moving the 
event toward what many of its followers 
arguably desire - a true vintage race. 

As if to back up the apparent stagna- 
tion of the organizers in relation to the 
future of the TT, the entry for this year's 
event was virtually the same as 1998. 
The rider listing continued to be made 
up of veteran riders such as Joey Dun- 





lop, now 47 years old but an institution 
as far as the TT is concerned, and defi- 
nitely an olive branch to cling to as far 
as the promoters of the TT are con- 
cerned. 

All in all, when viewed as supposed- 
ly one of the most historic and tradition- 
al motorcycle meetings on earth, there 
was little to stimulate your typical race 
fan. Only seven riders on the entry list 
could be classed as regular top-flight 
runners in the British Championship 
Series. 

Recently the TT entry has been made 
up of hardened veterans such as Dun- 
lop, his brother Robert, and-Nick Jef- 
feries (another 47-year-old), and pure 
road racing specialists emanating main- 
ly from Ireland. The remainder of the 
entry list is largely made up of once-a- 
year vacation racers. 

Practice week was blighted by two 
key concerns. Firstly, two competitors 
were killed during the opening two ses- 
sions. The first, a female sidecar passen- 
ger, Bernadette Bosman, was fatally 
injured when she fell from a sidecar dri- 
ven by veteran German driver Helmut 
Lunemann at Kirk Michael. The second 
incident was more high-profile in that it 
concerned Honda UK rider Simon Beck, 
who was killed following a high-speed 
accident on the mountain during the 
second session. Beck was 30 years old. 

The weather was the other aspect 
that affected practice week. Rain and 
mist destroyed four of the scheduled 
eight sessions. Despite the distinct lack 
of practice and setup time, the organiz- 
ers declined to arrange any further ses- 
sions, even though there was an emer- 
gency session on the schedule if 
required. Obviously, only half the ses- 
sions being wiped out didn’t warrant 
another session - yet another eccentricity 
on the part of the TT organizers, who 
seem more intent on keeping local resi- 
dents happy with regards to road open- 
ings than anything else. 

Despite the distinct lack of qualifying 
time, there were still some impressive 
performances. Jim Moodie was the 
fastest man of the week at 120.91 mph. 
lain Duffus was second at 119.89 mph, 
while teammate David Jefferies gave us 
a sign of things to come by qualifying 
third at 119.35 mph. 

There were also impressive perfor- 
mances in the 600cc and Production cat- 
egories. Irishman Adrian Archibald 
topped the former class with an incredi-* 
ble 119.35-mph lap, while Phillip 
McCallen headed the "Proddie" class at 
118.27 mph. 


FORMULA ONE 


New regulations, a new winner, and 
a manufacturer’s dynasty toppled. Yes, 
the last Formula One race of the century 
provided one of the biggest surprises in 
recent TT history. David Jefferies, from 
Yorkshire, not only scored his maiden 
TT win, but also gave Yamaha its first- 
ever Formula One TT victory since the 
category’s inception in 1977, thus break- 
ing Honda’s 17-year stranglehold on the 
class. 

Jefferies, 24, had recently taken the 
V&M team’s Yamaha R1 to two “super- 
bike” wins at the North West 200 meet- 
ing in Ireland during May, but his rela- 
tive lack of TT experience (this was just 


his third visit) was registered by many 


as insufficient for him to win this year - 
a view he backed up himself. 

“To be honest, I thought I lacked the ™ 
experience to win here so soon,” said 
Jefferies. “In practice, I felt I was still 
learning the place. This was a little sur- 
prising because before I got here (to the 
Isle of Man), I thought I knew the course 
pretty well. But I found during the prac- 


tice week that some sections were still 
catching me out.” 

The race had been dramatic from the 
start. Saturday morning had dawned 
bright and sunny, and the weather 
looked to be a big improvement on the 
awful conditions prevalent during prac- 
tice week. However, just an hour before 
the scheduled start time (1 p.m.), the 
start-finish area was drenched by a typi- 
cal Isle of Man shower. While it was 
hoped the roads would have enough 
time to dry before the race started, the 
track was still pretty damp and slippery 
for the first mile or so. Unfortunately, 
the riders were not warned of this prior 

7 to the start. 

Honda NSR500V rider John McGui- 
ness and Jain Duffus on a Yamaha R1 
were both lucky to escape without 
crashing on Bray Hill on the first lap. 
Duffus in particular was especially 
angry. 

“We should have been warned 
before the start that the road was so 
wet," said the Scot indignantly. “I don't 
know why we weren't, but I'd like to 
find out." 

Not so fortunate was Paul Orritt, 
who was starting number 34 some 5 1/2 
minutes after Duffus. Orritt lost control 
of his Honda CBR900 at the bottom of 
Bray Hill (a mile from the start) and 
crashed heavily. The rider luckily 


escaped serious injury; his machine, 
however, did not. Debris littered the 
track and the organizers took an 
unprecedented step and stopped the 
race so the circuit could be cleared. 

æ Unfortunately, by the time the stewards 
made this decision, 40 riders had 
already started the race, and the leaders 
were already halfway around the circuit 
before they were red-flagged. Getting 
everyone back to the start line for the 
restart on a 38-mile circuit is not the 
work of a moment. But in fairness to the 
race stewards, in this instance they had 
everyone back and raring to go for a 
restart just an hour later, albeit with a 
reduction in race distance from six laps 
to four. 

Missing from the restart, however, 
would be fastest qualifier and race 
favorite Moodie. His works RC45 lost all 
revs after just five miles of the first por- 
tion of the race. There was no spare 
machine available for the Scot, so he had 
to sit out the restart. 

It was the remaining works Honda of 
Joey Dunlop that took up the mantle 
from the start. The veteran Ulsterman 
led from Duffus by three seconds at 
Ramsey on lap one. Duffus, it would 
later turn out, was somewhat de-tuned 
after his “first race" experience, and the 
fact that he'd had to psyche himself up 
for another TT start (a harrowing experi- 
«ence at any time, but twice in a hour...!). 
Close behind in these early stages were 
Red Bull Ducati's James Courtney, Sabre 








Honda NSRV-mounted lan Lougher, 


and eventual winner Jefferies. By the 
end of the first lap, Dunlop still led, and 
only 10 seconds covered the top six. 

It was on the second lap that Jefferies 
made his first push up the leaderboard. 
He lapped some six seconds quicker 
than anyone else and vaulted into sec- 
ond position by the end of the lap. At 
the one and only pit stop, Jefferies 
trailed Dunlop by just three seconds. 
But by the time they exited the pits, Jef- 
feries was ahead for the first time. The 
V&M team was happy that the Pirelli 
tires had not degraded sufficiently to 
warrant a tire change; Dunlop's rear tire 
(another Dunlop), on the other hand, 
was shredded, and the team had no 
choice but to change. 

The initiative was now in the Yama- 
ha rider's own hands, and Jefferies 
seized the opportunity. At the end of lap 
three, he had the race in the bag by 14 
seconds. Far from easing off on the final 
tour, Jefferies upped his pace and set the 
fastest lap of the race at 123.26 mph, just 
two seconds outside of Carl Fogarty's 7- 
year-old lap record. 

There were emotional scenes as Jef- 
feries rode into Victory Lane at race's 
end, as family, friends and the media 
swamped the Englishman. S 

“It’s just unbelievable - fantastic,” he 


_ said. "I can't believe it.” 


Perhaps not awe-inspiring quotes 
from the winner, but Jefferies said them 
over and over again. This was a popular 
win. 

By the time he’d calmed down, he 
was a little more forthcoming in his 
review of the race. 

“I took it relatively easy from the 
start," he explained. "I just wanted to 
make sure I was in touch. I thought I 
could make a top-three (placing) before 
the race, so I knew I needed to be there 
or thereabouts. Then, on the second lap, 
I got a signal to say ‘P?’ and I thought, 
"That's okay.' Then, on the third lap, I 
saw a ‘PT and that was it; I just went for 
it. I just kept going harder and harder. I 
can honestly say that I had no problems 
whatsoever. The rev counter dropped 
out of its bracket early on, so that was 
rattling around a lot, but apart from that 
the bike was brilliant, tires brilliant. 
Everything was just fantastic." 

Dunlop was a little disappointed to 
be runner-up. Joey had, unusually, been 
on the pace right through qualifying 
and fancied his chances of winning this 
race aboard the bike that Ian Simpson 
took to victory in last year’s Formula 
One race. Dunlop tires were to be his 
downfall, however, despite the fact he 
set the fastest lap of his TT career at 
123.06 mph on the last lap. 

“I rode very hard early on, but then 
we lost too much time at the pit stop," 
he said. "We had no choice but to 
change it (the tire), though. The thing 








was completely shredded - it couldn't 
cope." 

Duffus finished third, just 10 seconds 
back from Dunlop and 25 behind his 
victorious teammate. In normal circum- 
stances this was a very creditable ride 
for the Scot in this, his first TT ride in 
three years. However, he admitted that 
he found it hard to get any kind of 
rhythm after the restart. 

Away from all the postrace euphoria, 
one man was overcome more than oth- 
ers. Tony Jefferies, the victor's father, 
had won three TT races himself in the 
1970s. Now confined to a wheelchair 
(the result of a racing accident in 1972), 
he watched with pride, and a tear or 
two, as his son took the victory laurels. 


250cc 


Despite the seeming emphasis on the 
veteran age of most of the top riders at 
the TT, the first two races of the week 
both produced first-time TT winners, 
and both men were in their mid-20s. 
John McGuiness from Lancashire 
backed up the form that had taken him 
to the head of the British Champi- 
onships with a magnificent victory in 
Monday morning's 250cc event. 

In warm but windy conditions, 
McGuiness, 25, took up the cudgel right 
from the start aboard the Paul Bird 
Motorsport TSR Honda and quickly 
established a comfortable advantage on 
the opening lap. Padgett Honda's Jim 
Moodie hung on grimly for the first lap

but was some eight seconds adrift at the 
end of the opening tour. Shortly after, 
the Scot's ex-Jason Vincent RS devel- 
oped problems with the gear-select 
quick-shifter. The problem eventually 
caused Moodie to stop for good a lap 
later. 

McGuinesses’ pace, meanwhile, was 
exceptional. On the opening lap he shat- 
tered Ian Lougher's 9-year-old 250cc lap 
record, and on the second lap he broke 
his own record by another four seconds. 
There was no one else in the race, yet 
only over the Mountain on the final lap 
did McGuiness allow himself to ease up 
a little. After two third places in the pre- 
vious two years, McGuiness was atypi- 
cally emotional after the race. 

"This is a dream come true for me," 
he said. "I've been coming here to watch 
or compete since 1982 and I always 
dreamt of winning a TT, and now it's 
come true. I can't explain how good this 
bike that Honda have provided for us is. 
It was superb. I really went for it at the 
start, and I caught Owen (McNally) and 
Gavin (Lee) fairly early on the first lap 
and I knew then that I was in with a 
chance of winning. I was confident 
before I came here that I could win and I 
am pleased to repay the faith everyone 
has had in me." 

After a slow start, Welshman Jason 
Griffiths became McGuiness' nearest 
challenger aboard Dennis Trollope's 
Yamaha. He had worked his way up to 
third place by the end of the opening lap 
and, with Moodie's demise, he 
remained unchallenged in second place 
- his best-ever TT placing in what was 
his first 250cc ride of the year. 


125cc 
While this event was certainly one of 
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attrition, no one could claim that Ian 
Lougher inherited his third TT win, and 
his second 125cc race in three years. 
Despite claims that his year-old RS 
Honda's gearing affected the machine's 
overall performance, caused in no small 
part by the strong winds that prevailed 
throughout the race, Lougher led 
Ulster's Own McNally.over the line by a 
13 seconds. It hadn't always been as 
easy as that, however. 

While Lougher had grabbed a one- 
second lead at the end of the first lap, he 
had been caught up in a whole bunch of 
riders battling for first place during the 
opening tour. Initially, 125cc TT special- 


ist Gary Bennett seemed intent on bet- ^ 


tering his run of top-six finishes in 
recent years and led for most of the first 
lap aboard an aging 3-year-old Honda. 
Also scrapping for position was a trio of 
Irish riders headed by Denis McCul- 
lough, who was chased closely by 
Robert Dunlop and Gary Dynes. 

Lougher maintained a small lead 
throüghout the second lap, but it was at 
the pits stops where he was able to gain 
the advantage that would ultimately 
win him the race. The Welshman's crew 
was able to fill up the tank, tape up the 
radiator to assist in cooling off a slightly 
overheating engine, and get their man 
on his way in just 18 seconds. His near- 
est challengers were taking on average 
some five seconds more. At the first split 
time on lap three, Lougher led by the 13 
seconds to which he would hold on 
until the finish. 


JUNIOR TT 
The 600cc race promised to be one of 


the best of the week - but it didn't turn í 


out that way. Scotsman Jim Moodie 
claimed his seventh TT win with a fine 
ride aboard the Honda UK CBR600R, 
this despite losing the use of his clutch 
only a mile after the start. To compound 
matters, Moodie had fuel seep into his 
eyes at his second-lap pit stop, and his 
continuous "blinking" meant that his 
contact lens fell out and he couldn't see 
where he was going for the last half of 
the race. 

Despite these traumas, no other rider 
was able to get close to Moodie all day. 
The Scot's plan had been to ride really 
hard for the first lap and establish a 
cushion. The strategy worked to perfec- 
tion. Halfway around the first lap, 
Moodie already led by 10 seconds, and 
by the end of the first lap he was some 
16 seconds to the good. His good friend 
and fellow Scot, Iain Duffus, led the 
chasing group, but it was in vain. Mood- 
ie was beyond reach. 

By the time of the second-lap fuel 
stops, Moodie led by 22 seconds. He 
managed to restart the bike on the elec- 
tric starter (without using the clutch), 
and despite the problems with visibility 
that followed the stop, he was still able 
to maintain virtually the same advan- 
tage through to the end of the race. 

Moodie had every right to savor this, 
his seventh TT success, for he has lost as 
many potential wins over the last 
decade as he has been triumphant, so 
this was a special win despite the prob- 
lems. 

“I lost the clutch just after the start,” 
he explained. "Then I got fuel in my 
eyes at the pit stop, then I lost my con- 
tacts. Mind you, it was better to lose 
them than put up with the pain of the 
fuel in my eyes. The problem with the 
clutch wasn't too bad. I had to select 
gear very carefully, obviously, and on 
the last lap I did miss a couple (of 
changes) and I thought that another 
(TT) win was going away from me. I 
was glad that I passed Iain (Duffus) 
quite early in the race, because I wanted

to lead on the road and do my own 
thing.” 

Poor Duffus, who had chased Mood- 
ie valiantly all day, even lost out on sec- 
ond place. His V&M teammate and For- 
mula One race winner Jefferies had 
increased his pace after a slow start, and 
in setting the fastest lap of race on the 
final tour, the big Yorkshireman 
sneaked ahead of Duffus’ similar Yama- 
ha R6 machine to claim the runner-up 
spot by just over one second. 

Unfortunately, the race was marred 
by yet another tragedy. New Zealander 
Stuart Murdoch was killed following a 
high-speed accident on the final lap. 


PRODUCTION TT 


A glorious day for David Jefferies, 
and a day of sorrow for Honda, started 
with the former’s somewhat inherited 
victory in Friday morning's three-lap 
Production event. Jefferies’ regular 
V&M teammate (they were riding for 
separate dealers in this race) Duffus had 
this race in the bag until his R1 ran out 
of fuel just over a mile from the finish. 
The Scot had already had a somewhat 
difficult week - by his own high stan- 
dards - but he admitted that it was hard 
to accept losing the race in this fashion. 
However, the fault may have been with 
Duffus’ own team. His pit stop at the 
end of the second lap (when he was 28 
seconds in front) was a good six seconds 
quicker than any of the opposition. Did 
they put enough gas in? At race’s end, 
Duffus still didn’t know. 

"I don't know whether it was me 
going too quickly, or whether we didn't 
put enough (fuel) in at the pit," he 
explained. "The fuel light came on as I 
climbed the Mountain on the last lap, and 
after that I did everything to conserve 
fuel, but it obviously wasn't enough." 

An inherited victory it may have 
been, but Jefferies was still elated at 
winning his second TT of the week - 
though he admitted that he'd nearly 
thrown the race away himself on the 
second lap. 

“I went straight on at Ballacraine and 
hit one of the hay bales," he explained. 
“I made a right idiot of myself. I used 
the same braking marker as I use on the 
Formula One (bike), and obviously the 
brakes on the proddie bike are not as

good. That's why I lost so much time to 
Duffus. It was a little worrying for fuel 
on the last lap as well. The warning light 
came on at Ramsey and it was a bit of a 
risk whether to hold off over the Moun- 
tain or go for it. When I seen a signal 
that I was closing on lain, I took the risk 
and it paid off." 

Jason Griffiths and Phillip McCallen 
followed Jefferies home in second and 
third places, respectively, to make it an 
R1 1-2-3, albeit they were nearly half a 
minute back from Jefferies. 


SENIOR TT 


The final race of the week brought 
two historic events. Jefferies became 
only the fifth man in history to win three 
TT races in one week (the others being 
Mike Hailwood, Joey Dunlop, Steve His- 
lop and Phillip McCallen). Again there 
was an element of good fortune to Jef- 
feries victory, for Honda's Jim Moodie 
seemingly all but had the race in the bag 
following the opening lap. The Scot led 
by eight seconds and had sensationally 
shattered Carl Fogarty's 7-year-old out- 
right course record by seyen seconds. 
Unfortunately for Moodie, yet another 
TT victory was arguably taken from him 
as he managed to complete only eight 
miles of the second lap. 

“I got into some terrible slides early 
on the second lap," he later explained. 
“At first I put it down to oil on the track, 
but after the third or fourth time I 
stopped and checked the tire out. It was 
ruined - only the carcass remained." 

Moodie's demise left the race entirely 
in Jefferies’ own hands. The big York- 
shireman now found himself with a 17- 
second advantage over Joey Dunlop on 
the second of the works RC45s. By the 
end of the lap, Jefferies had stretched 
out an incredible lead of some .35 sec- 
onds, and he effectively sauntered home 
to his easiest win of the week. Jefferies’ 
second lap was some 20 seconds quicker 
than anyone else's. 

While crossing the finish line at the 
end of the six-lap race, Jefferies jubilant- 
ly raised both hands off the bars. In parc 
ferme he barely seemed able to compre- 
hend just what he had achieved this TT 
week. 

"The whole team have worked so 
hard this last two weeks," he said. "I 





just can't thank the V&M crew enough. 
The whole meeting has been faultless as 
far as we're concerned. Today has been 
the icing on the cake. The R1 was bril- 
liant, and the Pirelli tires magnificent. 
We didn't need to change tires at all 
throughout the race." 

By contrast, Jefferies' teammate Duf- 
fus found his crew changing his tires at 
both his pit stops. As if to sum up Duf- 
fus' whole meeting, he later detailed 
quite vociferously that there had been 
no need to change the tires. Duffus set 
the second-fastest lap of the race to 
snatch the runner-up spot on the 
descent of the Mountain on the final lap. 

"The steering damper broke right at 
the start of the race," he said. "I was 
yelling to them at my first stop that it 
was the damper, but they changed the 
rear tire. Then they did the same thing 
at the second stop (end of lap four). 
There was no need to change the tires at 
all - they had been perfect." 

Duffus' problems with the damper, 
exacerbated by his mood at losing the 
morning's production race, meant that 
his early race pace had been relatively 
slow, and he was placed fourth at the 
end of the opening lap. After a couple of 
slow pit stops (for those tire changes), 
he actually found himself down as low 
as fifth at one point, but a determined 
last two laps gave the resilient Scot 
some small success by grabbing that 
runner-up place. 

“I feel like I have done 12 rounds 
with Mike Tyson," Duffus continued. 
“My arms and shoulders are aching. It 
was bad enough holding on to the Prod- 
die back for three laps, but six laps on 
this (an R1 without a steering damper). 
(Going down) Bray Hill on the first lap 
was a bit scary and I was going to pit at 
the end of the first lap, but I knew that 
an unscheduled stop would lose me too 
much time. I suppose it worked out rea- 
sonably well in the end, though." 

Ian Lougher completed the podium 
places, taking the ex-Borja Honda NSRV 
to third place, just over a second behind 
Duffus at the finish. The Welshman had 
gambled on utilizing a larger fuel tank 
on the 500cc twin; thus he would stop 
for fuel just once. It worked, too. Down 
in eighth place at the end of the opening 
lap, he had vaulted to third place by 
half-distance, and when the other lead- 
ing lights made their second fuel stops, 
Lougher found himself in second place. 
Only that dramatic last-lap charge of 
Duffus' robbed him of the runner-up 
spot. 

The one-stop strategies of Lougher 
and Davies were ultimately to rob Joey 
Dunlop of a rostrum place in what 
might be the veteran Ulsterman's final 





TT (although he's been saying that for 
the last eight:years). Joey had been as 
high as second place on the second lap, 
and following Lougher and Davies' fuel 
stops he was back up to third place. In 
reality, though, he was never really on 
the leaders' pace this day and he later 
admitted that he had found the last two 
laps quite taxing. 

"Ihe handling was pretty bad 
throughout the race, but that's natural 
with an RC45," he explained. "Those 
last two laps I found pretty tiring. I am 
getting too old for his now, and holding 
on to that thing wasn’t easy.” CN

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ENSENADA, MEXICO, JUNE 4-6 

ver the years the Pacific North- 
Q west has produced more than its 

fair share of quality off-road rac- 
ers, just as the Bostrom family has pro- 
duced its fair share of talented road rac- 
ers. Traditionally, when the topic of 
Washington state's tight and muddy 
trails and the road racing Bostrom 
brothers come up, the high-speed racing 
of Baja usually does not work its way 
into conversation. That was until the 
team of Washington state's Jonah Street 
and the eldest Bostrom brother, Torsten, 
took the overall at the 30th annual 
Tecate SCORE Baja 500. 

With a time of 8:49.09 and a speed 
average of 50.75, the American Honda 
XR600-backed team completed the 449- 
mile course nine minutes and seven sec- 
onds faster than the second-place team 
of Johnny Campbell and Greg Bringle. 
The American Honda XR600 of Camp- 
bell and Bringle took over the lead 12 
miles into the race, but it was short- 
lived. Baja 500 defending champion 
Campbell took a uncharacteristic spill 
before the halfway mark of the event. 

“I went into a turn too hot on the road 
to Mike's and I lost the bike," said Camp- 
bell. ^I skipped across a couple of rocks 
and put a hole in the case. Every time the 
flywheel turned, it pumped out oil." 

The crash cost the Campbell/Bringle 
team over 10 minutes at the next pit to 
make the much needed repairs. It was 
during the lead duo's downtime that the 
Bostrom/Street team made it into the 
lead. The new lead team originally start- 
ed sixth, but by mile 68 Street had made 
his way up to second. No lead is consid- 
ered comfortable in Baja, so Bostrom 
and Street rode conservatively to the fin- 
ish, where Street did the honors for the 
rookie winning team. 

“Our bike ran perfect all day long 
and the Honda pits did a wonderful 
job," said Street. 

The 449-mile race course started and 
finished in El Sauzal, a small village a 
few miles north of Ensenada. After the 
lead bike left at 6 a.m., the course head- 
ed through the Guadalupe Wash and 
through the pine forest, weaving south- 
east near Valle de Trinidad before head- 
ing north again. The road to Mike's Sky 
Ranch was used to head west, eventual- 
ly taking the course along the beach to 
Santo Tomas. From there the road shift- 
ed north again into Ojos Negros and 
linked up with Guadalupe Wash to 
head back to the start/finish line. 

Third overal and third in the Open 
class belonged to the YZ400 of Chuck 
Dempsey, Tim Staab and Randy Mosely. 
For reliability reasons, the Dempsey / 
Staab/Mosely team rode a tamed-down 
version of the bike they rode in the San 
Felipe 250, which worked, giving the 
team a respectable finish. 

Brothers Jose and Leonel Ruvalcaba 
of host city Ensenada took their Class 21 
YZ250 to the class win, finishing fourth 
overall. The Class 21 runner-up team of 
Tom Grishman, Carl Fischer, Mike 
Mitchell and 11-time Baja contestant 


John Alexander piloted their White 


Brothers-prepped CR250 to an almost- 
trouble-free ride. 








“After a rough start, everything went 
well and we didn't have to make a tire 
change," said Grisham. 

After crashing in a stream crossing 
and cold-seizing his YZ250, Class 21 
rider Ricky Fernandez lost 40 minutes 
making much needed repairs. 

“It was a long day, but I'll be back,” 
said Fernandez. 

Still, the determined iron man fin- 
ished third in class. 

The Mike Allsup/Geoff Sanborn 
team took Class 30 honors with a time of 
10:13.49 on their IMS/Honda of Red- 
lands-backed XR600. 

^We chunked a tire pretty bad, but 
our pit crew bailed us out with a tire 
change in less than a minute and a half," 
said Sanborn, who reported a newly 
graded 6-mile section of pine forest as a 
course change from last year. "It was a 
really fun place to ride." 

Seven Class 30 teams started, but 


only three finished. The Honda of Mike 


Barnhill went down early with transmis- 
sion problems, and Baja Highway Patrol 
officers Roy and Tato Buelna could not 
continue after Tato crashed and was 
knocked out cold with less than 100 
miles of racing under his belt. 

All three starters in Class 40 finished, 
with the win going to Elizaburo Kara- 
sawa and his Japanese co-rider, known 
only as Mr. Ishii. Karasawa, 43, from 
Gunma, Japan, and company turned in 
a finishing time of 10:23.46 aboard their 
XR600. Second in class, finishing 
approximately an hour later, was the 
XR600 of Gary Tepner and Ross Grego- 
ry. A YZ400 solo ride by Dr. Gilberto 
Velasco, a surgeon from Colima, Mexi- 
co, produced a third place in Class 40. 
Velasco made a 4000-mile commute to 
get to the starting line. 

"Sometimes I think it's harder to get 
to the race than it is to race," said Velas- 
co.

With no other entrants in Class 50, all 
Richard Jackson and Dave Olen had to 
do was cruise to the finish line and col- 
lect the hardware at the podium. They 
finished, but it was not easy. For the 
first 133 miles, Jackson rode their XR600 
to a top speed of 65 mph due to jetting 
problems. 

“I knew I was in big trouble when an 
XR400 passed me on the highway," said 
Jackson. 

Shortly after several pit repairs got 
the bike to speed, Olen's day ended 
when he dislocated his shoulder while 
dicing three abreast with two quads. 
Though they lost considerable time, 
Jackson was able to get to the bike and 
ride to the finish, ending a 400-mile day 
for the Baja regular. 

In the closest race of the day, Joseph 
West finished 14 seconds ahead of

Templeton were the men to beat 
when the AMA National Championship 
Hillclimb Series made its third stop of 
the season at the Bushkill Valley Motor- 
cycle Club's grounds. 

Pinsonnault the early pace in the 540cc 
class and then put in a perfect second ride 
to edge points leader John Hamilton Jr., 
who seemed to have the win locked up 
after his second attempt propelled him 
into the lead. Ted Wilkins continued his 
string of top-five finishes, with a third- 
place finish ahead of Pennsylvania riders 
Mike Livingston and Phil Libhart. In the 
800cc class, the BSA-mounted Terry 
Thompson led early, followed by Tim Fra- 
zier. But Templeton, winner of round one 
of the series, blasted past them both on his 


second ride to snatch his second win of 


the year. Thompson and Frazier rounded 
out the top three, with Frazier taking the 
series points lead in the class. Lou Ger- 
encer took fourth, with Bob Castledine 
claiming fifth on the series’ tallest hill.

Pinsonnault was the first rider to chal- 
lenge the narrow, 550-foot-long hill, 
which features a small mound before the 
first of three kickers that must be hit 
straight for a fast time. Pinsonnault 
dropped the hammer on his nitro-burn- 
ing Honda CR500 and blasted over the 
camel hump. He has always excelled over 
jumps, and he flew low and fast over the 
three kickers all the way past the lights at 
the 500-foot mark, with a time of 9.505. 

“My bike ran like it should," Pinson- 
nault said. "I took off the cylinder and 
stuff from last week and put on my old 
parts and now it runs right." 

As the runs wore on, it was clear that 
the tall, dusty hill was really eating up the 
horsepower. Only three 540cc riders could 
break into the 10s. Bo's Radical Race Team 
member John Hamilton Jr. nearly 
matched Pinsonnault's run, launching off 
the line and driving through the lights to 
post a 9.773, which showed he would be 
good for a run at the win. Wilkins fol- 
lowed Hamilton to the line, but he 
couldn't keep his Rotax twin's front end

down, wheelying before and after each 
breaker. Wilkins checked in with a 10.455- 
second run to sit third after the first set of 
rides. The round ended after the last three 
riders failed to clear the top. 

Pinsonnault watched as the 540cc 
class tried to catch his 9.505 and force 
him to ride again. Hamilton Jr. accom- 
plished the deed with a sensational ride. 
He got squirrelly on the bottom, but his 
John Hamilton-tuned Triumph was a 
rocket on the rest of the hill. Hamilton 
Jr. leaped off the third breaker and 
sailed into the timers and into the lead 
with a 9.254-second run. 

“I got sideways after the start, and I 
was going to shut off to straighten it out, 
but I just pulled it over, and the bike hit 
the groove and took off. My dad has the 
motor running so strong, I might have 
been able to pull higher gearing." 

Wilkins has never finished higher 
than second at Freemansburg, and 
today he just couldn't hit upon the per- 
fect ride. He was still fast, though, tak- 
ing third overall away from Mike Liv- 
ingston with a 9.702-second pass. 

With most of the top contenders hav- 
ing fallen by the wayside, Pinsonnault 
pulled into the pit to try to improve on 
his second-place time. Pinsonnault's 
Honda makes more horsepower than 
the methanol- or gas-fueled two-strokes, 
but quite a bit less than the Triumphs 
and BSAs, yet he was probably the only 
rider who could catch Hamilton. Pin- 
sonnault has more second-pass wins 
than any riders in the '90s, and he 
showed why he holds the record with 
five straight 540cc National Champi- 
onships, bringing the crowd to its feet 
with a 8.895-second ride for the win. 

"Today couldn't have gone better," 
Pinsonnault said after his first win in 
over a year. "My first ride was so slow 
because I was the first one up. I figured 
the hill would groove up and my time 
would get bettered, but a couple of guys 
got in trouble. On the second round the 
times were faster, so I wasn't surprised 
when John beat my time, but I knew I 
could go faster, too. I tried to watch the 
riders who might win, then I went after 
it. I like to ride under pressure."

but he overcame a wild, sideways start 
to click off a nice ride here, using a lot of 
hill up to the first breaker, but getting it 
lined up for the rest of the hill to card a 
10.466-second time and take the early 
lead. 

Then, Harley-Davidson Racing Pro 
Hillclimb Team/Gerencer’s H-D/Parts 
Unlimited’s Tim Frazier backed up his 
run last week with another fast ride. His 
only problem seemed to be short gear- 
ing, as he floated the valves on his 
XR750 near the top of the run. Still, he 
stopped the lights in 8.936 seconds, 
though he couldn’t get slowed enough 
at the top and fell. Frazier was unhurt, 
but his bike suffered damage that would 
hurt his second ride. Although Thomp- 
son Racing/Gene's Machine/Bo's Radi- 
cal Racers-backed Thompson has had 
bad luck since moving up to the 800cc 
class this year while developing his big- 
bore BSA twin, he really had it cranked 
on at Freemansburg. Thompson came 
off the line wide open and never backed 
off, jumping a long way off the first 
kicker and then jumping to the timing 
lights off of the third to become the 
quickest rider of round one, with his 
8.787- second blast. 

Frazier's first-round time still stood 
up as he came to the line, but he was 
looking for another good one when he 
came out of the hole on his second ride. 
He had geared the bike up and every- 
thing was perfect until his footpegs broke 
off going up to the first breaker. The 
crash on his first ride had broken or 
cracked the mounts, and he had to shut it 
off. He would have to settle for third, but 
he did take over the series points lead. 

Templeton's plan for the day was "to 
ride conservatively on the first pass to 
get a ride in, then turn it loose on the 
second ride." Templeton put all of the 
pieces together and finished with a 
tremendous leap off the final breaker 









that saw him land at the timers. He was 
026 of a second faster than Thompson, 
with an 8.761-second time. Thompson 
tried to retake the lead, but his chances 
went south just 10 feet off the line when 
the bike went a little off. It cleaned out a 
second later, and he ran hard for a 9.883, 
but it wasn't what he needed to win. 
That left Templeton at the top of the 
heap. 

“T tried to roll the throttle on and the 
bike really hooked up," Templeton said 
of his winning run. "It ran great and the 
gearing was right on." cu

Series Champion Lonnie Pauley 

returned to his winning ways in 
the Open A class at round two of Gene 
Romero's West Coast Flat Track Series 
at Perris Auto Speedway, sharing the 
night’s honors with Open Vintage-class 
winner Jeff Johnson. 

Perris Auto Speedway’s banked half 
mile oval was host to some of the fastest 
flat-track racers west of the Rockies in 
the series’ second and final visit to the 
Inland Empire facility this season. 
Romero’s race format allows a wide 
variety of motorcycles to compete 
together in two classes, featuring cur- 
rent pros without the severe limitations 
of the National circuit, plus vintage 
motorcycles - and riders - that might 
remind you of the glory days of places 
such as Ascot Park. 

Pauley, on his Bill Fagundes-tuned 
Wood-Rotax, led Husaberg rider Rob 
Damron and Steve Johnson in the first 
Open heat after getting around Jim 
Kelly's 1200cc Harley, which was being 
ridden by Jim Rosa. 

The agile singles had a distinct 
advantage on the Perris oval’s banked 
turns, but the acceleration of the big 
twin was evident any time Rosa twisted 
the throttle. Heat two went to Jesse 
Sanchez, followed by Robert Seay, but 
not far ahead of the Shell Thuet-built 
Yamaha 750cc twin of Bob Cobb and 
Kenny Noyes on the second Husaberg. 

Steve Mayfield grabbed heat three on 
his Mayfield Brokerage Wood-Rotax, 
the first of a sweep of the California- 
made bikes, ahead of veteran racer 
Randy Bereman, Levi German and Brent 
Vollbrecht. 

Rialto’s Jeff Johnson was the only 
twin rider to win an Open heat. John- 
son, aboard one of the Dodge Brothers’ 
XR750s, passed the factory ATK of A.J. 
Herrera. Don Hart dropped Herrera to 
third, and Danny Ritchie took fourth on 
the Brown’s Cycles Yamaha 600. Only 
the first-place riders transferred directly 
to the main. 

JRC British Spares stepped up to 
sponsor the Vintage class, posting cash 
awards for the winners of the evening’s 
pre-’76-mounted and over-35-year-old

racers who prefer not to compete 
against the Open Pro bikes. Johnson 
continued to win heats, this time on the 
Harold Hanvey's Progressive Suspen- 
sion/Olympia Water/Fontana Radiator 
Triumph, ahead of Norton-mounted 
Rosa, veteran Triumph racer John Hate- 
ley, and TT500-powered James Steet. 
Bob Cobb was out front in heat two on 
the Shell Racing SF01 Yamaha twin, 
trailed by Rick Reed and Pinon Hills' 
Jeff Johnson, both on Triumph twins, 
and Don Frauenberger, one of two two- 
strokes braving the banking. Sal Peluso, 
on the www.flattrack.com-backed Tri- 
umph twin, took the top spot in the 
third and final heat over Norton rider 
Clyde Dennen, Art Fredenburgh (who 
led the race before apparently seeing 
black spots on the white flag) and Keith 
Bradford. 

Pauley got first pick for starting posi- 
tion in the Trophy Dash, but Johnson 
drove off the line to lead into turn one, 
with Lonnie Pauley looking around the 
outside for a way around the seasoned 
former National number holder. John- 
son had the drive out of the corner to 
lead into the turn. Johnson's XR had a 
slight power advantage on Pauley, and 
Johnson took the cash and the first-place 
trophy, with Pauley second and May- 
field holding off Hart for third, while 
Sanchez and Bereman completed the 
race close behind. 

After the complement of semis that 
further channeled riders to the A or B 
mains, Jim Gardner led the Vintage B 
main ahead of Brian Coakley, Maurice 
Ortega and Gary Pettis. Coakley pow- 
ered his Yamaha twin around the out- 
side for the lead, as Pettis stuffed his 
Bultaco inside Ortega for the third spot. 
Late in the race, Pettis used the low line 
in turns one and two to take the lead on 
the back chute and score the win. 

Herrera lined his ATK up on the pole 
for the Open B main, next to Seay, 
Noyes, Vollbrecht and Pinon Hills’ Jeff 
Johnson. After the green light, Noyes 
fired his L&R Husaberg into turn one 
ahead of Herrera, Seay and Vollbrecht. 
Eric Wood ran fifth on his big Twin-

Noyes was riding hard, the Husaberg 
twitching and bucking coming off the 
corners, with Seay on his tail, watching 
for a mistake that would not come.

They 
were shadowed by Steet and Reed. 
Reed, on the Progressive Suspension/ 
JRC/Riding Tiger Triumph, powered 
past Steet coming out of turn two and 
settled in to watch Cobb hound Johnson 
for the lead. Cobb pulled alongside to 
run wheel to wheel with Johnson, who 
gained a bit of an advantage going into 


turn one, losing the front wheel, ' 


although not long enough to allow Cobb 
to do more than eliminate the gap 
between them. Fredenburgh began to 
move up through the field, passing 
Dennen and Pinon Hills' Jeff Johnson to 
pull in behind Steet. Rosa pulled in 
behind the second Jeff Johnson as well, 
as Dennen began to tire, dropping off 
the pace. Johnson, Cobb and Reed set- 
tled in while Fredenburgh motored past 
Steet on his Yamaha twin. Steet man- 
aged to hold off Pinon Hills' Johnson 
with better corner speed on his 500cc 
Yamaha. 

Rialto's Johnson pulled away for the 
win. Cobb was in second, trailed by 
Reed, Fredenburgh, Steet, Johnson, Rosa 
and, from the back of the pack, John 
Hateley. 

Pauley jumped into the lead on the 
first flash of the green light as Rosa tan- 
gled with another rider and tumbled 
down the front straight. The red flag 
came out, and Rosa and crew struggled 
to straighten out the Jim Kelly 1200cc 
Harley. With the bars and forks straight- 
ened and the front number plate duct- 
taped back in place, Rosa rejoined the 
field for a complete restart. 

On the restart, Mayfield ran it up the 
inside of Pauley to lead down the back 
stretch, but Pauley had a line through 
the middle of three and four that carried 
him around Mayfield and back into the 














lead. Steve Johnson charged from the 
pack to fall in behind Mayfield, while 
Damron and Hart closed the gap. Jeff 
Johnson, back on the Dodge Brothers 
XR, slipped inside Hart for the fifth 
spot. Damron dropped back away from 
Steve Johnson, as Jeff Johnson pulled up 
on the XR to try an inside pass through 
turn one. Steve Johnson Kept the 
momentum up through the corner, shut- 
ting Jeff Johnson down in his attempt. 
Damron pulled back up and inside Jeff 
Johnson to take fourth back and set out 
after Steve Johnson. 

Singles ran in the top four spots, with 
the XR-mounted Jeff Johnson trying to 
pass Damron on the outside of turn 
three, but Damron got a big drive com- 
ing onto the front straight, not only 
holding off Jeff Johnson but passing 
Steve Johnson to pull into third.

FREETOWN, MA, MAY 30 


ith temperatures hovering 
around 90 degrees and the 
humidity level not far below, 


Jerry Madore roosted his Valley Motor- 
sports/C-Cycle/E-Line/MGH Alu- 
minum-backed Yamaha to a one-point 
win with a score of 36 at the John Mona- 
han Enduro. Bob White finished close 
behind with a 37. Third overall was Paul 
Miliken with a 41. 

Around 150 riders came to beat the 
heat and conquer the rocks at the second 
round of the NETRA Enduro Series. The 
Pilgrim Sands Trail Riders have worked 
hard to keep what few trails remain 
available for ORV use in the Freetown 
State Forest and the surrounding area. 
While many miles have been lost in the 
battle, what remains are some of the 
most rocky, challenging trails that can 
be found in New England. 

Trail bosses Geoff Wurlitzer and Bob 
Edwards laid out a rocky, demanding 
course that began with a lap around the 
club’s hare scrambles loop. Former 
NETRA Hare Scrambles champ Tommy 
Norton set the pace in the opening 
whooped-out 4-mile section with a score 
of 2:09. He was followed by 
KTM/Razee-backed Jason Cayer and 
series points leader Hans Neff. Both rid- 
ers dropped two minutes and several 
more seconds than the Yamaha/ Valley 
Motorsports-backed Norton. Three- and 
four-point cards were the hot scores for 
the rest of the A- and B-class riders, 
while fives and sixes were the times to 
beat for the fastest C riders. 

A short reset gave riders some time 
to get rehydrated before heading into a 
5-mile loop through some fairly rocky 
terrain. Norton, Neff and Miliken post- 
ed the best scores through the section, 
dropping four each, while KTM/Razee- 
backed Peter Tanner, Neff and White 
rode through with fives. 

Four miles of timekeeping led to the 
day's longest section. The section began 
with a sneaky check-in that caught more 
than a handful of riders who were not 
paying attention on the gas line preced- 
ing the “Milk Run" section. Fast, rocky 
single- and double-track trail made up 
most of the 11-mile loop. From there, the 
course headed back through more 
rocky, muddy, technical trail until it 
finally spit everyone out the "Swill 
Hole" and into the gas stop. Norton 
blazed through, dropping a four in the 
check-in. Only Cayer came close with a 
three and a four. 

At the gas stop, Norton and Cayer held 
a commanding lead, with 12 and 13 points 
dropped so far, respectively. Unfortunate- 
ly, Norton had to drop out with mechani- 
cal problems. Cayer set back out to the 
hare scrambles loop with a few points 
over his nearest competitor. From there, 
Madore decided to crank up the heat. 

“I felt Kind of sick in the morning, 
and I had some bad arm pump," stated 
Madore. "I hadn't gotten much rest the 
night before, and I almost called it quits 
at the gas stop." 

Luckily for Madore, he decided to 
tough it out, and he posted some fast 
scores for the rest of the day, as he 
attempted to grind away at Cayer's 
seven-point lead. In the second trip 








around the hare scrambles loop, 
Madore, Cayer, Rick Claxton and White 
all cruised through with twos. 

The next section proved to be a time- 
keeper in disguise. The section was run 
at 18 mph and was technical enough to 
make you think you were late. Howev- 
er, a good number of riders were caught 
off guard when they burned the check- 
out. Neff ruined any chance he had at 
the overall, getting caught with his sec- 
ond burn of the day. 

Cayer and Madore cruised through 
the next section of nearly five miles of 
freshly cut trail in perfect time, drop- 
ping 0:36 and 0:37, respectively. White 
followed within his minute, while Tan- 
ner and Neff dropped one apiece. 

It was in the final two sections that 
the tables turned for Madore. He 
matched scores again with Cayer, Neff, 
Claxton and Husqvarna's James Kelly, 
who all dropped three. Jason Cayer's 
rear brakes failed, however, which 
forced him to retire for the day. 

In the final section - a 9-mile section 
that seemed to connect one rock garden 
to the next - Neff did his best to over- 
come burn points, leading the way with 
an 11-point score. White's 14, following 
a five in the previous section, was not 
enough to overcome the last-section 
charge by Madore, who dropped an 
impressive 12. In the end, this one point 
was the difference for Madore.

With Norton and Cayer suffering 
mechanical DNFs and Neff posting a 
nine-point burn, the door was left open 
for Madore to take the overall. 

“I really loosened up in the second 
half today,” said Madore. “The heat was 
a little problem, but I did not even so 
much as drop my bike all day, so it 
didn’t really get to me.” 

When asked about his strategy for 
the remainder of the season, Madore 
summed up his plans. 

“Tf I'm in the hunt for the points, I'Il 
keep at it," he said. "Otherwise, I'm just 
going to ride the events that I enjoy, and 
probably a few hare scrambles." 

Third overall and A high point was 
earned by KTM-mounted Paul 
Miliken, with a 41. Only six B riders 
managed to finish the demanding 
course within their hour in the heat. 
Heading up the pack with a 64-point 
score was Scott Hoginski on his CRE. 
Layne Dutlinger cruised in behind him 
with a 68 on his KTM. In the C class, 
Yamaha rider Tim Baker's 38 was fast 
enough on the shortened course to 
take home the high point. He was 
chased in by fellow class rider Ted 
Bowyer on his Suzuki with a 54. 

The Women's class was headed up 
by Dawn Silvia's 44-point score at check 
four. CRE's Keith Goodell took home 
the big trophy in the Super Senior divi- 
sion, while fellow CRE teammate Tom

Series' 125cc Pro class with 1-1 
wins, Danny Carlson proved to race 
fans that he is back and ready to race. 
Carlson has spent the last three months 
recuperating from an injury sustained 
while competing in the AMA Super- 
cross Series. 

Temecula Motors/ Arnette/IMS- 
sponsored Carlson charged hard off the 
start of the combined 125cc Pro and 
125cc Intermediate gate to capture the 
holeshot in the first moto after stuffing 
Intermediate Sean O'Conner in the turn. 
Pro rider Jason Abbott and Intermediate 
Cory Gibbons followed in positions two 
and three.

CALGARY, AB, CANADA, JUNE 12-13 
o matter who Team Green puts on 
N: bikes in the Toyota Canada 
Superbike Championship, they 
seem to turn into winners. 

Kawasaki got its bid for a ninth con- 
secutive national Superbike title off to 
an impressive start at Calgary's Race 
City Motorsports Park, as two of its 
newest recruits broke through for their 
first career wins at the top level. 

Jeff Williams, on a ZX-7RR, edged 
veteran teammate Michael Taylor by 
just 0.52 seconds for victory in the first 
race of the doubleheader weekend. The 
following afternoon, in another thriller, 
Francis Martin held off the Honda 
CBR900RR of Martin Gaudreault and 
Taylor's ZX-9R for the win. The 24-year- 
old Williams fought tooth and nail with 
Taylor, a two-time National Superbike 
Champion, in the 16-lap season opener. 
The two traded the lead four times 
before Williams grabbed it for good 
entering turn one on the final tour. 











took him out of the qualifying heat race 
earlier in the day, Neil Jenkins rose from 
the 31st starting spot to finish an 
impressive sixth on the much-improved 
fuel-injected Suzuki GSX-R750. His Fast 
Company team, led by Scott Miller, 
received the Schwinn Toyota Tundra 
Hard Luck Award for its quick engine 
change between the qualifier and the 
feature race. 

Round two on Sunday featured 
another frenetic lead battle, this time 
between Martin, Taylor and Gaudreault. 
Jenkins started from pole after dominat- 
ing the qualifying heat and bringing the 
lap record down to one minute, 19.38 
seconds. He held the lead for three laps 
before Taylor moved to the front. Martin 
rose from sixth at the end of the opening 
lap to take the lead from Taylor on lap 
six of 16. 

Martin and Taylor traded the lead 
twice more before the ZX-7RR rider 
grabbed the top spot for good on lap 13. 


-Gaudreault, meanwhile, had charged 


from seventh on lap one to third by lap 
seven. He then erased a gap of just over 





"I measured him up a few times," 
said Williams, who established a new 
lap record of one minute, 19.84 seconds 
around the 2.0-mile track. "I knew I 
could take care of business at the end of 
the straight. I was quite in control. I felt I 
could dictate the pace of the race." 

For much of the race, Williams and 
Taylor were part of a four-bike lead dice 
that included the Yamaha R1s of Benoit 
Pilon and local favorite Murray Clift. 
But on lap 13, Clift pulled to a stop at 
the end of the back straight with over- 
heated coils, and Pilon lost touch with 
the lead pair when a large bug used his 
visor as a guard rail on the final lap, and 
he (Pilon) settled for third. 

Former Kawasaki rider Gaudreault, 
in his first race on the Brooklin Cycle- 
prepared CBR900RR, held off Martin's 
ZX-7RR for fourth. After a broken crank 





a second to the two leaders and 
snatched second from Taylor two laps 
from home. He was unable to deal with 
Martin, however, and settled for second, 
0.38 seconds back. 

“I was a little bit faster in the corners, 
but he (Taylor) had a good motor," said 
the 25-year-old Martin. 

Defending Toyota Canada Superbike 
Champion Jordan Szoke came away 
from a wild five-bike battle with fourth 
on his Honda CBR900RR. The former 
Kawasaki rider made an impressive 
comeback from a huge crash in Satur- 
day's opener that all but wrote off his 
brand-new Erion-built bike. His crew, 
led by Sam Russell, did impressive work 
rebuilding the Honda, using spare 
sport-bike bits, and the team was the 
recipient of Sunday's Schwinn Toyota 
Tundra Hard Luck Award. 























Jenkins followed Szoke across the 
line in fifth, with Pilon sixth, just ahead 
of Williams. Williams came out of Cal- 
gary with the Toyota Canada Superbike 
points lead. He has 85 points to the 79 of 
Taylor and Martin. 

Pilon gave the R1 its first Canadian 
national race victory with a win in the 
opening round of the International 
Motorcycle Supershow Open Sport Bike 
Championship at Race City. Pilon held 
off Gaudreault's CBR900RR by less than 
a second for the win, while defending 
series champion Taylor grabbed third 
on his Kawasaki ZX-9R. 

Calgary's Clint McBain delighted the 
home crowd with a win in Sunday's sec- 
ond round of the Open Sport Bike 
series. After transmission trouble had 
robbed McBain of almost certain victory 
on Saturday, the ZX-9R rider took the

lead from Taylor on lap two of 12 and 
edged clear to a 4.50-second win. Gaud- 
reault was third, right behind Taylor at 
the finish, and he ended the weekend 
with the early series points lead. 

Owen Weichel and Jean-Francois Cyr 
shared wins in the Yoshimura 600cc 
Sport Bike contest. Cyr opened up a 
commanding lead on his Yamaha YZF- 
R6 in the opening 12-lap race but fell 
near the end of the sixth lap. Weichel 
assumed the lead on his Hyd Mech 
Saws/Janna Systems/Transpro Freight 
Honda CBR600F4 and survived a stiff 
challenge from the R6 of unretired Linn- 
ley Clarke for the win. 

Weichel dominated Sunday’s quali- 
fying heat and led the first six laps of the 
feature before Clarke and then Cyr got 
past.

CHARLOTTE, NC, MAY 29 
uzuki-mounted Zack Mitchell 
Si that it pays to never give up, 
when the Junior Mini win fell into 
his lap at round four of the 1999 Roller- 
coaster Racing Tour Supercross Series. 

Under a silver-dollar Carolina moon, 
200 riders came to the Metrolina Fair- 
grounds for supercross fun under the 
lights on a perfectly prepared JMX Racing 
track. Full gates in many classes resulted 
in good competition and exciting racing, 
yet injuries were kept to a minimum. 

“We're making improvements con- 
stantly,” noted JMX promoter Joe 
Williams. “Tuesdays are practice nights, 
so we're here every week to note what can 
be changed for the enjoyment and conve- 
nience of riders and spectators alike." 

Mitchell gated alongside Jared Tuten 
in both the Junior Mini qualifier and 
main event, at the head of the field of 
seven. The qualifier belonged to Tuten, 
while Mitchell stuck close and learned 
some new lines, following Tuten for the 
whole three laps around Charlotte's 
long supercross track. 

The Junior Mini main appeared to be 
more of the same, as Tuten took com- 
mand early, followed by Mitchell, Jessie 
Carney and Craig Robinson. Tim Hoyle, 
who usually travels closer to the front, 
crashed on the first lap and remounted 
at the back of the pack. Lap after lap, the 
only position change of note was that of 
Hoyle, who worked his way up past 
rider after rider to finally finish fourth. 

Tuten looked set to take the win 
when the unthinkable happened: The 
leader bit the dust. Mitchell did not 
waste time gawking but took over the 
lead and sailed past the checkers. Tuten 
recovered quickly and still pulled off a 
second-place finish. 

"| just made a mistake in the 
whoops,” said Jared. “Usually I’m okay 
and can keep my bike up, but I'll do bet- 
ter next time. I still had fun, though." 

The unexpected was normal for the 
evening, especially in the 250cc Exhibi- 
tion class, in which Mike Andrews, 
Casey Barnes and Michael Milen did 
battle. Andrews set the pace for the 
250cc Exhibition qualifier field of nine, 
taking the holeshot and leading all three 
laps, with Barnes and Milen noting 
every move. Andrews also grabbed the 
holeshot in the main event, but the rest 
of the pack got up to speed very quick- 
ly. In a few turns, all were going wide 
open, diving into corners and going bal- 
listic over jumps, providing edge-of-the- 
seat racing action for the spectators. 

Coming over the finish-line jumps, 
Andrews doubled but Barnes did not, 
giving Casey the lead for lap one as 
Mike's trajectory took too much air time. 
Andrews overshot the next turn, allowing 
Milen to slip past in pursuit of Barnes. 
While Michael and Casey were dicing for 
the lead, Andrews lurked in third. 

Milen had no history in this race of 
doubling the finish-line jump, so when 
it happened, the move caught Barnes by 
surprise, and Casey went wide in the 
next turn. Andrews ducked under

Barnes to regain second and go after 
Milen. By the end of another lap, 
Andrews was once again in the lead. 

But Milen and Barnes had no inten- 
tion of letting Andrews get too far away, 
and for the rest of the race they played 
the gadflies. Milen found that he could 
make better time by not doubling the 
finish-line jumps, and after a couple of 
attempts Barnes gave up the idea of 
jumping over either one of them to gain 
a position. By the time Andrews took 


the checkered flag, the speed of the front ` 


three was such that doubling that partic- 
ular jump was not the hot ticket. 

Andrews crossed the line first, fol- 
lowed by Barnes and Milen, and then 
Marc Woods and local talent Aaron Ben- 
field, who lives about 10 minutes from 
the Metrolina track. 

The Over 25 A/B contest also had 
Andrews' name all over it, from start to 
finish in both the qualifier and the main. 

“It’s been a while," admitted 
Andrews. "After I broke my leg, I 
thought seriously about not racing 
again, and in fact I didn't get on a bike 
for almost a year. But it's too much fun 
to stay away from."

MENDOTA, IL, MAY 29 
unior Jackson aced three classes at 
J the Megacross Miller Genuine Draft 
Shootout. But the day was not all 
peaches and cream for Jackson: Disaster 
struck in the first corner during the 
Over 25 main. 

“I thought I had the lead,” said Jack- 
son, “but Sheldon overshot the corner 
and wiped out a bunch of us." 

Jackson, with previous multiple frac- 
tures in both wrists, pulled out of the 
Over 25 class. The fans gave a collective 
sigh of relief when Jackson came to the 
line in the 250cc main. 

Jackson followed Greg Braet's Yama- 
ha off the line in the 250cc A main. Braet . 
fended him off until the left-hand bowl 
turn of the starting-line straight. Braet 
squared the corner and Jackson, with 
the revs up, went high and powered out 
of the corner, overtaking and passing 
Braet before the next bowl turn - a right- 
hander, 20 yards away - that led into a 
double and the whoops in front of the 
announcers' stand. Chad Johnson, draft- 
ing Jackson, immediately challenged 











Braet, and he was able to make his pass 
a lap later in the same turn for the sec- 
ond slot. Nate Eslinger followed Braet 
across the line for fourth. 

^I came out in this class and felt 
good," said Jackson, "but I lost my rear 
brake in the third lap. I didn't have any 
brake at all. I had the lead by then but I 
still had to adapt: Go into the corner a lit- 
tle slower and carry a little more momen- 
tum. I was able to work it out. I had to be 
a little careful and not get too aggressive 
with the tight turns. I would like to thank 
Nielsen Enterprises and Jackson Perfor- 
mance Center for all their help." 

The left-hand switchback at the end 
of the Megacross Shootout starting 
chute is crucial to getting a postrace 
interview with track announcer Bill Holt 
in the winner's circle. The technical 
three-quarter-mile supercross-style track 
- with its tabletops, triples, double-dou- 
ble step-up jumps, bowl turns and 
switchbacks - exacts a heavy toll from 
the foolish, the faint of heart, or the just 
plain unlucky. The adept and lucky - 
both of which are character attributes of 
most winners - may grimace a tad when 
the starting-line corner is mentioned, 
but they know their skills give them a 
big advantage in getting through it 
unscathed. But not always. 

“I thought I had the lead going into 
the corner," said Jackson, winner of 
three qualifying heats, ^when Sheldon 
held it on a little bit too long and over- 
shot the corner and got us all tangled 
up. I remounted dead last with a sore 
wrist, so I decided to pull off and take 
my chances in the 125s and 250s.” 

"I never thought I would get the ` 
holeshot in the Over 25 class on a 125 
Suzuki when there were all those 250s 
out there," said Eron Ezerins. "I was 
among the leaders and on the inside 
going into the turn when they had that 
big pileup. I kept the gas on and avoid- 
ed them and took the lead, and then I 
just rode my own race. I’m not known 
for my fast starts, even though I keep 
working on them, but if I get a holeshot, 
you've got to watch out." 

Chad Johnson took the holeshot in 
the 125cc A class, with Jackson back in 
the pack. Johnson was never intimidat- 
ed by the specter of Jackson on his rear 
fender, and he maintained a strong lead 
going into the white-flag lap, and he 
took the win. Jackson, by the third lap, 
managed to take over second, but he 
was riding with noticeable physical dis- 
comfort from his sore wrist, the result of 
the Over 25-class pileup. He was never 





able to close on Johnson. Austin Raubs’ 
Yamaha was third, followed by Eron 
Ezerins in fourth. 

"I was riding good,” said Johnson, 
“but Jackson kept me honest the whole 
way." cu

Horton 
sears the 
Hoosiers

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, JUNE 6 

lom Horton led a contingent of Cali- 
Tos to AHRMA's only mile 

dirt track national of the year, win- 
ning the Classic 250cc division and log- 
ging a trio of second-place finishes on a 
scorching Midwest afternoon. Fellow 
Californian John Lundgren did Horton 
one better, riding a fleet of Yamahas to 
two Sportsman-class wins and a third in 
the non-points-paying Veteran class. 

The digital thermometer on Indy's 
infield scoreboard clicked steadily 
upward throughout the day, topping 
out at 98 degrees before the racing was 
over. Despite the heat, the racing was 
safe and there were surprisingly few 
mechanical failures among the well-pre- 
pared old bikes. 

The all-Yamaha '70s Singles class set 
the tone for the rest of the day's racing: 
close and fast. David Wills grabbed the 
holeshot in the final, but on the second 
of eight laps, heat-race winner Dennis 
Williams worked his way into the lead 
and opened up a small gap. Meanwhile, 
Robert Adams was closing on Wills, and 
they erased Williams' advantage as they 
battled over second place. 

By the halfway mark, they were trad- 
ing places and turning laps in the 43- 





second range - an average of 84 mph, 
which isn't bad for 500cc four-stroke 
singles more than 20 years old. Over the 
last two laps, Williams managed to open 
a bit of a lead again, and Adams held off 
a final determined challenge from Wills 
to finish second. Fourth was another 
Wills sibling, Robert. 

Papa George Wills, aboard his hand- 
shift Harley-Davidson WR, showed the 
boys how it's supposed to be done in 
the Dinosaur race. The sweet-running 
Harley could really stretch its legs on 
the big, nicely grooved track, allowing 
the Manhattan, Illinois, rider to leave 
Horton's Triumph 500 far behind. Third 
went to Georgia's Beno Rodi on his 
Royal Enfield single. 

The Over 50 Senior-class contest was 
another close one. Leading the charge 
was Triumph-mounted Charlie South- 
gate, who was chased by Steve Boggs on 
a Yamaha. By the halfway point, the 
Iowa rider had gotten by Southgate. 
Behind them, however, Indiana's James 
Oliver had worked his way up to within 
striking distance of the lead duo. They 
ran the final lap virtually side by side, 
with Oliver snatching the win, followed 
by Boggs and Southgate. Pennsylvanian 
Jim Challingsworth was a respectable 
fourth on his Triumph twin. 

For the first couple of laps of the 
Classic 250cc final, Horton, riding a 
Suzuki two-stroke twin, had his hands 
full with defending class champ John 
Bova. Soon, however, Iowan Mike Con- 
nell got his Harley Sprint past Bova's 
Bultaco and by the fourth of six laps was 
around Horton as well. Carl Forkey also 
caught up with his Sprint, and the top 
four riders circulated in a close bunch. 

On lap five, Horton regained the lead 
from Connell, and Forkey got around 
Bova and into third. The lead went back 
and forth as they made their final lap 
around the track, with Horton holding 
the point position when starter Larry 
Schmid unfurled the checkered flag. 
Forkey, meanwhile, had a solid third as 
Bova's machine started losing power as 
the race wore on. 

Only three Sportsman 250cc riders 
showed up at the starting line for their 
final. Californian John Lundgren came 
off the line last on his Yamaha twin to 
howl his way into the lead on the sec- 
ond lap. Bultaco rider Larry Barnes 
hung on to Lundgren's back wheel for a 
few laps before the faster Yamaha grad- 
ually crept away. 

The elders of the dirt-tracking Ather- 
ton family dominated the Classic 
500cc/750cc class, with David Atherton 
putting his BSA Gold Star out front at 
the start and staying there all race. Ron 
Atherton, aboard a 1966 Triumph 500 
twin, held second all race over South- 
gate's BSA. 

The Over 35 Veteran class saw Hor- 
ton spend the entire race pressuring Art 
Fredenburgh, with Lundgren close 
behind in third. The three Californians 
were all aboard Yamaha 750s that owe 
their speed and handling prowess in 
one way or another to Yamaha tuning 
legend Shell Thuett, who was also pre- 
sent for the Indy festivities. 

Lundgren got his second win of the 
day in the Sportsman 600cc contest, chas- 
ing down the Honda of early leader Gary 
Davis and gradually opening up a mar- 
gin after a couple laps of close racing. The 
Over 60 Super Seniors were on the track 
at the same time, and it was Norm Gru- 
ber and his Triumph earning the victory. 

A large field of 17 machines took to 
the track for the day's finale, Sportsman 
750cc, and the biggest class also pro- 
duced some of the tightest racing. Indi- 
ana rider Gary Horton nabbed the 
holeshot, but Tom Horton, Mark Gibson 





and Dennis Williams were soon past. 
Yamaha-mounted Tom Horton and Tri- 
umph rider Gibson inched away in their 
own private battle. Meanwhile, Art Fre- 
denburgh moved up and got involved 
in a furious dice for third with Williams, 
both on Yamaha twins. 

Like the "70s Singles final, this one 
was an eight-lapper, and the race for the 
lead went right to the end, with Gibson 
getting to the checkered flag barely 
ahead of Horton. Fredenburgh hung on 
ahead of Williams for third, while Gary 
Horton brought his Triumph home fifth. 
Then it was time for everyone to peel off 
those sweaty leathers. cu

TALLADEGA, AL, MAY 16 

ERA Sportsman Series Southeast 
Ws racing returned to the 

tight and twisty Talladega Grand 
Prix Raceway just one month after the 
opening round of the WERA National 
Challenge Series. Chris Caylor won 
three of his four sprint races and a 
Heavyweight Solo 20 on Saturday. The 
likes of current A Super Stock National 
Champion Billy Eisenacher, Larry Den- 
ning, and the defending WERA Nation- 
al Endurance Championship-winning 
SBR Endurance team rider, Scott Brown, 
were all looking to cash in on their share 
of the posted Yamaha contingency 
money. 

Caylor used his Michelin-shod Suzuki 
GSX-R750 to abscond with the holeshot, 
leading Denning, Eisenacher, Brown and 
Grey Mathews. Scott Carpenter, on 
another R-1, high-sided exiting the dou- 
ble 90s on the second lap, causing a red- 
flag situation. As the flag came out at all 
corners, Scotty Van Scoik and Shannon 
Silva got together on the front straight, 
with both riders and their motorcycles 
tumbling down the road toward starter 
Chuck Edgeworth. Edgeworth narrowly 
sidestepped the cartwheeling bikes as the 
two riders scrambled over the pit wall to 
safety while the remainder of the field 
made it through safely. 





After the clean-up, Caylor again 
leaped away in the lead, this time over 
Denning then Eisenacher in third. 

Caylor eased away from the scrap 
over second place and had a very com- 
fortable lead at the finish. Eisenacher 
stalked Denning the entire race, pushing 
him to make a mistake - which came in 
the final turn before the checkered flag, 
allowing Eisenacher to outdrive him to 
the line for second by a wheel. 

Denning and Eisenacher were set for 
a rematch in the C Super Stock race, but 
this time on the brand-new Yamaha 
YZF R-6s. The holeshot went to the 
Kawasaki power of Brian Lantz's ZX-6R; 
he was followed closely by Eisenacher, 
and Denning made his way into third 
from the third row of the grid. Lantz 
began to slowly gap the R-6s of Eise- 
nacher, Denning and Brown. Denning 
did not show the patience that Eisenach- 
er had while following in their earlier 
race and he tried Eisenacher at every 
point on the track, finally making the 
pass by outbraking Eisenacher at the 
end of the back straight. Denning put 
his head down and reeled Lantz in and 
made an identical pass for the lead two 
laps later. He continued his torrid pace 
and by the checkered flag had built a 
comfortable margin over Lantz and 
Eisenacher. Brown - a week after help- 
ing Semoff Brother Racing win the 
WERA National Endurance race overall 
at Gingerman Raceway - held off the 
charge of the ZX-6R of Rocky Gravely to 
round out the top five. 

Caylor returned to racing action in 
the B Super Stock race to try to add 
another win to his growing total on the 
day. Curry Justice managed to hold 
Caylor back at the start and hold the 
Team Marmo rider at bay with some 
inspired riding until the halfway flags 
were shown. Caylor took advantage of 
the most used passing area on the race 
track, the entrance to the bowl from the 
back straight, to outbrake Justice for the 
lead. With clear track in front of him, 
Caylor immediately opened a com- 
manding lead to the end. Justice held on 
to second over a distant Byron Barbour. 

Two-time National Champion Eise- 
nacher was determined not to finish the 
day without a win, and it showed from 
the drop of the flag in the C Superbike 
race. Eisenacher grabbed the point, with 
Lantz, sporting the number-one plate in 
this class on the front of his Team Green 
ZX-6R, and Denning in tow. The battle 
over fourth was between a four-rider 
pack comprised of Scott Gardner, 
Robert Richards, Mike de Brabant and 
Colin Crichton. Gardner’s Kawasaki 
slipped into a false neutral on the back 
straight, with the other three racers in 
drafting position, mere inches apart. The 
ensuing catastrophe caused another red- 
flag-shortened event, as the corner 
workers and spectators watched as the 
group of motorcycles began tumbling 
and flying spectacularly through the air. 
The official word went out that the rid- 
ers all had very minor injuries, and that 
all but one bike - which had catapulted 
30 feet off the ground - were in ridable 
condition. The race, being past the 
halfway mark, was called complete, giv- 
ing the victory to Eisenacher; Lantz was 
second, and Denning third. 

The last Yamaha contingency-paying 
race of the day was the Formula One 
Expert final. Eisenacher, wanting to 
avenge his earlier defeat by a 750 in 
these big-bore classes, jumped out front 
and set sail, trying to distance himself 
from the pack just as he had in the C 
Superbike race. Caylor, not having any 
points in this class, was at the back of 
the grid and would have to fight his 
way to the front. Justice again got a 
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good start and was able to hang on to 
the R-1 of Denning in second. With only 
a few laps left, Caylor caught the third- 
placed Suzuki of Justice and made the 
last pass of the race for that position. 
Denning was second and Eisenacher 
rode perfectly for the win. cu

Stratton 
undeniable 
at Unadilla

NEW BERLIN, NY, JUNE 6 
ruce Stratton dominated the 250cc 
B» Expert and Over 25 Expert 
classes, respectively, at round five 
of the 1999 Thor/Parts Unlimited North- 
east Classic Motocross Series at the leg- 
endary Unadilla Valley Sports Center. 
Just fewer than 900 racers signed up to 
race in 24 classes. Racer turnout was the 
best so far in the seven-round series. 
Stratton got the jump on the 41 250cc 
Open Expert riders on the newly 
installed Unadilla concrete starting pad 
and piloted his Gold Sport Cycle Suzuki 
through the big right-hand sweeper firsf 
turn and never looked back. Trailing 
him were Mark Hopkins, Barry Carsten,

Dag Boyesen and Josh Seguine. When 
the leaders emerged at the top of Horse- 
power Hill at the end of lap one, Strat- 
ton held the point position, while 
Carsten was now second. Hopkins had 
dropped to third, and Boyesen and 
Seguine remained in fourth and fifth. 
Stratton started to pull away, and when 
he came out of the famous Gravity Cavi- 
ty, he had a four-second advantage over 
Carsten. Boyesen passed Hopkins for 
third just before the apple-tree turn as 
the leaders disappeared into the back 
hill section of the track. 

At the start of lap three, Stratton's 
lead was eight seconds. When the lead- 
ers came back up Horsepower Hill to 
start lap four, Boyesen had passed 
Carsten for second, and the running 
order of the top five was now Stratton, 
Boyesen, Carsten, Seguine and Tom 
Bruno. Hopkins had crashed in the back 
hill section of the track and dropped out 
of the top five. Stratton took the check- 
ered flag and the moto win with a 10- 
second lead. Trailing him were Boyesen, 
Carsten, Seguine and Bruno. 

Hopkins just managed to edge out 
Stratton on the far left outside of the big 
sweeper first turn to earn himself the 
second-moto holeshot honors, but he 
was soon battling with Stratton for the 
lead. Hopkins and Stratton emerged 
from the Gravity Cavity side by side, 
with Hopkins having the inside-line 
advantage going into the S-turns before 
the apple tree. At the top of Horsepower 
Hill at the end of lap one, Stratton was 
again leading, with Boyesen, Hopkins, 
Paul Corey and Mike Harnden in tow. 
Aaron Dieter began challenging Harn- 
den for fifth out of the Gravity Cavity 
and made the pass just before the lead- 
ers descended into the back hill section 
of the race course. Harnden managed to 
pass Dieter back for fifth by the start of 
lap three. Stratton's lead was 12 seconds 
by the start of lap four. Corey got 
around Hopkins for third out of the 
Cavity, dropping Hopkins to fourth. 
Stratton took the white flag with a 15- 
second lead. Trailing him were Boyesen, 
Corey, Dieter and Harnden. The moto- 
two finishing order went in the record 
books as Stratton, Boyesen, Corey, 
Dieter and Harnden. 

In a postmoto interview, Stratton 
said that he loves the Unadilla facility. A 
resident of nearby Clifton Springs, he 
has raced here many times, even as an 
amateur. Stratton said he did what he 
set out to do: get good starts, pick good 
lines and get out front early. 

On a roll from his win in the 250cc 
Open Expert moto, Stratton laid claim to 
holeshot honors in the first Over 25 












Expert moto and, again, never looked 
back. In tow were Boyesen, Hopkins, 
Paul Austin and Joe Ellington. Stratton 
quickly began to pull away, and he had 
a five-second lead by the start of lap 
two. Austin passed Hopkins for third, 
while Bruno got around Ellington to 
claim fifth. Boyesen began to reel Strat- 
ton in on lap three and reduced his lead 
to three seconds by the start of lap four. 
Boyesen crashed on the small tabletop 
after the tree turn and dropped out of 
the top five, remounting in seventh. 
Austin was now second. Bruno moved 
up to third, Hopkins managed to hold 
on to fourth, and Ellington rounded out 
the top five. Stratton whipped his Suzu- 
ki out of the Gravity Cavity on the last 
lap. Boyesen was charging hard and 
managed to come back to second by the 
time the checkers flew. The moto's fin- 
ishing order was Stratton, Boyesen, 
Austin, Bruno and Rich Zupko. 
Ellington and Stratton both got the 
holeshot in the second Over 25 moto, 
but Stratton laid claim to the point posi- 
tion by the time the leaders emerged 
from the Gravity Cavity. Trailing him 
were Ellington, Zupko, Boyesen and 
Gaylon Dickson. Stratton's lead was 12 
seconds by the start of lap three. Round- 
ing out the top five on lap three were 
Boyesen, Ellington, Zupko and Austin. 
Stratton took the white flag with more 
than a 20-second lead. The second 
moto's finishing order went in the books 
as Stratton, Ellington, Zupko, Austin 
and Boyesen. CN

WERA Vintage National Road Race Series 


Vintage 
Gruhn

ick Gruhn continues to be a force 
D: be reckoned with in the WERA 

Vintage Roadrace Series. The 
reigning Formula RD National Champi- 
on proved again that his tuning abilities 
and riding style are the package to beat. 
Gruhn used his 1998 Formula RD Cham- 
pionship-winning Yamaha RD400 Day- 
tona to decimate the field in the multi- 
class combined races he had entered. 
Other riders also managed to win more 
than one race during the event, but not in 
the dominant style that Gruhn displayed. 

The first vintage race of the day com- 
bined the Formula RD-spec racers with 
the Heavyweight and Lightweight Clas- 
sic vintage bikes. By virtue of Gruhn's 
race victories so far this year, he would 
start from pole position. At the start, 
Gruhn managed to win the drag race to 
turn one, wheelying the whole way, 
even though Alex Delia jumped the start 
to challenge him. By the second lap, 
Gruhn had opened a three-second lead 
over the pack when the red flags flew 
for an incident coming off the short side 
straightaway going into the sweeper. 
Richard Ford, on an RD350, had clipped 
the back of Gary Smith's Lightweight 
Classic Honda, causing both riders to 
fall and sending Ford to the hospital. 

At the restart, Gruhn again got a 
powerful launch and immediately 
began to open a new lead, only to be 
stopped before the completion of one 
lap due to a major oil leak from one of 
the Heavyweight Classic bikes. After a 
lengthy clean-up, the third attempt to 
get this race in the books would be 
shortened to six laps instead of the eight 
for which it had been scheduled. 


Once again getting a perfect launch, 
Gruhn’s QuickBikes Racing Michelin- 
shod RD got the holeshot. With the red 
flags erasing his earlier mistake, Delia 
shadowed Gruhn for the first three laps, 
but the halfway flags signaled Gruhn to 
up the pace, and he opened up a two-sec- 
ond lead in one lap. As Gruhn pulled 
away, Delia came under attack from the 
father-son team of Lynford and Paul Gar- 
land, both on RD400s. First to try Delia 
was the elder Garland, Lynford, but 
before he could mount his charge, he 
came under pressure from his son Paul. 
Wasting no time, the younger Garland 
displaced his father and went to work on 
Delia for second. Gruhn’s lead grew larg- 
er every lap, and he even had time to 
pull long wheelies for the corner workers 
to show his appreciation. Garland made 
the pass on Delia coming off the back 
straightaway into the bowl, but Delia 
was able to repass him when Garland ran 
wide midturn. That would be Garland’s 
last chance to pass before the checkered 
flag flew, giving him a hard-fought third 
place, ahead of his father. Lynford Gar- 
land had a mechanical problem that 
caused him to crash hard in the first 90, 
rendering him unconscious and requir- 
ing his transportation from the track as 
his son looked on anxiously. With the 
removal of the second ambulance, racing 

“had to be halted until one returned. 

Winning their classes in the same 
race were David Cornelison and Butch 
Sprain in Heavyweight and Lightweight 
Classics, respectively. 

The second vintage race of the week- 
end combined V-1, Mediumweight Clas- 
sic, and Formula 500, with 28 racers on 
the grid. At the start, Joey Naval got too 
good a start on his Bombay Bicycle 
Club-sponsored Suzuki 500, and he 
received a stop-and-go penalty for the 
effort. Gruhn, starting from further back 
on the grid this time, was making quick 
progress through the field, only to run 
off the track in the first 90 while trying 
to pass his teammate Mark Wyland 
around the outside. Gruhn re-entered 
the track down the running order but 
quickly put the superior horsepower of 
his QuickBikes RD to work. John 
Stauber had his head down in the lead, 
followed by Wyland on the second 
QuickBikes entry. Gruhn could put his 
race bike anywhere he wanted to on the 
track and had the added bonus of being 
able to outaccelerate any other bike on 
the track. On the third lap, Gruhn pow- 
ered past the top two spots on the front 
straight to take over the lead. Stauber 
was able to latch on to the number-one- 
plated RD400 of Gruhn and match his 
pace until they encountered traffic; 
Gruhn, having made his way through 
the field not once but twice, made easy 
work of the slower bikes. Gruhn opened 
up a three-second lead over Stauber and 
Wyland at the finish, and Naval came 
back from his stop-and-go penalty to 
capture fourth in the Formula 500 class. 
Robert Brooks used his Honda CB350 to 
win the V-1 class and Butch Sprain won 
his second event of the day in the Light- 
weight Classic race. Gruhn attributed 
the new performance levels of his bikes 
to the new Moto-Carrena-supplied Mil- 
lennium expansion chambers and a new 
assembly procedure that help the air- 
cooled bikes maintain the same running 
temperatures from start to finish. 

Merged together in the third event of 
the day were the V-2, V-4 and Formula 
Two-Stroke classes, with a total of 27 
riders making the start. V-4 competitor 
Van Funchess got the holeshot on his 
Ducati 750 and immediately opened a 
sizable lead over the three-way battle 
for second between Mark Nadelkov and 
Michael Eiland, also V-4 racers, and 
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Stephen Foote’s Yamaha RZ500 Formu- 
la Two-Stroke entry. By halfway, Eiland 
and Foote had both powered by 
Nadelkov on the back straight and set 
off after Funchess out front. Foote lost 
some ground to Eiland, who was racing 
the same 1973 Yamaha XS750 twin that 
he has been riding for 11 years, while 
Eiland reeled in Funchess. With 
momentum on his side, Eiland was able 
to catch and pass Funchess and get a 
two-second lead over him before the 
checkered flag. Foote won the Formula 
Two-Stroke class, while Robert Brooks 
put another victory in the books by 
winning the V-2 contest. 

The V-3 and V-5 race had a distinctly 
different look than the other Vintage 
races, because the Super Vintage rules 
allow V-5 to incorporate more modern 
machinery. Shawn Quickert, on the 
Buzz's Psycle-prepared, Yamaha FZ600- 
framed Seca 550 Superbike, got the 
holeshot and held on to the lead until 
the end of the back straight, braking for 
the bowl. From there, Avery Clark took 
the point on his Griffith Performance- 
sponsored Kawasaki EX500 and never 
looked back. The field strung out behind 
the unbelievably unmodified Kawasaki 
twin of Clark, who doesn’t even have 
the benefit of an aftermarket race shock 
but manages to give the more-expensive 
machines a run for their money. Quick- 
ert held on to second in V-5, and Foote 
ended the race third. In the V-3 class, 
Michael Eiland again used his trusty 
XS750 to win, ahead of Joey Naval's 
Suzuki triple. CN

Vancil 
lucky at 
Buckeye

NORWALK, OH, JUNE 6 
ometimes you’re just on your 
S and nobody can beat you. 
You're Ali against Foreman, Secre- 
tariat against the field, Michael Jordan 
in the lane with three seconds to play. 


Other days, you need a helping hand 
from Lady Luck. 





That's the way it was at Norwalk Race- 
way Park, where Dave Vancil had gener- 
ous portions of both to take Top Fuel hon- 
ors at AHDRA's Buckeye Nationals. 

Vancil, a 32-year-old Caterpillar 
mechanic from Albuquerque, New Mex- 
ico, started the day by setting a world 
record of 6.622 seconds for the quarter- 
mile, crossing the finish line at a heart- 
stopping 210.87 mph. He kept up that 
blistering pace all day, backing up his 
first run with a 6.68 time and a 195-mph 
top end - but he needed a last-minute bit 
of luck to beat “Earthquake Jake" Silcox 
for the title. 

Silcox, the former underwater welder 
who turned to Harley drag racing just 
two years ago, was only a whisper slow- 
er than Vancil all day. He dusted veter- 
an Jim McClure in the first round and 
the venerable Ray Price in the second 
round. Silcox had turned in phenomenal 
times while McClure had been be- 
deviled by various problems - including 
bent pushrods - and Price shut down his 
bike for undiagnosed concerns just 
before the finish line. 

Vancil, meanwhile, was making it "no 
contest" in his elimination runs. He was 
so dominant that he beat Sonny 
Michalowski - a pretty good racer him- 
self - by almost one full second and 50 
mph. So when the final showdown was 
set up between Vancil and Silcox, the 
sellout crowd figured it was in for a treat. 

Instead, it witnessed Silcox's bike 
lunge about 10 feet off the starting line 
before falling silent, the victim of a shred- 
ded transmission. It couldn't have come 
at a better time for Vancil, who turned in 
his worst performance of the day: a 7.46 
e.t. and a 177.65-mph top end. 

"They say every racer needs one 
lucky lap," said a smiling Vancil after- 
ward. "We had our lucky lap when we 
needed it most." 

Silcox, on the other hand, was his 
typical magnanimous self. 

“It was cool," he said, hiding his dis- 
appointment. ^I was looking forward to 
the race, too - we have never raced each 
other before. But hey, there's another 
race in a couple of weeks. My bike was 
running strong all day." 

Astride his 1996 Overkill, Vancil had 
the crowd whooping and cheering every 
time he came to the line. The youthful, 
outgoing Vancil was one of only four 
riders all day to turn in sub-seven-sec- 
ond times. 

Finishing third was the venerable 
Price, whose best time was 6.898 with a 
top speed of 204.35 mph. Fourth place 
went to John Russell, who has not fin- 
ished out of the top three in the nation- 
al points standings in the past three 
years, but who is part of an entirely 
new team that is having its share of 
problems this year. 

"It's been like going from a Volkswa- 
gen to a Ferrari," said Russell, the home- 
town favorite who lives in Norwalk and 
works in maintenance at the local hospi- 
tal. After four years with the Chromatic 
Race Team, Russell is now part of the 
Windy City Nitro team put together by 
George Tragos, who owns Homewood 
Harley-Davidson, located near Chicago. 
Russell was the last rider to turn in a 
sub-seven-second run, clocked at 6.988 
on his Overkill with the 14-inch slicks. 

Richard DeClerk, Tony Mattioli, Jim 
McClure and Sonny Michalowski 
rounded out the top eight. Vancil's first 
run was his record-buster. He snapped 
off a .505 reaction time, turned the 
eighth-mile in 4.328 seconds at 169.36 
mph, and tripped the finishing lights at 
6.692 for the mark. Conspicuous by his 
absence was Bill Furr, the national 
points leader going into the event. His 
no-show shook up the standings, leav-

ing just 34 points separating first place 
from fifth place. McClure moved into 
the points lead with 261, followed by 
Vancil with 256 and Silcox with 254. 
Furr slipped to fourth place with 236 
points. Dale Nungesser is fifth with 227. 

In Pro Fuel, Mike Romine beat Robert 
Stewert for the title with a time of 7.100 
seconds and a top end of 169.17 mph. 

In Pro Stock, Dirk Higgins of Kirby, 
Ohio, edged out George Babor. Higgins’ 
e.t. was 8.019 seconds, with a top mph 
of 160.14. 

In Pro Drag, Mark Cox - the defend- 
ing points champion - notched his first 
win of the season, beating Scott Truett. 
This one was over almost as soon as it 
started, with Cox punching the button 
with a .514 reaction time to Truett's .555. 
Truett never made up the difference. 
Cox's time was 7.927 seconds, with a top 
end of 167.44 mph. 

In Pro Gas, David Angeloni was first, 
with Ken Browne as runner-up. Brown's 
machine broke before take-off on the 
final run. 

In Modified, Joe Marchant beat Scott 
Tepper for the title. Marchant, on a 1987 
Buell, cranked out a time of 8.940 sec- 
onds and a top end of 146.41 mph. 

In Super Sport, newcomer David 
Poague sent his 1997 Sportster through 
the timing lights in 10.508 seconds. 

In Street Eliminator, Terry Frysinger 
received a bye run for the win. 

In the Screamin' Eagle A class, Jeff 
Eboch won. E-class honors went to 
Todd Thompson. The D class was won 
by Joe Tayman, and the G class was won 
by Nick Gonatas Jr., who also went on 
to win the Shoot-Out. Tayman was run- 
ner-up in the Shoot-Out.

Price wars on Castle Rock TT

CASTLE ROCK, WA, MAY 29 
Eli Price catapulted to a win in the 600cc Expert 
main event at Castle Rock, but he had to dodge 
a flurry of attacks from his archrival J.P. Simon- 
sen in order to post the victory at the first race of 
a TT doubleheader weekend. 

Second-year Expert Christian Vernon, who 
rode a box-stock ATK 600, motored away with 














an impressive heat-race victory in the first of the 
two Expert preliminaries, which would earn the 
17-year-old the pole position in the 16-lap final. 
David Anderson and Jeff Hiatt finished second 
and third. Heat two was a sneak preview of the 
main event, as Price and Simonsen battled for 
front-row positions. Price ultimately won by a 
slim margin. Simonsen finished second, fol- 
lowed by Steve Pruczipski. 

Vernon was forced wide at the start of the 
Expert main event, allowing Price to steal the 
lead out of the dogleg. Simonsen was quick to 
drop Vernon back a spot on his way to catch 
Price. While the two rode closely to the finish, 
Simonsen could not make a pass stick. Price's 
perfect ride was also aided by Simonsen's last- 
ditch attempt at taking the lead, which nearly 
caused Simonsen to lose control. 

“I did a nasty tank-slapper," Simonsen said. _ 
“I was really lucky to hang on to it and finish 
where I did." 

Vernon was a close third, followed by anoth- 
er close finish between Rickman and second-year 
Expert Beau A. Brown, the fifth-place finisher. 

Eric Beers scored a win in the 600cc Pro-Sport 
main event, beating the rider who has been so 
dominant this season: Kurt Hawk. Hawk beat 
Beers in the first heat race, but in the final Beers 
opened up a good-sized lead. This helped Beers 
score the victory, as Hawk, who initially started 
in seventh, mounted a come-from-behind charge 
through traffic to overtake Tony Fox a mere 
seven bike lengths behind Beers. 

Yamaha-mounted Mike Harritt scored a pair 
of wins in the Over 30 A main, beating Rotax 
riders Aaron Shardelman and Allen Morinville. 
Harritt's sweep was complete after he won the 
Vintage Twin main event ahead of Gary Beach 
and Dick Slusher. 

Former Pro-Sport-class dominator Jeff Rister 
was also a two-class winner. Rister used his DTX 
Yamaha to post impressive wins in the 250cc 
DTX and 250cc A main events, despite tough 
pressure from former minicycle speedsters 
Nathan Wharton and Scooter Vernon. Rister 
also fended off up-and-coming riders Kyle Rags- 
dale and Nick Sellers, both fresh out of the 80cc 
ranks, to cap off his sweep after his DTX win.

Strank strolls uphill

EAST PALESTINE, OH, MAY 23 

Hillclimbs have returned to Ohio for the first 
time in 20 years, and at the very first event, four- 
time Amateur National 250cc champion Walter 
Strank clawed his way to the top of the hill to set 
a new hill record with a blistering 8.92-second 
run. Strank’s mark lowered the old hill record 
by more than a full second, which was even 
more amazing given the fact that two new 
jumps had been added to the existing hill. 

Mother Nature had overwatered the hill on 
Saturday night, which made the left side the 
choice of most every climber. Many riders were 
sent in various directions by the slippery condi- 
tions, but Strank not only made the one run that 
was perfect, he then backed it up with the sec- 
ond-fastest time ever: a 9.478-second ride. 

In the large and very competitive 600cc class, 
Greg Thompson was the only other rider to 
break into the nines, with runs of 9.872 and 
9.897. Thompson bested second-placed Bill Bur- 
kett by more than half a second to win the class 
and take the 600cc points lead in the Rider 
Review Penn-Ohio Hillclimb Series. 

More than 100 riders attended the reborn 
hillclimb, and everyone seemed pleased with the 
blend of high-tech, ultramodern machines and 
old ones, such as Strank’s beautiful CR250 and 
awesome YZ400, which was sitting next to Jim 
Paden’s nostalgic Harley-Davidson Sprint and 
Sue Fluharty’s Triumph Twin. 

Shayne Chapman brought the huge crowd of 
spectators to its feet by being the first bike in 22 
years to make a full run up Lucifer’s Ladder on 
the fifth run of the day. Shayne showed true 
determination as he dabbed and twisted his way 
up the treacherous 330-foot hill and through the 
timing lights with a time of 17.59 on a Suzuki 80. 

The Stock Frame and Swingarm classes - 
new for 1999 for the AMA - also proved to be 
both large and very competitive. Many first-time 
climbers showed up and put on a great show. 
Joe Marevich won the 400cc Stock Frame class 
with a very fast 10.10 run, which was good 

for third-fastest time of the day - and he 
did it with a stock wheelbase.

Campbell super at Shelby SX

SHELBY, NC, MAY 5 

Kawasaki jockey Scott Campbell handled the 
Over 35 class with ease:at round five of the 
Rollercoaster Racing Tour, winning both the 
qualifier and the main eyent. The competitive 
field of half a dozen included defending Roller- 
coaster champion Freddy Patterson. 

A strong entry of 215 forced two divisions of 
125cc D racing and allowed several classes that 
are usually combined to run separately. Rain at 
Shelby during the week contributed to perfect 
track conditions and fun for all. 

Campbell headed the Over 35 qualifier, fol- 
lowed by Dewitt Jenkins, Patterson, Wellford, 
Mike Justice, Roy Clarkson, and Glen Lott. The 
Over 35 class was stagger-started behind a large 
Over 25 C gate. Campbell was able to use their 
lappers as interference by the second lap of the 
four-lap qualifying dash. At the checkered flag, 
Campbell was four riders deep into the Over 25 
C field, with three of them between himself and 
second-placed Over 35 rider Jenkins. 

Pumped by his qualifier win, Campbell was 
unstoppable in the Over 35 main event. In fact, 
by the time the seven laps had ended, Scott 
came across the line just behind the Over 25 C 
winner, with both fields behind his KX250. 

Campbell downplayed his impressive ride. 

“I was just hanging on,” he insisted, laugh- 
ing. "Besides, we all were old people out there, 
and not that fast." 

But Campbell did not refuse the win, which 
further pads his Rollercoaster points lead in the 
Over 35 class. Jenkins sits in second, 22 points 
down, with Patterson in third by two. 

The 125cc Exhibition class continued to jack 
up everyone's blood pressure, as a battle royal 
developed between Jason Libera and newcomer 
Danny Smith. 

Herb Taylor got the holeshot in the 125cc 
Exhibition qualifier but was soon displaced by 
Smith and Libera. As Smith led the rest of the 
four-lap qualifier, Libera watched Smith's lines 
and planned some good places to pass. 

Smith snared the holeshot at the start of the 
125cc Exhibition main event and kicked in the 
nitro, leaving Libera to ride the ragged edge in a 
vain attempt to make up ground. Nathan Lek- 
son pushed his Kawasaki into the second spot 
when Libera overshot a turn and left the door 
wide open for him. Taylor, blasting along in 
fourth, took a tumble and brought out the red- 
cross. flag. But Libera was working on sheer 
adrenaline and made an illegal jump-pass on 
Lekson in that area of the track, for which he 
was disqualified after he finished second. 

Smith took the win, and Libera's removal 
brought everyone else up one placing: Lekson, 
Aaron Benfield, Matt Davis and Taylor. 

Jordan Harrill owned the 85cc (12-13) class, 
especially after qualifier winner T.J. Knight 
tweaked his wrist and was unable to be competi- 
tive in the main event. Harrill led Randy 
Newkirk II on a high-speed chase around the 
JMX track, shadowed by Chevis King, Jeremy 
Allison and J.J. Jackson. And that is exactly how 
they finished. Nick Flowers overcame a spectacu- 
larly bad start, climbing to sixth by the final flag. 

Harrill's win puts him in the lead in the 85cc 
(12-13) class by a mere three points over Knight, 
providing fodder for a real horse race during the 
rest of the series.

Simonsen storms 
Castle Rock TT

CASTLE ROCK, WA, MAY 30 

Castle Rock native J.P. Simonsen sought and 
received revenge for his previous night’s loss in 
the 600cc main event at the Castle Rock 
Race Park during the second race of the Memor- 
ial Day weekend doubleheader. Simonsen bare- 
ly edged Eli Price for his second win of the 
young AMA District 27 TT season. 

The Simonsen/Price battle was a carry-over 
from last season, and at the end of the year the 
victory was Price’s. This fueled Simonsen’s vic- 
tory at the season opener, much as it did over 
the holiday weekend. ATK rider Christian Ver- 
non rode spectacularly to win the first of the two 
Expert heat races, where he barely beat Price 
and Beau A. Brown. Simonsen convincingly 
won the second heat race, ahead of Eric Rick- 
man and Joshua Currey. 

Three 600cc Pro-Sport heat races and a single 
semifinal were utilized in order to trim the field 
to a 12-rider configuration for the main event. 
George Prindiville darted out front at the start of 
the final, followed by Tony Fox, Beau Z. Brown, 
Medcalf, Troy Renfro and Eric Beers. Two laps 
later, Prindiville lost the lead position to Fox. 
Brown also relegated Prindiville back a position, 
and from that point Brown clawed his way into 
contention. With three laps remaining, Brown 
found an opening and took the lead from Fox to 
score his first win of tle season. Fox narrowly 
escaped with second place, as Hawk, who 
forged through traffic at a stellar pace after a 
poor start, finished third. Renfro, the fourth- 
place finisher, scored his career-best finish 
ahead of Prindiville and Beers. 

Price put his Rotax out in front of the 600cc 
Expert final, but it was a determined Simonsen 
who quickly fought back to dump Price back a 
notch, setting up another of the classic 
exchanges between the two. Rickman ran third, 
followed closely by Brown and Vernon, but it 
was Brown who got around Rickman and set his 
sights on the leaders after leaving the ATK rid- 
ers behind him. Although Brown was unable to 
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reel in the leaders, the second-year Expert's ride 
was impressive. Simonsen finished a wheel 
ahead of Price for the victory. Brown, Rickman, 
Vernon, David Anderson, Currey and John 
Meyers rounded out the top eight. 

One of the dominant riders of the weekend, 
Jeff Rister, finalized a four-for-four tally in his 
two-class rampage. His closest challenges came 
from Scooter Vernon in the 250cc A main. The 
former 80cc National Amateur Champion stayed 
close to Rister, but the veteran held strong under 
pressure. Rister faced advances from Kyle Rags- 
dale and Nick Sellers in the 250cc DTX final, but 
the Yamaha rider was again victorious. 

Evan Aronson was also perfect in his four 
classes on both days. Aronson won the 50cc 
Senior and 50cc Modified classes, with his closest 
competition being Jacob Lehmann and J.D. Beach.

Stewart dam good at 
Muddy Creek MX

BLOUNTVILLE, TN, JUNE 6 

Every lap and both overall victories in the 85cc 
(12-13) and Schoolboy classes belonged to James 
Stewart. Aboard his FMF Kawasaki, Stewart 
burned up the Muddy Creek track, especially in 
the 85cc (12-13) class, which stagger-started 
behind the 85cc (14-15) division. By the time the 
checkered flag was unfurled, Stewart was 
threatening to head the entire field and beat 
Blake Hovis to the line. 

Hot sunshine pushed riders to their limits on 
Muddy Creek's long, 1.3-mile circuit, but the 
Victory Sports track crew worked hard all day to 
keep dust from developing. 

Stewart's closest competition came from 
another Team Greener, Josh Summey, in the first 
moto of Schoolboy class. Not generally noted for 
slow, leisurely rides, Summey stuck his KX125 
up under the rear fender of Stewart's KX80, 
pushing and challenging lap after lap. Stewart 
crossed the finish line first, but just barely. 

The second Schoolboy moto was a replay of 
the first. Stewart blasted across the line first, fol- 
lowed by Summey and Matt Barnes. The remain- 
ing placings fluctuated wildly owing to crashes 
in different places, allowing Blake Pierson to take 
fourth with 7-4 finishes and Thomas Osrialowski 
to round out the top five with his 6-5 score. 

Stewart's younger brother Malcolm strapped 
on his own six-shooter to challenge the leader in 
the 50 Shaft class, Cody Robbins. Robbins, how- 
ever, was not playing, and he ran off with both 
motos to take the overall win, leaving Malcolm 
with runner-up honors. 

Summey's wounded pride was soothed 
somewhat with a well-deserved win in the 125cc 
B class over such powerhouses as Daniel Tesh, 
Josh Woods, Adam Overcash, Matt Barnes and 
Ben Riddle. 

Tesh took the holeshot on the first 125cc B 
moto start, followed by a swarm consisting of 
Summey, Woods, Overcash, Doug Earls and 
Aaron Stancil. Team Green's Riddle got an 
uncharacteristic midpack start and, coming 
around turn one at the top of the hill, he got 
cross-rutted and went down, taking four other 
riders to the ground as well. Riddle remounted 
at the back of the pack and proceeded to pour 
fuel on the fire, matching and possibly exceed- 
ing the speed of the lead pack for the rest of the 
race. Too much time had elapsed, though, and 
Riddle managed to climb only as far as 13th. 

Meanwhile, on Muddy Creek's tricky back 
section, Summey found a faster way through the 
timing whoops and sailed past Tesh into the 
lead. With two laps to go, Woods made the pass 
in the same section and took over second, 
intending to hunt down Summey. Tesh hung 
tough in third, staying close to Woods, while 
Stancil, Earls and Overcash entertained the 
crowd with a battle of their own. Stancil finished 
fourth for the moto, and Overcash got around

On the second 125cc B moto start, Riddle 
regained his composure and nailed the holeshot 








with great finality. There was no mistaking that 
Ben intended for the comeback round to have 
his name on it, and to prove it, he led every lap. 
Riddle simply checked out and left everyone 
else behind to fight over second place. 

Also, Tesh was determined not to let Sum- 
mey past this time out and, in spite of intense 
pressure from the Stanley rider and Woods, he 
held on to the runner-up spot with a death grip. 
The trio flew over the finish-line tabletop within 
inches of each other. Overcash, Stancil, Earls and 
Barnes again provided yet another race-within- 
a-race, with Overcash claiming the final top-five 
moto position.

Griffith dusts 
Dry Creek Enduro

MONTROSE, CO, MAY 16 

Team Green's Erik Griffith backed up his previ- 
ous overall of an RMEC event win with another 
spectacular ride and overall win at the second 
annual Dry Creek Enduro. Griffith kept his 
KX250 pinned all day in the rocks as he pound- 
ed his way around the two-loop, 61-mile course. 

"My KX ran great for me and I just had a 
good time," said Team Green/Smith Goggle/ 
Moose-backed Griffith. “I’ve been racing a lot of 
National desert events lately, and I feel good in 
the loose, rocky stuff." 

In typical Endurocross-event style, the for- 
mat was very simple and straightforward for 
round five of the RMEC championship series: no 
fancy timekeeping computers required, just ride 
both loops as fast as you can. 

The first loop was the same course as last 
year's, except for the absence of five miles of 
steep, technical stuff. The B and C riders were 
also arrowed onto some jeep roads while the A 
riders went up for more rock running. One par- 
ticular section of the course that had everyone 
talking was the stairstep drop-offs. 

Griffith made short work of the stairs on his 
way to setting the fast time for the first loop with 
a 7:18. KX-mounted Scott Stretch was next with 
an 8:13, followed by Mark Stevens on his KX. 

The C-class riders called it a day at this point, 
with Honda rider Gary Workman taking the over- 
all C-class honors. The Women's class once again 
turned many heads, as all five entrants finished. 
Kimberly Pravda was first in class, with Nicole 
Bradford second and Karol Hockensmith third. 
All three ladies were riding KTMs. 

Following an 80-minute break and gas stop, 
the A and B riders lined up to tackle the course 
again. The crew was busy, changing the sec- 
ond loop. The riders were routed up into an 
additional tough 5-mile section of steep, tight 
goat trails. 

Griffith completed the loop with a 9:07 for a 
combined time of 16:25. Stretch rode the fastest 
second loop with a 9:01 but slipped to second 
place with the combined score of 17:14. Stevens 
continued to do well, placing third with a 19:42. 
Fourth place went to YZ125-mounted Ron 
Schmelzle. Dave Neumeister put in yet another 
stellar ride aboard his CR, garnering fifth overall 
and first 250cc A class with a score of 21:45. 
Aaron Salladay rode his Honda to the overall B- 
class win.

Caper’s spree at 
REM Glen Helen Motocross

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAY 29 

The Memorial Day holiday weekend made for a 
large turnout as Racing Enterprises Motorsports 
put on round four of their Glen Helen Saturday 
Spring Series. One of the best contests of the day 
was in the Over 40 Junior division, where John 
Caper put in two stellar rides aboard his Honda 
CR250 to secure the class win. 

The overcast skies of the early morning had 
yet to burn off by the time the racers blasted off 
the line for the start of moto one, but Caper did 
not let the low-light conditions hamper him, as 
he grabbed a clean holeshot. Wayne Wells had 
his CR250 in tow, while Robert Zingg jockeyed 
his Kawasaki into third. As the pack came out 
of the back section for the first time, the top 
five positions were filled out by Mitch Evans 
and then Leonard Kirschner, aboard his 
screaming CR125. Out front, Caper was all 
business as he stretched out a two-second lead 
during the opening three laps. Wells still rode 
in second, only now he was feeling some heat 
from Evans, who was moving his KX250 for- 
ward. Yamaha rider Bobby Lynch was coming 
from the clouds, as he had moved all the way 
up to the fifth position from near last by the 
halfway point. 

As the moto wore on, Caper was consistent 
with the lead, as neither Wells nor Evans was 
able to make a move to close ground on him. 
The battle for second was settled with two laps 
to go, when Wells was able to stretch out a one- 
second advantage on Evans. Zingg was keeping 
the duo honest as he still rode in fourth, while 
the-fifth spot was now occupied by Skip Pulver 
on his YZ250. At the checkers, it was Caper 
coasting in for the win, followed by Wells in sec- 
ond and Evans in third. The top five positions 
were filled oug by Zingg and Pulver. 

Moto two went off under bright, sunny 
skies, and once again it was the Honda of Caper 
showing everyone the fast way through the first 
turn as he snagged the holeshot. Larry Fossett 
stuffed his YZ250 into second, while Wells 
again gated well and rode in third. As the racers 
cleared the scoring section for the first time, the 
top five positions were filled out by Yamaha 
rider Dave Stephens and Kawasaki pilot Mike 
Cassell. Looking for a repeat performance of 
moto one, Caper put in a couple of hot laps 
early and opened up a three-second lead for 
himself. Wells went around Fossett on lap three 
and moved into second. Evans had been mired 
midpack after a poor start, but he had worked 
up to fourth by the halfway point. Another 
rider on the move was Kirschner, who also 
gated poorly but moved all the way up to the 
fifth spot. 

Caper continued steadily with the lead, as he 
methodically stretched his advantage to five sec- 
onds late in the moto. When the two-laps signal 
was given, Evans made his move and went 
around Fossett to take over third. The last two 
laps saw no changes, and at the checkers it was 
Caper rolling in first to complete his perfect day. 
Wells was again second, and Evans rode in for 
third. Fossett held on to fourth, while Kirschner 
finished up in fifth. 

On the day, the overall victory went to Caper 
by virtue of his 1-1 finishes. Wells was next best 
after going 2-2, while Evans posted a 3-3 tally for 
third. Kirschner's strong second-moto ride 
earned him fourth with 6-5 scores, and Lynch 
filled out the top five with his 7-6 finishes.

Lacey ruffles Albany SX

ALBANY, OR, MAY 31 

Suzuki-mounted Ty Lacey ruffled the feathers of 
his competition as he scored a pair of moto wins 
in his quest for two class conquests. However, 
on this day, Lacey would be recipient of only 
one overall win, as the competition was at its 
toughest thus far this season. 

Lacey won the overall in the 250cc Interme- 
diate class, where he used a 2-1 tally to top the 
impressive field of riders. Kawasaki-mounted 
Monte Hill was the winner of the first moto, but 
Hill encountered problems in the second moto 
that he could not overcome, aiding Lacey's lone 
overall win. Trailing Lacey to the finish in the 
second moto, as well as in the overall tally, was 
Honda-mounted Mike Smith, with 4-2 placings. 
Gary Terlecki rode a new Suzuki to 5-4 show- 
ings, which was good for third overall ahead of 
J.R. Vielle (3-7) and Hill, the fifth-overall finisher 
with a 1-9 tally. 

Yamaha rider Mike Scheel used consistent 2- 
2 rides (a score similar to the one that he had 
used earlier to finish second in the Before The 
Hill class to Smith) to net a win in the 125cc 
Intermediate class, relegating Lacey to second 
overall in the class. Steve Sullivan, who also 
won a moto, encountered lems in moto one 
that relegated him to fourth overall in the 125cc 
Intermediate class behind Scheel (2-2), Lacey (1- 
3) and Rory Sullivan (3-4), but ahead of Kawasa- 
ki rider Raym Conkey. 

One of the day's surprise performances came 
from Honda-mounted Dean Johnson in the Over 
40 Pro class. Johnson's first-moto performance 
was clearly head and shoulders above the com- 
petition, which included former AMA 500cc 
National Champion Chuck Sun, as well as his 
younger brother Ron. Unfortunately, Chuck 
Sun's moto-one performance was thwarted by 
his nasty get-off aboard his Husaberg, and John- 
son rode to an easy win in the moto, ahead of 
ex-’70s Pros Dave Eakin, Ron Sun, Jerry Ebert 
and Bob Leach. 

In moto two, KTM-mounted Ron Sun 
grabbed the holeshot and for several laps he ran 
alone out front, until Honda-mounted Eakin 
reeled him in and overtook him. Johnson, who 
was also on the move, ran third, and he nar- 
rowed the gap that Sun had built up - until he 
crashed, dropping six positions in the process. 
Johnson's moto-two charge was incredible once 
it was under way. In two laps he caught Ebert 
for third, although that would be as far as he 
would get. Eakin put a deficit on Sun to capture 
the overall win (2-1) to top Johnson (1-3), Ron 
Sun (3-2), Ebert (4-4) and Leach (5-5).

Webb nets KB MX win

SACRAMENTO, CA, MAY 28 

Carmichael Honda-sponsored Louie Webb 
topped a talented field of riders to claim the 
250cc Beginner-class win during round three of 
KB Racing’s Spring Motocross Series. Webb 
used consistent starts and strong finishes to pro- 
cure his first-ever overall win at a KB Motocross. 

The event marked the midway point of the 
Northern California Spring Motocross Series 
and, with three rounds remaining, titles were 
definitely up for grabs. 

Moto one of the 250cc Beginner class began 
with a full gate of riders charging off toward the 
180-degree, hard-left first turn. Fairfield Cycle 
Center-backed Honda rider Frank Chavez led 
the way out first, with Jared Washabaugh, Webb 
and John Hatfield close behind. As they made 
their way around the jump-infested KB circuit, 
Chavez and Washabaugh established the pace 
while Webb and MC Concepts-sponsored Hat- 
field kept up the pressure. 

On lap two, Washabaugh went down, 
remounting in eighth, handing second place to 
Webb. Also blasting closer to the front were 
Shad Evans and Jim Brooks, who completed 
the first lap in fifth and seventh, respectively. 
Evans had the throttle pinned, advancing his 
KX250 to third by the completion of the second 
lap, with Brooks following in fourth. Webb 
kept the pressure intense on Chavez, who 
finally buckled and fell back to sixth on lap 
three, handing over the lead position. Webb 
whipped it at the finish, taking the checkered 
flag first, with Evans second, Brooks third and 
Hatfield fourth. 

The second and deciding moto started with- 
out a hitch. Hatfield snared the holeshot this 
time around, with Webb up front again in the 
number-two spot. Rounding out the top five 
spots were Evans, Mike Alexander and Chavez. 
On the second lap, Chavez, not used to a mid- 
pack start, motored around Alexander to take 
over fourth. Webb put a wheel in on Hatfield for 
the lead but had the door shut every time by the 
Kawasaki rider in front. Chavez was the rider to 
keep tabs of in this moto, as he pushed Evans 
back a position on the next lap. The laps and the 
KB layout took their toll on the riders and, as in 
the first moto, there were no more changes to 
the standings in the later laps. Hatfield rode 
across the finish line uncontested in first. Webb 
finished a solid second. Chavez ended the night 
with a good showing in third. Evans claimed 
fourth, and Bobby Infault squeaked across in 
fifth, ahead of Brooks. 

Webb’s consistent 1-2 moto finishes and 
ultrasmooth riding style earned the overall for 
the night. Hatfield’s 4-1 finishes were good for 
second. Evans’ 2-4 placing garnered him a solid 
third. while Chavez went away with fourth ^ 
overall, over Brooks in fifth.

Riders had a completely new trail to look for- 
ward to at the sixth round of the Virginia Cham- 
pionship Hare Scrambles Series. Riders experi- 
enced a combination of riding dusty, wide-open 
fire roads alongside fields and then twisting 
through arm-pumping, bar-banging ruts and 
bumps through some of the tightest woods in 
the eastern part of the state. Even though the 
lack of rain prior to the race turned some of the 
open sections into miniature dust storms, most 
of the track was moist and mulchy. Riders who 
put on brand-new tires for this race were 
psyched to finish the race with the same sharp 
edges on the knobbies with which they started.

Moran 
started working his way up to the front, passing 
Deal on a straight stretch and getting by Trent, 
who bounced off of a tree and to the side of the 
trail. Once Moran passed Ellison, he kept a 
strong hold on the lead and kept up a lightning- 
fast pace to take first place and the lead in the 
points standings. 

After passing Deal, who was stopped on the 
side of the trail, Trent got dialed in and set his 
sights on the lead. On the last lap, Trent had 
Moran in his sights, but Moran grabbed more 
throttle and took off. Suzuki rider Travis Willi- 
ford battled his way up from a last-place start to 
take third place.

Fortner stands tall at 
Cayuga Hillclimb

CAYUGA, IN, MAY 29 
The 100 riders who drove in to compete in the 
Pleasure Riders Hillclimb were treated to a 
pleasant surprise. The club had worked their hill 
over, adding a new jump and tabletop at the 
base, stretching it to 153 feet and therefore 
requiring a totally different climbing strategy. 
No longer would the full-throttle holeshot work, 
as the second breaker was too far to jump over. 
Timing was everything. The successful rider 
would have to get over the starting-line jump 
quickly but not too fast, and then let the hammer 
down and launch off the second breaker, hope- 
fully clearing the third jump and keeping the 
power on through the last 70 feet of steep incline. 
Andy Fortner was the most successful in fig- 
uring out the new hill, as he claimed two class 
wins and set the new hill record with a 4.459- 
second fast-time run on his CR500 in the 600cc 
class. He also claimed the 750cc-class win with a 
fine 4.688-second run. Fortner's closest competi- 
tion in the 600cc class was 15-year-old Honda 
rider Mark Goodman Jr., as he posted a very 
quick 4.656-second time. Young Matt Weaver 
followed in third place on his CR500 with a time 
of 4.869 seconds, and Kelly Brady and Rod 
McCorkhill filled out the top five. Wade Schultz 
came in second, behind Fortner, in the 750cc 
class on his good-running Yamaha twin with a 
4.775-second ride, while John Hillard topped out 
in 4.960 seconds for third place. Jacob Shaffer 

















and Josh Carrier finished fourth and fifth. 

Bob Fisher was also a double winner, as he 
rode his Superior Cycle Sportster to wins in the 
Senior and Pushrod classes. Fisher crashed hard 
attempting the third breaker on his first ride in 
the Senior class, but he flew his Harley just right 
on his second ride, roaring over the top in 4.707 
seconds for the win, well ahead of runner-up 
and class points leader Kevin Weaver, who 
stopped the clock in 4.977 seconds for second 
place. Fisher did not fool around in the Pushrod 
class, as he nailed a picture-perfect 4.562-second 
run. Fisher edged out Wade Schultz, who shot 
his Harley over the top in 4.539 seconds for the 
second spot. 

Schultz had a good night, as he added the 
Open-class win to his two seconds in the 750cc 
and Pushrod classes. Running his incredibly fast 
Harley, he put together rides of 4.572 and 4.491 
seconds to take the class win and seriously chal- 
lenge Fortner for the 4-foot-tall fast-time trophy.

Schultz shakes Cayuga HC

CAYUGA, IN, MAY 30 

Everyone expected the times to get faster on the 
second day of competition at the Pleasure Riders 
Hillclimb, and fast they were, as Andy Fortner, 
Brent Stewart and John Hillard delivered excep- 
tionally fast rides. But it was Wade Schultz who 
walked off with the 4-foot-tall fast-time trophy 
and the $50 prize money. 

Fortner set the record the night before on the 
new 153-foot hill with a 4.459-second run on his 
CR500, but Kevin Cappello demonstrated early 
on Sunday that that time would not hold up, as 
he came close to it in the 250cc class, flying his 
KX250 over the top in 4.460 seconds. Regardless, 
Cappello won his class. Cappello was pressed 
hard by Mark Goodman Jr., who had a 4.499- 
second run on his KX250, and Fortner, who ran 
a 4.509 on his Suzuki. 

Cappello’s time did not hold long. In the 
very next class, Brent Stewart set a new fast time 
and hill record on his KTM 380 with a beautiful- 
ly executed 4.298-second run. 

The 600cc class is usually the largest and 
fastest class, and most expected the record to fall 
again in this class. Fortner came the closest, as 
he ran his Honda in a blazing 4.324 seconds. 
Darrell Trent took second place with a 4.508-sec- 
ond run. 

But there are some fast guys in the 750cc 
class, and one of them was John Hillard. Hillard 
hit the first jump just right and put the hammer 
down on his Kawasaki triple, flew off the second 
breaker and landed at the top of the third with 
the power on. He then sailed over the top in a 
record-breaking time of 4.274 seconds. Fortner 
challenged hard and was close with a 4.390-sec- 

















ond time for second place. Schultz was also 
impressive with a good 4.518-second third-place 
ride on his Yamaha twin. 

Schultz was just warming up in the 750cc 
class, however. All eyes were on him as he 
rolled his incredible Harley to the line in the 
Open class; everyone was expecting him to turn 
the monster loose. Flying the powerful machine 
not only over the second jump but also high 
over the top as he had the nerve to hold the 
throttle open just a little longer than most riders, 
Schultz demonstrated how it is done. Schultz 
recorded a time of 4.273 seconds, a new fast time 
and hill record. 

Schultz was a double class winner, as he also 
made it to a second-round 4.375-second second 
win in the Pushrod class after crashing hard at 
114 feet on his first ride.

Poirier rules at 
Port Royal Dirt Track

PORT ROYAL, PA, MAY 30 

Booker Poirier started a new chapter in his rac- 
ing career by abandoning his trademark “1/2” 
number plates and bolting on a set of AHRMA 
legal ones at the fifth AHRMA Dirt Track 
National of the year. Poirier may have started a 
new chapter, but he continued the same story 
line by picking up where he left off in Florida 
during Bike Week and capturing the Dinosaur- 
class win on his Dale’s Harley-Davidson-spon- 
sored machines over Craig Breckon on the hot 
half mile Juanita Fairgrounds race tack. 

Classic 250cc racing saw a small but aggres- 
sive field wage a racelong battle over the top 
spots, with last year's winner, Dave Heberling, 
challenging fellow Bultaco rider and former 
class champion John Bova and Harley-Davidson 
Sprint advocate Carl Forkey. Forkey managed to 
get slightly ahead on lap three, while Bova and 
Heberling traded places behind him. Bova tried 
a low line in turn four on the last lap but just 
could not pull up on Forkey, who claimed his 
first win of the year. 

The next brakeless class to run was Classic 
500/750cc, where another tight race took place 
between the Triumphs of Breckon and John 
Plumb, Jim Oliver's Honda, and Rusty Lowry's 
Harley: Plumb got the best start and established 
a narrow lead while the other three swapped 
second through fourth between themselves 
throughout the race. Going into the white-flag 
lap, Breckon pushed a little too hard into turn

one and got up high to relinquish second to 
Oliver, with Lowry slipping past for third before 
Breckon could recover. They finished nose to 
tail, with Plumb taking a three-bike-length win 
on the Wolf Cycles-tuned Triumph. 

Breckon was back in action in the Dinosaur 
class (for pre-1952 machines), and he and Poirier 
quickly distanced themselves from the rest the 
field. Breckon took full advantage of his Tri- 
umph's footshift gear change to rocket.off the 
starting line while Poirier struggled with an 
awkward tank shifter on the Harley-Davidson 
WR. Poirier quickly got his machine in high gear 
and set sail after Breckon, powering past enter- 
ing turn three and sliding into a lead he never 
gave up, despite repeated charges and a final- 
turn slingshot move by Breckon. AHRMA 
trustee Beno Rodi was third on an Enfield. 

The new '70s Singles class continued to 
show great promise for growth, as seven bikes 
took to the starting line. Four riders quickly 
broke out front, with Michael Gilkey running 
strong, along with Honda-mounted Darrell 
Bryant and the Yamaha 500s of Ken Lilly and 
Larry Weiss. This foursome stayed close until 
Gilkey's BSA broke a valve and he dropped out, 
leaving the race to be decided between the three 
Japanese machines. 

Slower traffic in the closing laps helped Lilly 
gain enough of an advantage in the final circuit 
to claim the victory over Bryant, while Weiss 
had to settle for a hard-fought third.

Venegas takes the broom to 
Fast Fridays

Charlie Venegas topped the leaderboard in both 
the Handicap and Scratch main events at the 
Fast Fridays Gold Country Fairgrounds Speed- 
way oval in Auburn, California. Venegas rides 
the weekly Speedway schedule in Auburn on 
Friday nights and then travels south nearly 500 
miles on Saturdays to compete at the Orange 
County Fairgrounds facility at Costa Mesa.

The initial leader in the Handicap main was 
Rich Marcucci, who began the race from the 10- 
yard line. Chad Felicio started alone from the 30 
but lasted in second place for less than one full 
lap, as he was somewhat rudely displaced by 
Venegas, who was the first 40-yard starter off 
the line. Billy Janniro and Jimmy Sisemore were 
also staged from the 40, and they followed in 
single file behind Venegas as he passed Felicio 
and went in pursuit of leader Marcucci. Sise- 
more followed Janniro until lap four, when he

moved inside the speedy youngster and into 
third place. 

Meanwhile, up front, Venegas was having 
more trouble with the pesky Marcucci than he 
expected. 

“I thought I would get the lead sooner than 
the last lap," said Venegas after the race. “Fortu- 
nately, he bobbled a bit in turn two, and that let 
me through." 

Marcucci did a nice job of leading the first 
four laps, but when Venegas upped the ante 
after the white flag, Marcucci succumbed to the 
pressure and fell back to third. Sisemore was 
ready when Venegas took the lead and he quick- 
ly followed past Marcucci into second place, but 
with less than a lap to go, he could only watch 
as Venegas drove his Jawa to the checkered flag. 
Sisemore was second, and Marcucci got back in 
line for third, ahead of Janniro. Bart Bast was 
fifth, and Felicio wrapped it up. 

Three riders from the Handicap main were 
also in the Scratch finale. Janniro was on the 
pole, Sisemore was to his right in lane two, and 
Venegas was against the wall in starting box 
four. Joining the three was Mike Faria, on the 
groove in lane three. The first attempt to get the 
last race in the books lasted just long enough for 
Janniro and Sisemore to slam together in the 
front straight before they even reached the first 
turn. On the restart, Venegas led Faria through 
the first curve, but when third-placed Janniro 
straightened up in turn two to avoid hitting 
Faria, Sisemore clipped his back wheel, sending 
them both to the turf again. The third time, in 
this case, was not a charm, as once again Vene- 
gas led the way, with Faria close behind, only to 
have Sisemore spin in the apex of turns one and 
two, collecting Janniro in the process. The crowd 
roared its approval as the third restart made it 
past the first set of turns, with Venegas clear at 
the gate and out in front of Sisemore, Faria and 
then Janniro. Once Venegas was in front and 
smelled the double win, he rode flawlessly to his 
first Scratch main at Fast Fridays in 1999. In his 
haste to reel in the fleeing Venegas, Sisemore 
slipped off the line in lap three, which allowed 
Faria to move up to second place. Sisemore 
fought back but came up short at the end and 
settled for third place. Janniro suffered some 
spoke damage in the third crash and wobbled 
home in fourth.

Jackson perfect in 
Lone Star Motocross

TYLER, TX, JUNE 6 

After heavy and fierce thunderstorms rolled 
through east Texas the previous weekend, post- 
poning the final round of the fourth annual Lone 
Star Series, the rescheduled event played host to 
346 entered racers a week later. Only one rider 
rose to the top to claim a perfect score through- 
out the series: Ronnie Jackson, who not only col- 
lected 125 points in one event but wrapped up a 
perfect score. Young Jackson won every round 
of the series in both the 60cc (10-11) and 60cc 
Open categories on his Kawasaki, putting a 
smile on his face and rewarding him with 
plaques big enough to be the family coffee table; 
he was in need of assistance when it was time to 
carry his awards back to his motorhome. 

Jackson's stellar performance at the final 
round in both of his events more than clinched 
his championship, leaving the rest of the class to 
scramble for positions. 

In the 60cc Open contest, Jackson grabbed 
the holeshot in front of Dustin Shows and Jay 
Shandy, who were followed by Kyle Cunning- 
ham, Jay Teske, Richard White, Chaz Holladay 
and Derek Barath. By the end of lap two, Jack- 
son had already established a considerable lead. 
Shows held down second from start to finish, 
with Shandy in the wings and Cunningham in 
fourth. Richard White moved up a notch to fin- 
ish fifth. 

The seconds-moto start was a repeat of the 
first, with Jackson once again out front. This 
time, Shandy held down the number-two spot, 
as Shows had to sit the second moto out with 
bent bars incurred from a previous race. Cun- 
ningham finished third but collected 100 points 
for second overall in the series. Richard White 
finished fifth, behind Teske, but ended the day 
with 90 points for third place overall. 

The closest to Jackson's 125 points in the 60cc 
(10-11) class was Mathew Cornelia with 92 
points, followed by Danny Antencio with 87 
points for third. 

The 125cc Intermediate contest went down 
to the wire, with four riders taking a shot at the 
final-round win, each having won one of the 
first four rounds. Wesley Brown only had an 
eight-point spread over McFly Scheel going into 
the final race, but it was the most improved 
rider through the series who was the strongest 
rider of the day when Shane Doughty blasted 
his way to the front. When it was all done and 
tallied, Brown managed to hang on to the over- 
all win by a single point over Scheel, in spite of a 
ninth-place-overall finish. 

Another close finish in the points race came 
in the 250cc Open event between Matthew Fleet- 
wood and Chris Husack. Fleetwood lined the 
gate for the first moto just two points in front of 
Husack. A win is what Fleetwood needed to win 
the overall series, but Husack felt the same way 
and he performed, winning both motos in front 
of Fleetwood's 4-2 performance for second over- 
all, collecting 94 total points to Fleetwood's 93. 

Riley Kurosky and Cody Dickey battled in 
the 80cc (12-13) ranks, with Kurosky pulling out 
the final win to secure his overall championship 
status. Moto one at Swan Cycle Park saw 
Kurosky leave the gate to pull the holeshot, with 
Dickey at his rear wheel. Dickey grabbed more 
throttle in the final lap to get around Kurosky 
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and take the checkered flag first, putting more 
pressure on Kurosky for moto two. When the 
race was called up, Kurosky once again pulled 
the holeshot, this time chased by Greg Chapman 
and then Dickey. It took Dickey almost two laps 
before he could find a line around Chapman, 
but Kurosky was tóo far out to reel in to chal- 
lenge for the win. Kurosky took the win and the 
overall, using his 115 points to firmly win over 
Dickey's 106 points.

Watts electric at NMA Qualifier

FORT WORTH, TX, JUNE 5 
The road to the NMA Grand National Champi- 
onship in Ponca City, Oklahoma, continued its 
route through Texas as Mosier Valley USA 
Motocross hosted approximately 200 entrants at 
the fourth of a five-race qualification set. Taylor 
Watts was just one of many riders who compet- 
ed in several events - some in as many as five - 
with the afternoon high temperatures in the 90s. 
Watts began his endurance-challenging day in 
the 125cc Stock Intermediate event, which ran 
combined with the Pro class. Watts powered his 
Yamaha out of the gate to lead his fellow Interme- 
diate riders and all but one Pro rider, Mark 
Thompson, around the hills and valleys and 
through the woods to take his class win in moto 
one. Behind Watts, two more Yamaha-mounted 
riders battled for second, including Scott Hersh- 
man and Nathan Hale. Midway through the moto, 
Adam Mennenga joined in the battle for second 
with Hershman and Hale. By lap four, Mennenga 
had parted the Yamaha-blue waters and moved 
up to take over the two spot. Hershman was able 
to hold off Hale to the checkers for third. 
Mennenga dominated moto two, as he ran 
away with the holeshot and continued to hold a 
seven-second lead over the second position to 
the checkers. Watts repeated his good starting 
style and ran second, being challenged by Pro 
rider Thompson. Watts and Thompson dueled 
well into lap two until Thompson passed Watts 
on the inside corner. Halé moved in on Watts 

































but was unable to get past him until the final 
lap, when the two briefly ran together jumping 
out of the whoops, causing Watts to run off the 
track briefly. Watts was quick on the recovery 
and salvaged third place. There was a hard- 
fought battle for fourth place between Tyler 
Shandy and Hershman, as Shandy throttled 
hard to move up from an eighth-place start to 
finish fourth. Hershman, losing his throttle grip 
midway through the moto, was able to hold fifth 
place. Watts also competed in the 125cc School- 
boy division, finishing fifth overall with 11-1 
motos, and in the 125cc Modified Intermediate 
class, running 2-2 for second overall. 

In the combined 250cc Stock gate, Pro Mark 
Thompson and Intermediate Chase Reed set a 
blistering pace in moto one. Both pilots put 
their Yamahas to the test as Thompson, after 
charging out to get the holeshot, fought hard to 
keep his distance in front of Reed on laps two 
through four. 

On the white-flag lap, Reed's determination 
allowed him to close the short gap to Thomp- 
son's rear fender. However, Thompson held the 
throttle wide open to cross the finish line with a 
half-bike lead over Reed. Although Reed won 
his class, a great race for second was being 
fought between McFly Sheel and Nathan Hale. 
Sheel held the edge over Hale on lap one, and 
on lap two the duo did not waver in their 
resolve to get second as they ran wheel to wheel. 
On lap three, Hale powered past Sheel and held 
his edge to the checkers. 

In the second moto, Reed jumped out to the 
lead with the holeshot as Sheel and Hale chased 
him. Reed ruled supreme in this moto and 
checked out with the overall win in the Interme- 
diate group. However, Sheel and Hale repeated 
their earlier war, with Hale passing Sheel in the 
hairpin curve before the finish line and securing 
second overall. Meanwhile, Thompson, whose 
bike stalled as the gate dropped, continued to 
barrel his way through.the combined group of 
14 riders, and by the white-flag lap he had 
worked his way into third, behind Hale and 
Reed. Thompson crossed the finish line third, 
winning the overall in the Pro class.

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at wizardry is this? After rising to 
Ws domination of the 250cc 
Grand Prix class, Aprilia has 
returned to the 500cc class - not with the 
much-vaunted forthcoming V-four, but 
with their old V-twin, a machine that many 
thought had passed its sell-by date when it 
was retired at the end of the 1997 season. 

And instead of loitering around mid- 
field, harrying the big bikes through the 
corners only to be overwhelmed every 
time serious acceleration was called for, 
the revived V-twin Aprilia has come up 
all shiny. It was on the rostrum in France, 
the second round of the European sea- 
son, and all but replicated third place in 
the next round, at Mugello, with Tetsuya 
Harada surging past one V-four after 
another after a bad start to catch right up 
to Tadayuki Okada's NSR500 Honda at 
the finish line. 

More surprising still, in both cases, is 
that both of those circuits have notably 
long straights - Paul Ricard actually has 
two straights, both approached in a low 
gear, making them nothing but drag 
strips - exactly the conditions where the 
Aprilia should be off the pace and out of 
the picture. If the bike can make the ros- 
trum there, just how much better will it 
be at circuits such as Assen and Doning- 
ton Park, where corners run one into the 
next, and straight-line speed is of sec- 
ondary importance? 

So what exactly has happened? 

One thing is obvious. The rider is the 
most important ingredient of any race 
package, and in this case it is the 
redoubtable Tetsuya Harada. And the 28- 
year-old Japanese rider took to the 500 
from his very first attempt, in preseason 
tests at Jerez. It was his performance 
there that made the factory decide to go 
ahead with their so-far ill-favored light- 
weight 500, a decision that has already 
paid off, and may offer still greater divi- 
dends - at least according to the bike's 
designer, Aprilia's racing chief Jan Wit- 
teveen, a well-padded Dutchman who 
has lived in Italy for more than 15 years. 

"Because technically we are still at 
quite an early stage of tuning the latest 
version of the engine, there is more per- 

| formance to come," Witteveen said. "With

our strong results in France and Italy, I 
believe that we will be able to win races 
outright in the not-too-distant future." 
Witteveen agrees that Harada's riding 
has provided a.vital key to present and 
future success. Harada, a 250cc-class vet- 
eran, may have won only one World 
Championship, back in 1993, but he has 
been a major force throughout a career 
that ran into the doldrums as the Yamaha 
he started on, already relatively short of 


power, was robbed of its handling 


advantage by a switch to Michelin tires. 
A move to Aprilia and his preferred 
Dunlops put him back on the rails, and 
he would have been champion again last 
year but for a couple of costly break- 
downs, an uncharacteristic crash in prac- 
tice... and being knocked off the track at 
the last corner of the last race of the year 
by teammate Loris Capirossi. 

Harada's hallmarks are his smooth- 
ness, high corner speed, clever tactics 
and - when the occasion demands - 
aggression as well. These attributes are 
obvious winners in the 250cc class, but 
are not considered so valuable in 500s, 
where raw power requires mastery of 
techniques employing wheelspin to help 
turn the heavier machines. 

This brings us to the very nub of the 
theory behind the V-twin, conceived by 
Witteveen and first brought to the tracks 
in 1994 - as a 410cc "super-250." That the- 
ory is one that preserves the smaller 
machine's rev, power and chassis charac- 
teristics as far as possible in an attempt to 
exploit not only the 33-pound weight 
saving allowed over the V-fours by the 
regulations, but also the clumsy corner- 
ing of the full-sized bikes. It's also a theo- 
ry in which Witteveen has never stopped 
believing, in spite of apparent evidence 
to the contrary, as riders Loris Reggiani 
and Doriano Romboni struggled to do 
more than merely qualify well. 

Well, the 1999 version can still do that 
- Harada was on pole position at Mugel- 
lo, in spite of being more than 6 mph 
down on top speed. And now it can race 
effectively as well. 

Witteveen pooh-poohs ideas of extra- 
special new ingredients, though it is 
obvious that the factory has at least kept

abreast of the latest technology, particu- 
larly in the matter of piston mass, where 
it is rumored the aero-engine industry 
has been the source of special materials 
for the big 250cc-size slugs. The current 
machine is the result of simple step-by- 
step development, he insists, as well as a 
gradual growth to full 500cc capacity for 
the first time this year. 

Plus one other breakthrough - 
although this came from outside. 

"Switching from leaded to unleaded 
fuel improved the bike immediately," 
explains Witteveen. 

The simple act of lowering the com- 
pression ratio immediately improved 
throttle response and ridability, at a 
stroke solving the persistent drawback of 
bad wheelies during acceleration from a 
too-positive response from the torquey 
engine. Also, because they were not on 
the ragged edge in terms of port shapes 
and other aspects of tuning, the power 
loss was less significant, explained Wit- 
teveen. Especially since the new no-lead 
fuel of 1998 coincided with the final 
increase in capacity to 500cc. 

“We made the engine full size last 
year, when we withdrew from racing for 
a season of development, with Jorge 
Martinez testing the bike," explained 
Witteveen, denying that it had been a 
mistake to start small, since it now 
appears that they might as well have 
been full 500 size right away. 

“No, it was not a mistake,” he said. 
^We wanted to maintain all the charac- 
teristics of the 250cc engine, with the 
same ability to rev. We have been able to 
do that all the time, with the engine 
growing gradually - the first 410cc engine 
had those characteristics - but I do not 
believe we could then have built a full 
500 that would have achieved that." 

The engine grew bit by bit - 430cc, 
460cc, and for its last races in 1997 to 480cc. 

“All the time, the engine has made 
peak power at 12,000 rpm, with another 
500-rpm overrev capability (that comes 
in handy when slipstreaming faster bikes 
on the straight), said Witteveen. “This 
year's engine is the same." 

He also cites close cooperation with 
Dunlop as important to the current suc- 
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cess, as well as design of a special chassis 
around Harada's compact frame - not to 
mention the weight saving of the 
diminutive racer from Chiba. 

“We have a good harmony, and bal- 
ance, and Harada has a very good feel 
from the machine," Witteveen said. 

Dunlop, for their part, are anxious to 
test the 250cc-style 16.5-inch rear tire on 
the 500, hoping for even better results. 

All the above rather glosses over the 
fact that Harada and his new mount 
made a slow start to the year, to the 
extent that there were even rumors after 
Jerez that they might cut the project 


short. Way down in 13th in Malaysia,’ 


Harada had pulled out of his home GP at 
Motegi with tire problems in the’ wet, 
then pitted early in Spain as well, fearful 
of a possible gearbox seizure after miss- 
ing gears on the first lap. 

Witteveen cites a prosaic reason - 
Harada's small foot is relatively ineffec- 
tive at putting the required leverage on 
what is rather a heavy pedal. 

“He had some similar problems of 
missed shifts on the 250,” he said. 

Technology to the rescue, with new 
software making for a two-stage quick- 
shift mechanism. Where the conventional 
quick-shift merely cuts the ignition for 
long enough for the gear dogs to engage, 
Harada’s new system only delivers par- 
tial power after the timed break, while a 
second sensor measures physically inside 
the gearbox whether full engagement has 
been accomplished. Only then does it 
release full power. 

Spirits are high right now in the April- 
ia 500 garage, with the Italian factory's 
tame Dutchman beaming at the vindica- 
tion of his long-held belief in the right- 
ness of the lightweight super-250 concept. 

"The machine has shown it is capable 
of good results - and it still has a lot more 
potential," Witteveen said. "Now I want 
to concentrate on the motor, with the 
usual tuning of gas flow and so on, to 
maximize power. That way, I believe we 
can think about being capable of actually 
winning races. 

“I have always believed in the twin- 
cylinder concept. Now I believe in it even 
more." cu
